TEMPERATURE TWELVE DEGREES 
BELOW ZERO AT MIDNIGHT. 


Mercury Still Falling and Signal Service 
Officers Unwilling to Hazard a Guess as 
to How Much Farther It May Go-The 
Weather Perceptibly Diminishes Down- 
Town Crowds—Trains on Eastern Roads 
Greatly Delayed by Snow—Reports from 


Other Points. 

A week of the severest weather that Chicago 
has experienced for a long time closed last 
night with the temperature at the lowest point 
which it has touched since February, 1888. 
The thermometer on the Auditoriuin tower, 
upon which thc Weather Bureau observers de- 
pend, at 6o’clock marked 4 degrees below 
zero. At 7 o’clock it was 5 below, at 8 
6 below, at 8 below, at. 10 
9 below zero, at 11 o’clock 11 below, and at 
midnight the instrument mark below 
zero. At that hour, Observer Emery said, the 
extreme point had not been reached and there 
was every probability that before daylight the 
temperature would drop to 15, if not lower. 
how long the cold would continue the observer 
wouldn’t say. The Weather Bureau station 
does not receive a fuil report Saturday night, 
ahd therefore does not make upachart. For 
that reason Ubserver Emery would basard no 
opinion. 

‘Chicago,’ said he, “from the data of such 
reports as we have, appears to be about the 
center of the cold area. The wave is appar- 
ently moving eastward, but the intense rt 
of it hasn’t got far beyond us yet. At Toledo 
the 7 o’clock signal reported the temperature 
aut 4 above. At the same hour it was 10 above 


of the cold wave has reached Norfolk, where 
it is at the freezing point. West and north of 
us at 7 o’clock it was slightly colder than Chi- 
cago. At Dubuque and St. Paul it was 10 
below; at Keokuk, 6; Milwaukee, 8; 
Moines, 10; and Green Bay, 8 Further 
west the range was higher. At Omaha it was 
4° below, at Yankton the same, while 
Medicine Hat, Eaminton, Pierre, and 
Swift Current, in the extreme Northwest, 
all reported a temperature above . zero. 
Probably it will not be so cold Suaday during 
the day and evening as it is now.” 

Peuple who were obliged to be outdoors 
skurried along last night with the hands to 
the ears or noses, The long-continued spell 
of low temperature has had a marked 
effect upon the appearance of the 
city. Not half of the usual night 
crowds are visible. Hotel lobbies are 


much quieter places than they usually are, 


and saioons and billiard rooms down town 
are not so well patronized. A cigar dealer 
on a down town street complained last night 
that his night trade bad fallen off greatly 
since the cold weather set in. This, the 
Weather Bureau. observers say, was about 
Dec. 16 or 17, since which time the temper- 
ature has risen above the freezing point on 
two days only.

Today’s trains 
from the north have been from three to nine 
hours behind time. There have been no arri- 
vals of steamers from the east shore today on 
account of the ice. Advices from Ludington 
stute that the harbor there is blucked s» that 
the Nos. 1, 4, and 5uf the F. and P. M. line 
cannot get in, neither can the No. 3 get out. 
A northeast wind has shifted the ice field 
away from Grand Haven and the stexmer 
Wisconsin was enabled tv leave for MVilwau- 
kee this morning. The ice field off Milwaukee 
is twelve miles wide. 

St. Paci, Minn., Jan. 14.—An old-fashioned 
winter, with frozen mercury,.seems about 
settled on the Northwest.

Duluth repurted from 25° to 30° below this 
morning and 6° to 10° below tonight.

HOSTILE FEELING TOWARD FRANCE, 


, International Situation Far from What It 


Ss d Be—Nearing the End, 
ae \@PBOIAL CABLE! 

Pants; J¢n. 14.—[Copyright, 1893, by James 
Gordon- Bennett.] —-We are nearing the end 
which thé promoters of the Panama crisis de- 
sired. President Carnot is attacked on all 
sides and the Presidential crisis be- 
comes more potent every day. The re- 
proaches made to Carnot are of’ differ- 
ent kinds. The violent anti-Semites, 
Socialists, and other extreme parties say that 
Carnot, having been Minister in 1886 at the 
same time as Baihaut, must have known that 
his célleague was receiving money from the 
Panama company, therefore his hands are not 
clean and he must go. On the other hand, 
serious politicians say that Carnot’s honesty 
is above suspicion, but that his political inca- 
pacity has been proved by the existing crisis. 

The President’s réle is exactly defined by 
the Constitution, never*heless. Having the 
right to choose his Ministers, he ought to 
have selected men who would better have 
responded to the necessities of the 
existing situation. For two years past 
Carnot persisted in retain the same 
worn-out political advisers. He has not, they 
say, the grandeur necessary for the chief of 
the State, therefore he must resign his posi- 
tion of power. 

The Panama trial is still the question upon 
which public attention is concentrated. The 
public is much more anxious to know the 
names of the persons who have been dishon- 
ored than to consider the dangers which 
threaten the tranquillity and peace of Europe. 

France is on the way to lose all the advan- 
tages it has obtained during the last two years. 
It is traly sad to see a man like Ribot, 
who is thoroughly cognizant of all 
international queahions, obliged for 
political reasons quit t Foreign 
Office and be replaced by the lawyer} Develle, 
who up to the present n'y been/ Minister 
of Agriculture and whoc nA be u currant 
of the numerous delicate diplématic ques- 
tions. Thus it is that France has always lost 
its chances, for the situation around France 
and Europe is bad. 

The impression produced outside Germany 
by the discourse ot Caprivi is absolutely de- 
plorable.

try. 
France is completely estranged from 
Switzerland on account of the rupture of the 
commercial treaty. Of course Switzerland 
does not think of making war, but we have 
lost the sympathy of that valiant little people. 
The refusal to continue cominercial rela- 
tions with Spain and Belgium delights the 
enemies of France. We arealways upon a 
footing of semi-estrangement with Italy, while 
our relations with England have again taken 
a disagreeable turn on account of 
Morocco. It is plain that England is vexed 
at the success of the French mission and de- 
sires to regain the influence obtained by the 
French Government. It has been able to hide 
its bad temper, and English public opinion, 
always pleased to be hostile to France, is en- 
couraging the ministry to pursue this course. 
It is plain, therefore, that the French inter- 
national situation is far fromswhat it should 
be. France has not far a long while been so 
surrounded by hostile feeling, and I fear that 
Russian friendship, which is not based upon 
any signed treaty, will not serve under cer- 
tain circumstances to counterbalance this 
hostility.

BANK MESSENGER ARRESTED. 


Robert W. Dring Locked Up for Robbing 
His Employers. 

Robert W. Dring, the 16-year-old messenger 
boy employed by the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust company who disappeared Wednesday 
with nearly $1,400 of the bank’s money and 
checks, is iocked Up at the Central Station. 
He was arrested yesterday afternoon at the 
home of hia parents, No, 8201 La Salle street, 
by officers of the American Suréty company 
of New York. When searched $365 in cur- 
rency was found on his person. 

The ban« officials had implicit cenfidence 
in Dring. He hed been in the bank three 

ears and at times carried as much as $2,000 
n. cash and hundreds of thousands in 
checks. 

Last night he told the story of the theft. 
He had been sent on his usual rounds of col- 
lections Wednesday morning. He collected a 
check from the Central Trust and Savings 
Bank, mounting to $338.24, and another from 
Joho Barnett, wholesale paper dealer, for 


$585.67. Afterward he went to the First National 


Bank and got $112.50 worth of coupons cashed

SAY THEY WERE IGNORED BY BONNEY. 


The Program Whese RBejection Caused 
Kight Women to Kesign. 

Ever since the members of the Woman’s 
committee on the World’s Fair Labor Con- 
gress resigned in a body curiosity has been 
expressed as to the make-up of the program 
the rejection of which by President. Bonney 
forced them to retire. Considerable difficulty 
was found yesterday in inducing the ladies 
connected with the committee to allow the 
prograin tu be printed. In speaking of the 
matter Mrs. A. P. Stevens, one of the mem- 
bers, said: 

“In giving this program to the public the 
Labor committee asks that two things be 
borne in mind in explanation of what they 
recognize as its deficiencies. In the first 
place, they did not, in preparing and sub- 
mitting it, expect or desire that it 
should be adopted in its present shape. 
It is, to quote Mr, Bonrey, ‘a tentative 
program.’ We .expectea it would be 
subjected to his revision, and perhaps be 

a em by him... We. heped to 
modify, amend, and extend it through valua- 
ble suggestions that might be subinitted by 
the eminently qualified men and women who 
are members of the Acvsory committee. 
What we did not expect was that our program, 
the result of a year’s hard work and corre- 
spondence, and which had been adopted sec- 
tion by section in joint conference of the 
Men’s and Women’s committees, would 
be completely iguored by Mr. Bonney, upon 
whose request we had prepared it, Ina long 
experience in this sort of work, Ihave never 
met with such discourtesy. IfI mustso re- 
gard it, certainly the discourtesy to othcr 
ladies on the committee, so much more en- 
titled than I am tw respectful consideration at 
Mr. Bonney’s bands, was even greater. 

**In the second place, we ask indulgence for 
the very bare and ineager outlines of this pro- 
grain because we had to bear constantly in 
mind that all we could provide for was a tive 
days’ meeting.

HEROIO MEASURES TAKEN TO ObB- 
‘TAIN A NEW PASTOR. 


Members of the Marshfield Avenue Method- 
ist Congregation Decide to Discontinue 
Worship Rather than Accept a Preacher 
of Bishop Fitzgerald's Selection—The 
Rev. Mr. Hilton Also Anxious for a 
Change—Talk of Rebellion Against the 
Aathority of the Episcopacy. 

This is the last Sunday that the Marshfield 
Avenue Methodist Church will worshyp in its 
preseat building, and the last that it will wor. 
ship anywhere under its present pastor, the 

; Rev. Theophilus Brown 

Hilton. Such is the re- 

sult of the quarrel that 

has raged for six 
months or more be- 
tweeu the church and 

Bishop Fitzgerald. 

At the General Con- 
ference held last sum- 
iner at Omaha the Rev. 
Dr. Lewis Curts, then 
Presiding Elder of the 
South Chicago district, 
was elected Book Agent 
and the Rev. Dr. Jack- 

BISHOP FITZ GERALD. son, then pastor of the 
Marshfield Avenue Church, was made Presid. 
ing Elder in his place, It then becane nec- 
essary to appoint a pastor for the church for 
the rest of the conference year, and the au. 
thority todo it was vested in Bishop Fitz- 
geraid, as he was to preside at the next ses- 
sion of the Rock River annual conference. 


But Bishop Fitzgerald conferred with Bish- 
ops Merrill, Ninde, and Fowler, and the re- 
sult was that he transferred Mr. Hiltun from 
the Nebraska Conference to the Rock River 
Conference and abpointed him to the Marspb- 
field Avenue Church. 

This trade trcuble, for several reasons. In 
the first place, the church bad objections to- 
Mr. Hilvon, though they were not of a®serious 
character. In the second place, the church 
was not consulted. The Methodist ‘theory is 
that the church should never be consulted. 
But the Marshfield Avenue Church laims 
that the rich churches, like Trinity and Grace, 
get any pastor they ask for, and that it is only 
the smaller churches that are required to take 
what the Bishop chooses to give them. In the 
third place, the church complains that its 
Presiding Elkier, Dr. Burns, was not -con- 
sulted, and that all the other elders in the 
conference, and Bishop Merrill, the resident 
bishop of Chicago, opposed the transfer. In 
the fourth place the church attributes the 
transfer to Bishop Fowler. Mr. Hilton’s 
faiher-in-law, A. J. Brown, resides at Evans- 
tun and aaturally wishes to have his son-in- 
law near by. The church therefore concludes 


please his old friend Mr. Brown, In the fifth 
lace there are more preachers in the Rock 
iver Conference than there are churches and 
salaries, and every one of these ministers is 
opposed to importing preachers from other 
conferences. : 
Recetved Him Coldly. 

Under these circumstances the Marshfield 
Avenue Church gave Mr. Hilton a cold re- 
ception. it had paid Dr. Jackson $ a 
month, but it refused te pay Mr. Hilton but 
$100 a month, and paid him anything at all 
only because it was fully expected that when 
the annuai corference met; in October, he 
would be sent somewhere else. But, in spite 
of all remonstrances, Bishop Fitzgerald sent 
Mr. Hilton back again, giving the church 
private assurances, however, that if pastur and 
peopladid not get along pleasantly he would 
trausfer the pastor to some other conference 
in a tew months. 

This pecified the church, but laid it un ler 
the necessity of treating the pastor covilly in 
order to have him transferred. Accordingly 
the flocg soon became badly scattered. Ou* 
of 150 inembers all but about ninety took lc - 
tera and went elsewhere, The collections.also 
fell off gnd funds became scarce, At last Mr. 
Hilton’s entreatiés were joined to those of the 
church. Bishop Fitzgerald accordingly, 
three weeks ago, telegraphed to Presiding 
Elder Burns that Mr. Hilton had been trans- 
ferred out of the conference and to a church 
whose pastor would take his place at the 
Marshfield Avenue Church. 

Who thie promised successor of Mr. Hilton 
was no one will tell. But he was more ob- 
jectionable to the church than Mr. Hilton, and 
like Mr. Hilton was selected without consult- 
ing the church’s wishes. The church tele- 
graphed Bishop Fitzyerald that it would not 
accept his new appointee for the same reason 
that it would not have Mr. Hilton. It de- 
manded thatit should have a pastor whom 
the Bishop should appoipvt with deference to 
the wishes and needs of the church. 

This enswer to the Bishop was wired Dec. 
12. and to assist him the church naimed a min- 
ister that would be acceptable to it, and asked 
that the Bishop would cause him and Mr. 
Hilton to exchange places. This minister’s 
name also is kept a secret. In two weeks the 
Bishop’s answer came in the shape of a letter, 
in which he recalled the transfer he had made 
ana treated the new request of the church 
with silence. This letter was received Dec. 
28, and when Mri Hilton and the officers of 
the church saw it they gave up all hope. t 
' Hilton then said that he. expected to remain 
until the end uf the conference year. 


Will Not Submit, 


The church now declares that it will not sub- 
mit to the Bishop’s dictanon. The ‘house of 
worship has been condemned:by the Metro- 
politan Elevated Railway company on an 
agreed case, tired by Judge Baker 
iast Friday. The value of the prop- 
erty was found to be $32,000, and 
the company paid over the money yesterday. 
It ig entitled to immediate possession, but has 
agreed to leave the church in ssion until 
next Thursday night. Next Friday morning 
the church is in honor bouad to remove its or- 
gan, furnaces, carpets, and pews. The build- 
ing itself has been sold to be removed to 
another site for a Jewish synagogue. 

The future of the church has been pretty 
well decided upon. It will ultimately erect a 
fine house of worship m anew location, and 
be more prusperous than ever. In the mean- 
while, however, it declares it will discontinue 
its meetings and worship until Bishop Fitz 
gerald removes Mr. Hilton. If ithad a pas- 
tor of its choice it would erecta wigwarm, or 
rent.a bail for temporary use. But as mat- 
ters stand it has lvan its $32,000 for six 
months at 5 per cent, and the members of the 
church will scatter or worship with the Leav- 
itt and DeKalb Streets Church. Of course 
ail collections will cease, and -" Hilton will

considers that it is makinga fight for prin- 
ciple, and intends to go out of existence rather 
than submit to what it regards as an undue 
exercise of episcopal authority.

GUILTY OF PLAGIARISM. 


While Admitting That He Availed Himself 
of the Designs of Antiquity in His Fine 
Arts Building at Jackson Park, He 
Maintains That the Structure Is as Or- 
iginal as Modern Architecture Can Be— 
What He Says of-the Benoit Prize Pro- 
duaction—Work Done by Harder, 


Is the Fine Arts Building at Jackson Park, 
designed by Charles B, Atwood and extolled 
by St. Gaudens, McKim, and Mrs. Van Rens- 
selaer, not to speak of other capable critics, 
as the greatest thing since the days of Athens, 
a plagiarism? Two or three of the leading 
architects and designers in Chiczgo have said 
so in plain terms to a reporter for Tuas 
Trisunz. * There is hardly an architect in 
town who does not discuss the question daily. 

It seems that the Schoolof Fine Arts in 
Paris offers prizes every year for the best de- 
sigas in several departments. One of these is 
called the “Prix de Rome,’’ because the 
scholar who takes it is maintained for three 
years at Rome at the expense of the govern- 
ment. In the year 1830 or thereabout a stu- 
dent named Benoit took this prize for a de- 
sign foran art museum, This design, like 
all the other prize designs, was printed in a 
monthly magazine called Croquis d’ Archi- 
tecture, and is easily accessible to architects 
the world over. Now there is an architect and 
designer of considerable prominence in Chi- 
cago who boldly declares that the Fine Arts 
Buildmg wes a copy in every respect of 
Benoit’s prize design. Others say that the 
central portion, or nave, of the Jackson 
Park structure, is al! that was copied 
from Benoit. Butthen some add that the 
rest of the building is copied from the Parlia- 
ment House in Vienna. Finally, one says that 
not only is all this true, but that Mr, Atwood 
is not even entitled to the credit of the copy. 
The composition from Benoit and the Parlia- 
ment House, he says, was entirely the work of 
Julius Harder, Mr. Atwood’s chief drafts- 
man, and that no one ever heard of its being 
Mr. Atwood’s design until it began to attract 
so much attention. On the other hand -two 
other architects, while admitting that they had 
heard the charge of plagiarism from Benoit 
spoken of, expressed their opinion that there

TERMS OF THE RATE AGREEMENT. 


Plans of Lake Vessel Inspection Decided 
On by the Underwriters and Owners. 

Crzeveranp, O., Jan. 14.—The committee 
appointed by the vessel-owners at Detroit to 
confer with the underwriters have prepared 
an agreement satisfactory to the latter, to- 
gether with a call for a general meeting of 
vessel-owners to be held in Cleveland Jan. 19, 
at 10 a.m. to pass upon the _ report. 
The com mittee prepared the report in accord- 
ance with the clearly expressed feeling of ves- 
sel-owners that the present system of classifi- 
cation conducted under the name of the In- 
iand Lloyds should, with necesegry modifica- 
tions, be continued; that the vessel-owners 
should have a representation in the Inland 
Lioyds and should bear an equitable propor- 
tion of the expense. The following is the 
plan submitted: 

First —The organization known as tho Inlands 
Lloyd is a voluntary association which employs 
the Becsmary inspectors and publishes in book 
form alist of vessels with classification and valu- 
ation. Ithasa President, Vice-President, and 
Executive committee. It is proposed that the 
underwricers furnieh the President, the vessel- 
owners, the Vice-President, and each of these two 
interests furnish three members of the Executive 
committee, the President being ex-otficio a mem- 
ber with the casting vote. 

Second—That the headquarters of the Inland 
Lioyds with the office of the Chief Inspector be 
established and hereafter maintained in Detroit. 

Third—That Capt. Daniel McLeod be appointed 
Chief Inspector for one year of all wooden craft 
and to makethe classifications and valuations 
under direction of the Executive committee at a 
salary of $2,500 a year, and a competent man 
be secured and arrahgemen ade for inspecting 
metal craft. 

Fourth—To the total expense for inspection and 
classification of the ‘vessels with attendant ex- 
penses of the office, the vessel-owners shall 
pay as follows and no more: For each 
vessel inspected or classed her owner shall 
pay for a wooden vessel. one cent per 
net registered ton; and for a metal composite 
vesse] one and one-half cents per tons, to cover 
all expenses to him, and if it shall be found at the 
end of the year that the aggregate of the sum so 
paid by vessel-owners shall exceed one-ealf of the 
total expenses incurred in such classification, 
such excess over one-half shall be carried to their 
credit into the next year.

“ That such talk is indulged in among some 
of my brother arcbitects,’”’ sad Mr. Atwood, 
with a broad smile, ** is nothing pew to me, 
An intimate friend connected with the Exposi- 
tion spoke of itto me the other day in the 
most solemn and confidential manner. Well, 
it is ali the veriest bosh imaginable, as I can 
explain to you in few words. : 

“‘The story has no application at all except 
in reference to the south portico of the build- 
ing. In designing that I took as a motive the 
portico of Benoit’s design. I made no secret 
of it, for it was posted up inour construction 
rooms and I often spoke to other architects of 
the use I was making of it. I wanted a Greek 
buildimg and what is called a tetrastal portico 
in antis, and Benoit’s design contained the best- 
example of it I could find. It was not, how 
ever, altogether original with him. It is only 
the portico of the Erecthéum in the Athenian 
Acropolis, from which he had copied the pro- 
portions of the coluinns, the entablature, and 
the cornice entire. The principal variation is 
the ».tic, which he inserted over the colon- 
nade, That hettook from the ancient build- 
ing known as the Incantada of Salonica. 


Benoit Not Copied, 


“These features were no more his than 
mine, and I came pretty near to taking them 
from the original sources myself, For in- 
stance, in Benoit’s capitals he had introduced 
a change in the direction of the volute, which 
I regarded as a blemish, and in my “design I 
recyrred to the model of the Erectheum. 
Even 1n regard to the proportions I did not 
rely on Benoit, but sent a man all the way to 
Boston to measure the plaster cast of the 
Erectheum in order tnat I might follow it 
without any mistake. Again, Benoit’s attic 
was a plain wall, divided up by pilasters, 
against which stood statues. Now I have not 
only designed new statues, but have filled in 
the panels with models and busts. So that I 
am unabie to see how any intelligent architect 
or any other man could consider that I had 
borrowed Benoit’s desigu, even in my portico. 

“When you come to the rest of the build- 
ing the charge of plagiarism is so absurd that 
it is hard to characterize it. The Parlia- 
ment House at Vienna is a piece of German 
classic architecture that I made no use of at 
all and to which my design bears no resem- 
blance, either at the east and west ends or 
anywhere else. The feature for which I have 
received the greatest praise is the adaptation 
of a dome to a Grecian building, and there is 
no dome in Benoit’s design nor in the Par- 
liament House. So far as I know there never 
before was a dome on a Grecian building. 

“I claim that my design 1s as original as 
anything in architecture can be and a great 
deal more original than some architectural 
work that no one thinks of challenging. I 
could point out a dozen features ip rny build- 
ing which so far as I know are unprecedented. 
That I have taken my inspiration’ from some 
of the models of antiquity is no more than 
every capable designer does. The difference 
between me and some other architects is. that 
I know what totake and what to leave and 
know how to combine things that come from 
different sources, while they do not. 

_* The originality of my design stood a cru- 
cial test a day or two ago, on the visit of Prof. 
Charles Walstein of Cambridge, Eng., to 
Jackson Park. Prof. Waldstein has just come 
fromn Greece, where he has resided for five years, 
spending his entire time in architectural and 
archzological pursuits, He is the head of the 
American schoolin Athens and the greatest 
authority on Greek architecture in the world. 
It was he who identified a fragmentary cast, 
in the Louvre, which no one had ever been 
able to locate, as belonging to the frieze of 
the Parthenon. Well, this authority made 
the tour of the grounds and could find no 
words to express not only his gratification but 
his astonishment at the architectural work 
which he beheld. As to my building, he was 
complimentary in his allusions, but I would 
preter you to see him and ask him whether it 
18s ap Original design or not. 


Only Worked Under Directions. 


**Asto M. Harder bemg entitled to the 
credit of adopting Benoit’s design and of de- 
signing the whole Fine Arts Building I can 
only say that the directors of the Exposition 
employed me to design it and paid me for it, 
and made mea present of $5,000 on New- 
Year’s day to testify their appreciation of iny 
work, and I think they ought to know whom 
to pay. Mr. Harder is a very proficient 
draftsman, about 25 years old, whom I brought 
here to assist me. He has executed iny 
orders with great ability, but he never de- 
a my building, you can rest assured of 

at. 

_Prof. Waldstein was seen and asked to state 
his optnion of the origmality of the Fine Arts 
Building. He said: * 

“I have seen Benoit’s prize design. My 
recollection of it is indistinct, but I recall 
enough of.it to be able to say that Mr. At- 
wood’s building is not a plagiarism from Be- 
noit. Indeed, so far as knew, it 1 as 
original as any architecture of the present 
day can be, I also regard it as a really 
great and admirabie production. Without 
meaning to disparge in the least the other 
buildings at Jackson Park, I May say that 
there is nothing equal to it elsewhere in 
América or abroad of its kind. As to the 
dome, recent discoveries have made it a lit- 
tie doubtful whether the ancient Greeks did 
not use the dome as well as the arch. But we 
do not know that they did; and Mr. Atwood’s 
combination of adome with Greek forms is 
an admirable achievement. Both the copies 
and the adaptation of ancient architecture are 
likely to be bad, but Mr. Atwood’s adaptatico 
is perfect. There are some minute things 
about his work that I feel might be a littie 
better, but they are so trifling that they are 
not worth mentioning.”

DEBT OF THE DOMINION, 


Canada’s Sorry Financial Showing—The 
Country Owes $241,131,434, 

For a community which aspires to inde- 

pendence the Dominion of Canada makes a 


sorry financial showing. It would seem the 


part of discretion, before attempting to set up 
in business alone, for the country to demon- 
strate its ability to take care of itself, yet the 
official financial statement for the year end- 
ing Jane dv last is as follows, as stated by the 
Ottawa Free Press: “An increase of over 
$5,000,000 in the gross debt of the Domin- 
ion; an increase of $3,322,403 in the net 
debt; a decrease of $1,657,437 in revenue, 
while the expenditure was increased nearly 
$500,000. The total expenditure last year, 
capital and ordinary, was $42,372,348, and the 
total revenue was $36,921,871. The gross 
debt on June 80 was $295.333,000, and the 
net debt $241,131,434."” The debt of the Do- 
mipion is more than one-quarter as large as 
that of the United States, which is diminish- 
ing, while that of Canada is increasing. The 
population of Canada is about one-twelfth 
that of the United States, How could Canada 
get along if she cut loose from Great Britain? 
Self-support should go before statehood.— 
Boston Journal.

SOUTH SIDE FALLING FROM GRACE. 


State Street and Wabash Avenue Lines 
Losing Their Good Reputations, 

The South Side cable lines ‘have about 
los, their reputation for comfort and 
accommodations even in comparison 
with the North and West Side 
grip trains, which break down periodically 
and whose cars are heated only gemi-occa- 
sionally. Qn the latter jines passengers are 
equaliy surprised when they escape an acci- 
dent or find a hot stove, 

Last evening was only another recent test 
of the incapacity and frigidity of the South 
Side cable lines. At the hours when most 
toilers were anxious to go home, and when 
mén and women and little girls who 
had worked all day ought to have 
seats they paid for, there were from 
4until nearly 6 o’clock crushed crowds of 
people on the platforms of the cars, as weil 
as others vainly struggling for space and 
against compression on the inside. And even 
then on ‘he sidewalks and every street cross- 
ing down-town thére were still other crowds 
who stood and shivered and witen a car 
stopped mude efforts to ‘‘get there”’ before 
others. The grips were 
and women took their 
although a ride down Wabash _ ave- 
nue or State street last evening, 
with a frozen breeze fromm the lake, was like 
an effort to discover the north pole. 

At the south intersection of State and Madi- 
son streets was a sign elevated on a stick 
which read: ** Please take the car 150 feet 
south.”’ People generaliy do not look into 
the middle of the street for directions from 
public carriers and so it seemed that compara- 
tively few saw the rural legead. As the grip 
sped past Madison there was a rush from the 
sideWalk and shouting, but the gripman wise- 
ly continued his way until he got 
past the end of a pile of granite 
blocks which looked like a dilapidated section 
of the Chinese wall. Had he stopped at the 
usual place fur passengers they would have 
tumbled into a trench conveniently located 
by thuse who are authorized tu see that the 


seats on them, 


streets are periodically torn up and never’ 


wholly passable. 

It. being Saturday the rush decreased about 
6 o'clock, and at that hour a seat might be ob- 
tained after the loop was turned and even at 
Madison street. But when the train passed 
Monroe street the chance became precarious;

Many of the cars were, in temperature, like 
cold storage houses on wheels, but the people 
were not asking for comfort; they were 
struggling for a chance to hang on to. a strap 
or railing, so as to get home to their suppers 
or fainilies, 


Yerkes’ “Sunshine,” Commonly Called Salt. 

CuiIcaGco, Jan. 14.—[Editor of The Tribune. }— 
Will you kindly state in the columns of your pa- 
per for the benefit and information of many suf- 
fering Patrons of the West Side cable “system ” 
whether tbeare is any law that will compel the 
management to cease sprinkling the -car floors 
with Yerkes’ “sunshine,’’ commonly known as salt. 

Huwever warfh the cars may be otherwise, the 
action of the salt combined with the snow which 
is tracked inte the cars e¢auses an intense cold, 
equal to that produced by an ice-crvam freezer, 
penetrating quickly through both shoes and over- 
shoes. It is utterly impossible to keep the feet 
warm, thereby causing chilbiains, chills, colas, 
and rheumatism. 

One of the conductors on this “line” informed 
the writer that he contracted rheumatism from 
constant standing in this abomination of salt and 
ice. 

Not only are the cars “‘saited down,”’ but the 
whole West Side “system” of tracks is subjected 
to this sait bath.

VICTIMS OF THE DULUTH HOTEL FIRE 


Their Bodies Not Yet Recwuvered and Their 
Number Not Determined. 

Dctuvutn, Minn., Jan. 14.—! Special. |}—The 
bodies of the victims of the Hotel St. Louis 
fire of yesterday are still under the fallen 
walls, and as yet no step has been taken to- 
ward recovering them. The weather ail the 
time of the fire was intensely cold. The wa- 
ter, after the walls fell, began freezing, and 
now has formed a solid crust over 
the débris. Under this crust the fire is 
still\ buroing hotly and it is almost impossi- 
ble to get at it. Additional water which is 
still being poured on the mass only adds to 
the difficulty, as it freezes and accumulatea, 
The ruins are now as solid as granite. and the 
thermo:neter tunight is registering 15° below 
zero. Only explosives can break the crust, 
and this will only serve to increase the fire 
which still exists by giving it vupen space in 
which to burn. 

Nothing has as yet been heard from the two 
railroad men believed to have been burned. 
Even the proprietors of the hotel now adinit 
that at least these two lives were lost, but 
they deny other casualties. At police head- 
quarters it is said thata scrubwoman, Lizzie 
Larson, has not y:t been fuund. She is not 
with frienus who were said to have given her 
shelter, and it seems she must be added to the 
list of victims. From investigations con- 
ducted today by the departinent it 1s believed 
that at lenst five bodies will be found when 
the ruins can be examined. A 
traveling than nated Reese is reported 
today as missmg.

DUE TO CHICAGO WIT. 


HOW THE GRANT MONUMENT FUND 
WAS REALLY RAISED, 


* 

Work Done by a Man from This City, Who 
Raised Twice as Much, Money in Two 
Months as the Most Powerful Agencies 
in New York Had in Seven Long Years 
—How Edward F. Cragin Saved Goth- 
am from Being the Laughing Stock of 
the Country. 


From New York comes the interesting in- 
formation that workion the Grant Monument 
is progressing rapidly and that the Monument 
Fund Association is about ready to make a re- 
port of its finances. Nothing is said, how- 
ever, in regard to the equally interest- 
ing fact that if it had not been 
for the labors of a Chicago man the 
Monument Fund Association would have had 
no finanves on which to report. The charac- 
teristic modesty uf the Chicago man in the 
case and the self-pride of the New York asso- 
ciation have combined to keep the story from 
the public. Itis a short, simple tale, but 
long enough to reach to the top of the 
height of self-esteem on which the average 
citizen of Gotham is so firmly*® perched. It 
shows in its sweetly sin:ple way what Chicago 
enterprise can accomplish even when exerted 
under the ost adverse circumstances. 

Gen. Grant diéd in 1885. Immediately the 
movement was started to build a magnificent 
monument in his memory. The estimated 
cost of the proposed memorial was $500,000. 
To raise this money all the most powerful 
forces in New York strained themselves. 
Multi-millionaires made long speeches and 
dropped $1.35 # in the contribution 
box. The great newspapers of the 
metropolis devoted columns of space to the 
subject and turned over to the ass®ciaton 
funds ranging from $7.97 to $56.45, including 
a two-cent postage stamp. Wall street 
was scraped with a_ fine-tooth comb. 
The Vanastorbilts of Manhattan Isl- 
and were appealed to by eloquent 
orators at $10 an appeal. Last February, 
when it was announced that the fund, after 
seven years of hard work, had reached the 
princely total of, $150,000, Father Knicker- 
bucker fairly went into spasins at the stu- 
pendous extent of his own generosity. 

But meanwhile the country at large was 
looking at the pitiable spectacle with a quiz- 
zicel eye. A Western town of 50,- 
vOU0 inhabitants offered to raise tthe $500,000 
required in twenty-four hours, if it was bun- 
vred as the last resting place of the great sol- 
dier-statesman. Newspaper paragrephers the 
worlu over poked fun at the rich but stingy 
city. Slapped in the tace by the hand of harsh 
criticisms and stuck all over with rankling 
darts of wit, Father Knickerbocker made up 
his mind finally that something must be done, 

He knew very well, however, that he could 
not doit. So, like a wi8t man, he came tc 
Chicago and in two months a Chicago man 
did twice as much asit had taken the mst 
powerful agencies in New York seven years to 
accuin plish. 

How the Work Was Begun. 


Shortly after Gen. Porter was elected Presi- 
deat of the association last February a meet. 
ing of the General comimnittee was held in the 
rovins of the association in the Mills Build- 
ing. The committee was made up of Gen. C. 
H, T. Cuilis, Gen. Buttertield, Gen. Stewart 
L. Woodford, Gen. Roger Swain, Charlies L. 
Tiffany, Woodbury Langdon, Judge Van Hol- 
sen, Frederick D. Tuppen, Cornelius N. Bliss 
Cornelius O'Reilly, William Steinway, and 
Joseph C. Reid. At this meeting a number of 
lettere were read from correspondents who 
had various suggestions to offer, but. the wust 
interesting letter of all was the letter from 
the Chicago man already mentioned. 

The Chicago wan signed himself Edward F., 
Cragin. and he is to be found at the present 
time in one of the seventeen-story office build- 
ings whichamark the topograpby of this city. 
This letter was a vrief communication, but 
entirely to the point. 
he had heard of the reorganization of the 
Grant Monument Fund Assoviation and the 
exoressed determinat:on of those now in 
charge to raise the money necessary in the 
shortest possible time, and he offered 
his services tuwards accomplishing the 
result set forth. He stated that he had 
had considerable experience in raising enor- 
mous suins of money for public purposes, and 
did not doubt that 1n this, as in other cases, 
he would be entirely sucvessful. 

So confident was he of his success that he 
made the following propesition: He would 
come on to New York frow Chicago, organize 
a movement for collecting the desired fund, 
and if he was not succefsful in cullect- 
ing it within a reasonable time he 
would charge the assuciation nothing 
whatever for his services, and would not hold 
it responsible in any way for any of his per- 
sonal expenses; if on the other hand he was 
successful he would leave the question of re- 
muneration to the association and accept any- 
thing in the way of cumpensation that it 
wight decide to be just. 

On the face of it this proposition was most 
attractively frank and above board. No one 


| Seseent at the meeting had ever heard of 


ward F. Cragin. but as Gen. Porter 
was President of the Pullman Palace Car 
comnpany. and as the Pullman Palace Car 
company practically belongs to Chicago Gen. 
Porter was in possession of the necessary. fa- 
cilities for securuig information of Mr. 
Cragin. The reply received from Chicago in 
answer to inquiries was satisfactory. Mr. 
Cragin was well and favorably known here, 
and what he had said euncerning his abilities 
as a canvasser for subscriptions had not 
been overstated. He had engineered the guar- 
antee fund for the Woria’s Fair gnd had met 
with unquestioned success. On receipt of this 
information Mr. Cragin was notified to come 
to New York to raise the money for the Grant 
Mouument on the terms he himself had pro- 
posed, ; 

Turns Up in New York. 

In response to this invitation Mr. Cragin 
turned up in New York tuwards the end of 
last March and putin his appearance at the 
rooms of the association in the Mills Build- 
ing. He at once outlined his plan for raising 
the fund, and althougb there was some doubt 
expressed as to its feasjbility, he was told to 
go ahead, and go ahead he did, Lists were 
sent out, circulars were distributed, mectings 
were held, ana in avery brief time the city 
was absolutely alive with the movement 
towards getting together the necessary $350,- 
000 


The plan adopted was simple, Mr. Cragin 
took the book of a leading mercantile agency 
and made a list of the various trades ana inan- 
ufacturing industries with headquarters in 
New York. Then different trade associations 
were apprvached and the officers were asked 
to call general meetings of the firms and iadi- 
viduals which such associations numbered 
among their members. In this way all the 
great trades were brought into the movement 
and aapirit of competition aroused. 

Meetings were then hejd, addressed by Gen. 
Porter and other effective talkers. The mat- 
ter of the Grant find was brought itnmediate- 
ly to the notice of these men, who were men 
of weaith. Speakers appealed to tneir local 
pride, and subscriptions were asked. 

When the trades had been exhausted al] 
the employers of labor in New York were in- 
terviewed and their interest sought, and in 
nearly every case secured. Meetings both in 
the day and at night were held, and the hold- 
ing of these meetings and the progress of col- 
lections to the fund were duly reported. Other 
and distinct devires were adopted, 
such as the sale of artist’s proofs 
of the monuinent as it would 
look when completed were sola. Some of the 
theaters gave benefits. A cake walk at Madi- 
son Square Garden realized $15,000, and col- 
lection boxes were placed at ail the elevated 
railroad stations. The result of all this Chi- 
cago Cumbination anc ingenuity located 
in New Y.rk was that May 22, less 
than two motths after the start was made, 
the fund was entirely collected, with the ex- 


mception of $46,000, and an appéal was made

They had scarcely got inside when there 
wus a noise as of an explosion and a wall tot. 
tered down, burying the two pipemen. Their 
comrades rushed to their rescue. Cunning- 
baw was taken out unconscious, with his 
right leg broken and his head and body badly 
burned; He was at once taken to his home, 
at the corner of One Hundred and Vifteenth 
street and Wentworth avenue. 

Other firemen recovered the body of Mor. 

He had evidently met 
instant death, as his skull was fractured as 
theugh by the fall of a heavy beam.

QARTER H. HARRISON'S POLITICAL 
PATH GROWS MORE THORNY. 


He Finds Hesing’s Chances to Get the Dem- 
ocratic Nomination for Mayor of Chi- 
cago Increasing Every Day, and There 
Are Those Who Advise Him to An- 
nounce Himself as a Citizens’ Candidate 


Com missionership—Other Political News 


It was mentioned in these columns last Sun- 
day that the boom of Carter H. Harrison for 
Mayor had begun to decline. It continued to 
decline during the last week, But it is yet of 
large proportions. The junior Democratic 
organ has begun to assail Carter vigorously, 
if not venomously. It has gone so far in the 
line of attack that it can hardly support him 
for Mayor, even if he should be the party 
nominee, There are also other discouraging 
indications for the editor of the senior Demo- 
cratic organ. A. C, Hesing, the proprietor of 
the Staats-Zeitung,has said that his paper 
wils not only not support Mr, Harrison, but 
that it will oppose him whether he is the nom- 
inee of the Democratic city convention or not. 

The local party leaders who were 
supposed to be enthusiastic for Harrison 
two weeks ago are now lukewarm toward 
or opposed to him. When his name is men- 
tioned they shrug their shoulders and say: 

“It is too soon yet to commit ourseives. 
Carter does not want us. He relies on the 
skates of the Carter H. Harrison associations 
to nominate him. Maybe they can doit. If 
they can they will control the offices in the 
event of Carter’s election. He will have no 
use for us then.’’ 

The men-who rule in the Democratic con- 
ventions in this city are not with Mr. Harri- 
s0u DOW as Inuch as they were a month ago. 
They are likely to favor him less as the time 

_for the convention approaches. One of 
their spokesmen, William Calhoun Asay, 
has had himself interviewed in one 

the Harrison organs recently in 
order to test thes Democratic pulse 
and Carter’s also. He is represented as say- 
ing that Demucratic leaders who are not both- 
ering about particular candidates prefer a late 
convention in order to prevent the starting of 
& citizens’ movement and also in order to 
head off possihie independent candidates and 
that the middle of March is time enough for 
the Mayoralty convention. This has greatly 
disturbed Mr. Harrison. He fears that Mr. 
Asay’s frieuds are going to play a sharp game 
on him; that while feeding Him with the hope 
that he will be the nominee they intend to 
nominate somebody else. He says in reply 
to Mr. Asay’s interview: 

“It would be sheer cowardice and a confes- 
sion of weakness to postpone the holding of a 
convention so that time should be given only 
for the tiling of the certificates required under 
the election law. The Democratic party 
ought not to nominate for a city office any 
man whose capacity and character wiil not 
stand two weeks of investigation during which 
electors may make up their niinds whether or 
not they will propose tv the electorate soine 
other candidacies. The convention ought to be 
i early —at least thirty days before elec- 

on. 

There is reason to believe that if the con- 
vention is ame to the tiine mentioned by 
Asay Mr. Harrison will announce himself an 
independent candidate on petition, not caring 
to wait to be slaughtered. The sooner Har- 
rison comes to this conclusion the better for 
him, in the opinion of his warmest support- 


ers, 

One of these said yesterday: ‘If Harrison 
should announce himself an independent 
citizens’ candidate on a platform of municipal 
reform about March 1 he would be invincible. 
But Harrison has not the courage to follow 
his own inclinations in this direction.”’ 


The Hesing Boom Growing. 


While the Harrison boom has been waning, 
the Hesing boom has been growing. Mr. 
Hesing mingled with the Democratic polli- 
ticians at Springfield last week and made 
many friends. He had several conferences 
with John P. Hopkins, Lanehart, Charles 
Kern, and the other Cook County leaders, The 
rural Democrats were enthusiastic abuut him. 
They aré, as a rule, bitter against Harrison 
because of his independent run against Cre- 
gier. During the week, too, Mr. Hesing has 
managed to muzzle some of his unwise back- 
ers. Gen. Lieb has been silenced. The lead- 
ing German Democrats have declared for 
Hesing. Cuunty ‘l'reasurer Kern, who came 
so near controlling the county convention in 
August, has declared emphatically for Hesing. 
S, have such men as Fritz Goetz of 
the Board of Education, Joseph Donners- 
berger, Adolph Schoeninger, Senator Thiele, 
Charles Wacker, the brewer; Ald. Biegler, 
Ald. Ellert, Ald. Brookinan, Edward S. Drey- 
er, Franvis A. Hoffmann, Harry Rubens, Ald. 
Tripp, Max Stern, Adam Meyer, and Ald.

LAWS ON EDUCATION. 


DRAFTS OF TWO BILLS PROPOSED 
BY THE TURNER SOCIETIES. 


One Is a Substitute for the Edwards Com- 
. pulsory Edacation Act, the Other Seeks 
to Piovide Free Text Books and Ma- 
terials for the Public Schools—The Leg- 
islature to Be Asked to Pass the Two 
Measures—Penalty for Employing Child 
Labor. 

Ata meeting of the Committee of Educa- 
tion of the Turner Societies held last night at 
the Palmer House drafts of bills were ap- 
proved which it is proposed to endeavor to 
have made laws by the Legislature. One of 
them repeals the Edwards law and takes its 
place, and the other seeks to provide free text 
books and materials in the public schools, fix 
salaries, etc. 


The bills were drafted by John | 


M. Hamline and Charles Bary, a subcommit- | 


tee appointed for that purpose. Following is 
the full text of the bill aiming at enforcement 
of attendance at school, the substitute for the 


Edwards law: 

Sec. 1. By it enacted by the people of the State 
of Illinois represented in the General Assembly, 
that every person having under his control a chil 
between the ages of 7 and 14 years shall annually 
cause such child to attend for at least sixteen 
weeks, at least eight weeks of which attendance 
shall be consecutive, some public or, private day 
school in the city, town, or district in 
which he resides, which time shall commence 
with the beginning of the first term of the 
school year, or as soon thereafter as due notice 
shall be served upon the person having such con- 
trol of a child under this act. Provided, however, 
that this act shall not apply to any child has 
been or is otherwise instructed for a like period 
of time in the elementary branches of learn- 
ing, or whose mental or physical condition 
is soch as to render his or her at- 
tendance at school and application to study 
inexpedient or impracticable, or who lives more 
than two miles from any school by, the nearest 
traveled road, or whois excused for sufficient rea- 
sons by any court of record. For every neglect of 
such duty the person offending shall forfeit to the 
use of the public schools of such city or district a 
sum not less than $1 nor more than $20 for each 
and every offense, and shail stand committed 
until such tine and costs of suit are paid, 


Duties of Truant Officers. 


Sec. 2. The Board of Education of every city 
and the Board of School Directors of every 
school district may appoint one or more persons, 
who shall be designated as truant oflicer’, whose 
duty shall be to carefully inquire concerning all 
supposed violations of this act, and, acting dis- 
creetly, to arrest upon view all children 
between 7 and 14 years of age who 
habitually frequent or loiter about public 
places and have no lawful occupation, and also 
truant children who absent themselves from 
school without leave, and place such children 
when so arrested in such schouls as the parent or 
guardian having control of such child may desig- 
nate, or in the event of the failure of the parent 
or guardian of such children to designate a 
school then in such public school as said child 
is by law entitled to attend. Such officers 
shall report all cases of truancy to their 
respective boards of education within a reason- 
able time. Said truant officers shall have such 
compensation for services rendered under this act 
as shall be determined by the Board of Education 
or the board of Directors appointing such officers, 
which compensation shall be paid from the dis- 
tributable school fund. : 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the director of 
any school district or the President of the Board 
of Education of any city or any truant officer 
appointed by such Board of Education to 
prosecute any offense occurring under 
this act. Andsuch person neglecting to prose- 
cute any such offense within fifteen days after a 
written notice has been served upon him of such 
offense by any qualified elector or taxpayer with- 
in the district or city within which the offending 
party shall reside shal! be liable toa fine of not 
less than $10 nor more than $20 for each and every 
offense, 

Penalties Provided. 


Sec. 4. Any person having control of a child 
who with intent to evade the provisions of this 
act shall make a willful, false statement concern- 
ing the age of such child or the time such child 
has attended school shall for such offense forfeit 
asum of not less than $ nor more than $20 for 
the use of — schools for such city or district. 

Sec. 5. The prosecutions under this act shall be 
instituted and carried on by the authorities of 
such board, and be brought in the name of the 
people of the State of Lilinois forthe ase of the 
school fund of said city or district. 

Sec. €. Police Municipal Courts, Justices of the 
Peace, and Judges of the County Court shall 
have jurisdiction within their respective counties 
of the offenses prescribed in this act. 

Sec. 7. An act concerning the education of 
children, approved May 24, 1889, in force July 1, 
1889, is hereby repealed. 

The second bill is entitled: ‘* An act to pro- 
vide free text-books and materials in the pub- 
lic schools, to provide for the construction and 
the-use of assembly rooms for meeting pur- 
poses, for fixing minimum salaries tor teach- 
ers in the public schools, regulating the 
manner of appointment of members of the 
boards of education, and providing penalties 
forthe employment of children.” It is as 
follows: 

Sec.1. All text and other books and mate- 
rials used by pupils in public schools and public 
institutions of learning throughout this State 
shall be free of cost to such pupil, subject to such 
rules and resolutions asthe boards of education 
and school directors of the respective cities, 
towns, and school districts may. from time to time 
provide, 

For Free Text Books. 


Sec. 2. All such books and materials shall be 
purchased by said boards of education and school 
district directors, etc., in such quantities and at 
such prices and in such numbers as the latter 
may détermine, and all moneys needed for such 
purchases shall be taken out of the school funds 
of the respective cities, towns, and school districts, 

Sec. 3. in cities of a population of 25,000 and 
over in the construction of buildings for school 
and educational purposes there shall be included 
ineach and every such building an assembly 
room which may be used during school hours for 
school purposes and after school hours it shall 
be open free of cost to the people of the district 
in which such school is situated for purposes of 
public meetings, under such rules and regulations 
as the said Boards of Education and School 
=" Se directors may from time to time pro- 
vide, 

Sec. 4. In cities of a povulation of 25,000 and 
over the teachers in the public schools, whether 
male or female, shall receive a minimum salary 
of $500 per annum. 

Sec. 5. In cities of 25,000 and over in population 
the members of the Boards of Education shall be 
appointed by the Judges of the Appellate Court 
of the district in which such city is situated, such 
appointments to be final and not subject to con- 


tirmation. 
Child Labor Forbidden, 


Sec. 6. No child under the age of 14 years shall 
be employed in any factory, shop, store, office, or 
any other industry, business, or otherwise during 
school hours, unless such child shail have at- 
tended some school or received instruction other- 
wise at least sixteen consecutive weeks within the 
calendar school year in which itis to be em- 
ployed and as evidenced by a certificate issued by 
public or private school, the superintendent or 
principal, or teacher, or instructor of such child. 

Sec. 7. It shal) be incumbent on the employer 
of such child to verify the genuineness of such 
certificate before accepting the same as con- 
clusive. 

Sec. 8. Any employer of labor violating the let- 
ter or spirit of this act shall be fined $100 or shall 
be imprisoned for thirty days in the county jail 
or both in the discretion of the court for eaeh 
and every such violation. A failure to strictly 
comply with Secs. 6 and 7 ef this act, eithes will- 
fully or even by neglect, shall be considered a 
violation of this act. 

See. 9. Incase of a firm being sucleemployer then 
each member of such firm shall be liable under 
this act and in case of a corporatien its president. 

Sec. 10. This act shall gointo form and effect 
from and after its passage, 

Sec. ll. Any act or part of an act in conflict 
with this act is hereby repealed.

Ex-Officer Arrested for High Treason. 

At Oldsloe, near Lubeck, the arrest has 
just been made of ex-Officer Fuchs for high 
treason. He was arrested by Baron von 
Tausch, who had arrested Sthnaebele. Fuchs 
is charged with supplying important docu- 
ments to France and Russia. 

Dance Created by the Emperor. 

The latest court ammuse.nent is a creation of 
the Kaiser himself for the coming wedding. It 
is a dance which is a sort of minuet, but the 
feature is that each dancer bears in his or her 
hand a flarnbeau. The result is highly ef- 
fective. This dance in days of yore was al- 
ways a feature of the royal wedding. All the 
Ministers are practicing it. The Kaiser is in 
magnificent health. He is occupying himself 
with preparations for the coming wedding. 

Coming Visit of the Czarevitch, 

Court gossip tells me that there is consider- 
able pleasure felt in the highest quarters in 
Postdam at the official announcement that the 
Czarovitz will be present at the wedding of 
Prince Hessen and Priacess Marguerite. 
He says that the visit was not at all assured 
at one moment, owing to the fact that at 
one time Bismarck had negotiated for 
the marriage of the Ozarovitz to 
Princess Marquerite. His visit here is said to 
be credited by the Kaiser to influence Gen. 
Werder. In any case, my informant assures 
me that a great deal will be made of the Czar- 
ovitz at the wedding, and he will be made 
the subject of special attention. He will be 
received by a special guard of honor of the 
Garde de Corps and escorted tocourt. It is 
hoped thus to make a rapprochement with 
Russia eventually, ending by @ meeting be- 
tween the Czar and the Kaiser in the spring.

Lowpox, Jan. 14.—[Copyrighted, 1893, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—McCarthy’s iaterview Friday with 
Gladstone and Morley was to discuss the ques- 
tion of the attendance of the Irish party at 
Westnfinster during the coming session. 
Gladstone explained to McCarthy how he was 
Situated regarding his own following, and 
asked if the absolutely exhaustive attendance 
of the MoeCrrthyites was assured.

Gladstone also pointed out thet it 
was as important that they should be present 
during the transaction of English business as 
of Irish business. Ifthe Ministers got a check 
by having their majority materially reduced 
on English measures it would weaken them 
all around. .McCarthy admitted this and 
said that was a consideration fully present in 
the minds of his party, which had arranged 
for unremitting attendance. 

Parnellites Cannot Always Be Present. 

The Parnellites cannot give the full attend- 
ance of the McCarthyites and their absence 
will be a source of weakness. Only four of 
their members will be able to reside regularly 
in London during the session. Those are 
William Redmond, Hayden, Maguire, and 
Nolan. The other five could only come over 
Yor specially important divisions. These five 
members are wholly dependent upon their 
professions for their livelihood and 
they simply cannot afford to neglect 
them any longer. Four of them are 
lawyers, including John Redmond himself 
and the strong Parneilite feeling that pre- 
vailed in Dublin, brought business to them. 
which they should attend to. This short at- 
tendance of Parnellites wiil reduce Glad- 
stone’s work:ng majority to twenty-five.

| MYSTERIOUS CAREER OF 8. D. BROSS. 


The Wanderings and Romantic Life of the 
Brother dt Richard Bross. 

Lixcoin, Neb., Jan. 14.—| Special. ]—The re- 
cent ineeting: f the Nebraska State Historical 
Society recailed some interesting and roman- 
tic early incidents. Capt. J. A. McMurphy 
read-a paper in which he recouated sume of 
the exploits of Stephen Decatur, but he did 
not tell all the story, and perhaps no one can 
tellit all. This romantie Stephen Decatur 
was none other than Stephen Decatur Bruss, 
brother of Richard Bross of Tux Tripounes. 
The fraginents which remuin of the career of 
thiseccentric pioneer forim a basis upon whicha 
charming tale could be constructed. More than 
thirty years ago Prof. Stephen Decatur Bross 
leit his family at Binghamton, N. Y., to go to 
his daily work. He kissed his wife, as was his 
custom, and started to the semiaary, wuere 
he was an instructor. His family and friends 
never really heard from hitn again. From 
a gentleinan now living’ in LTnncuin 
who knew him your  currespoodent 
learned that so far as any une kuew there was 
no special family *trouble. He left as usual, 
going on foot and aluny the accustomed path. 

e faijed to report at the seminary and hever 
returned tu his family and never communi. 
eeted with thems He came to the West, 
dropped ‘the Bross, and went always as 
Stephen Decatur. Lewis H. Tyler, an old 
genticman, now keeping St. George’s Hotel 
at St. Augustine, Fia.,was a persunal acquaint- 
ance and koew ali about his leaving. Heani 
Richard Bross made repeated efforts to find 
the missing brother and found Stephen Deca- 
tur. hey spent awhole week with “him in 
ube vain attemptto induce him to secure his 
acknowledgment that he was the m issing 
Bross. Finally his brother said to him in a 
akern and impressive manner: “You are 
Stephen Decatur Bross and my rother.” To 
which he replied with equhl assurence and 
emphasis: *‘My pame i¢ Stephen De- 
catur. am not your  obrother. ‘I 
never heard of -youandI wili not talk with 
you any further.” Here the interview ended 
and he never would ackOowledge his identity. 
some years later, it is said, he acknowledged 
to his daughter that he was her father. Sater 
he went to Colorado, where he had many ex- 
beriences in pioneer life and attained n+ little 
reputation. in1876 he was a Commissiuner 
from that State tw the Ceatennial Exposition 
Ate died m Colorado during the year 1878. 
The State Historical Suciety will preserve ail 
facts about Decatur that way come under iis 
observation.

ARMY BILL WILL PASS 


—— | 


ADMITTED BY THE OPPOSITION 
THAT IT HAS A OHANOE. 


Chancellor Von Caprivi’s Speech Before the 
Committee Wednesday Has Created a 
Strong Impression—St. Petersburg Dis- 
satisfied with His Utterances, but Aus- 
tria Feels More Secure — Quarantine 
Measures Being Considered—Commer- 
cial Entente with Russia Probable. 

Berwin, Jan. 14.—The opposition is now be- 
giuning to admit that the army bill has a fair 
chance of passing in the Reichstag. The mem- 
bers of the Freisinnige perty and the Centrists 
publicly declare that the speecb of Chanvellor 
von Caprivi before the Reicnstag committee 
Wednesday has not in any wise altered the 
situation, but the general tone of the parlia- 
mentary circles shows decidedly that the 
Chancellor’s forceful -presentation of the gov- 
ernment’s demands and the reasons fur them 
bas created a strong impression. 

Itis generally conceded that the Chancelior’s 
gpeech was a most powerful and akiliful plea 
for united action on the part of all the Ger- 
man parties ona matter that involves the 
safety of the Fatherland. His speech was an 
appeal to the patriotiswn of the country, and 
notwithstanding the statements made hy sume 
members of the Reichstag, it is believed that 
it will not have been made in vain. 

Although the attack made in the com mit- 
tee upon the Chancellor by Herr Richter 
showed nosign of any abatement in the hos- 
tility entertained by his party fur the measure 
many of the Freisinnige party desire to come 
to an entente with the government, 

Among the proposals relative to the bill 
discussed in the lobbies today was one that 
was received with favor by the opposition. 
This was a suggestion that the new organiza- 
tion of the army should not be enforced im- 
mediately upon the bill becoming a law 
that the changes proposed site xtond over 
several years in execution. With this couces- 
sion granted by the government the Reich- 
stag could vote the first installment necessary 
to the reorganization and pledge itself to ac- 
eede to the other installments within a fixed 
time. 

Only a Question of Majority Now. 

In the official cireles the question now is, 
not whether the Government will get a ma 
jority, but how large the majority will be. 
The Centre party, which has been violently 
opposed to the ineasure, is obviously weik- 
ening and it is only the important sectiomled 
by Dr. Lieber that is feared bythe Govern- 
ment. ‘The National Liberals, Conservatives, 
and Free Conservatives will abandon their 
pretended incependence, and already they 
are preparing to swallow the whole biil if 
they are required todoso. A number of the 
Freisinvige party who differ from Herr 
Richrer are likely to absent themselves when 
adivision is taken on the measure. All 
things considered the bill seems perfectly 
safe. 

Bid Impression in St, Petersburg. 

The effect of tne Chancellor’s speech abroad 
is eagerly watched here. Telegrams from St. 
Petersburg received today atate that the Chan- 
cellor’s words nade the worst surtof an iin- 
pression there, oWingto the wantof accord 
between his utterances before the committee 
and his previous pacific declarations, which 
were recently received through the German 
Einbassy. The tenor of these latter reinarks 
influenced the Czar’s decision to send the 
Czarowitz as his representat ve to the mar. 
riage of Princess Margaret. The revulsion of 
the friendly feeling entert:ined for the Ger’ 
man Government will beintense unleas Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi officially explains his re- 
marks regarding Russia and Deninark. 

The speech is hailed at Vienna and Buda- 
Pesth as establishing greater confidence on 
ihe part of the Austrian Government in Von 
Caprivi than waa ever felt in Piince Bismarck- 
The Pesther Lloyd, in an article today com- 
menting on the speech, alludes to Bismarck’s 
double dealing and Lis tendency towards in- 
triguing with Russia, even after the Triple Al- 
liance was formed, and says that Von Caprivi 
hasshown himself to bea sincere ally, who 
recognized the solidarity of the interests of 
the allied powers. 

The Neue Freie Presse also contrasts the 
niistrusts of Bismarck and the ecunfidenze in 
Von Caprivi, and congratulates Austria that 
the alliance with Germany now means corm- 
plete accord in the protection of Constanti- 
nople ar the Balkans, while, it says, italy’s 
interests are strengthened by the recoynition 
that they are synonymous with those of England 
and Germany ia the Mediterranean. 

Assails the Government in Committee, 


Phere wasa lively debate in the Budget 
committee of the Reichstag today on the 
Southwest African estimates. Herren Scirio 
and Hammacher, prominent National Liber- 
ais, assailed the government for surrendering 


P-German'to British interests in Pemaraiand. 


Freiherr Marschall Bieberstein, Imperial For- 
eign Minister, replymmg to these strictures, 
said that no German capital was invested 
there, yet the governinent would not abandon 
che colony. Germany, he added, had obtained 
4 renunciation. froin Great Britain of all 
clains to the territory in question. No 
scheme existed for ceding any portion of 
German Southwest Africa to England. The 
recent visit of the Governor of Cape Colony 
to Britain had no connection with any negotia- 
tion to cede territory. On the contrary, En- 
glish capital wae rather likely to assist German 
development of the country. The committee 
finally passed the estimates. 
Protest Against Tax Exemptions. 


A. movement that has been inaugurated 
against the privileges enjoyed by the bureau- 
eracy is stirring the middle classes of Prussia. 
Prussian officials, whose number is legion, 
are exeinpt from any taxation except a direct 
income tax. Outside the officeholding class 
this is believed to be an injustice,.and meet- 
ings have beeu held in Durtmund, B rinien, 
Cologne, and Hanover to protest against the 
exemption. Resolutions were adopted de- 
manding that the government as speedily as 
possible abolish the privilege of the bureau- 
crats and equalize the taxation. 

Considering Quarantine Measures. 


The fourteenth congress of delegates from the 
German seaports opened today in Hamburg. 
Herr Crazimann, Presideut of the Hamburg 
Chamber .f Commerce, vecupied the chair. The 
agenda of the congress includes measures to 
be adopted fur the sanitary and police con- 
trol of vessels entering Gerinan ports. Herr 
Ruperti, une of the Hamburg delegates, pro- 
posed the adoption of quarantine regulations 
similar to those which obtain in England, as 
being in every way adequate. Herr Wrechter, 
a delegate from Stettin, recommended the 
adoption of the stringent measures approved 
by the Stettin Chamber of Commerce. The 
congressinet proceeded to consider in detail 

reposals mude by Herren Ruperti and 

Wrechter. Somme of the proposals were adopt- 
ed. A motionin favor of an international 
agreeinent regardiug quirantine was rejected. 
A committee was appointed to draft a report 
gn the decisions taken to be presented to the 
imperial government. 

RKussian-German Commercial Entente, 

As the first step toward a Russian-German 
commercial entente the St. Petersburg gov- 
ernoinent is abuut to cancel the decree prohib- 
iting Russian railway companies from buying 
material abroad. The iron and steel trades of 
Germany expect to immediately benefit from 
the revocation of the decree. The canceila- 
tion of the decree is now befure the Imperial 
Couneil aWalting signature,

One hundred and fifty-nine prominent Ham- 
burg firms have sent a memorial to the 
Bundesrath protesting against the commer- 
cial convention with the United States of Co- 
lombia, because it contains a provision de- 
priving German ‘subjects in that country of 
the protection they ought to claim from their 
own government. The memorial says the 
German interests would be better protected 
without such a convention. 


Herr Arendt to Retire from Public Life.

NNITED HEBREW CHARITIES 


Considerable Increase in the Work of the 
Organization. 

The United Hebrew Charities of Chicago 
has just issued its thirty-third annual report 
for the year ending Ociover, 1892, It shows a 
considerable increase in the work of this or- 
ganization. The Michael Keese Hospitai, 
which iu the previous year treated ¥77 new 
patients, treated during the last year 1,012 new 
and seventy-three old patients. No distinc- 
tion of race or religion is made Of 
1,088 patients treated at the hospital 409 
were non-Jewish and of these 159 were 
charity cases. Twenty-eight thousand dollars 
Was received by the hospital during the year 
to be adued to its endowment fund. The re- 
lief department gave assistance the last year 
to over 10,000 persons, against 7,000 last year, 
and expended over $20,000, besides distribut- 
ing several thousand pieces of wearing ap- 
parel. Lheewpl yineat burcau found work 
fornearly 800 persons. The proceeds of the 
annual Jewish charity ball are given princi- 
pally to the.Michael Reese Huspital and the 
equally nenjsect§rian Jewish Manual T'rain-

NUMBERED WITH THE DEAD, 


Creed Haymond, San Francisco, Cal, 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Jan. 14.—Creed Haymond, 
chief counsel of the Southera Pacitic company 
and widely known on this coast, died yesterday 
after a long iliness, The doctors abandoned ail 
hope of his recovery @ Week ago and it was only 
his enormous vitality that kept life in him for 
days. Haymond was bora in Virginia in 1535, and 
at 17 started for Californiaeverland. He eugaged 
in mining and merchandising, and also served for 
a time as a Welis-Firgo messenger in charge of 
a saddie train carrying trewsure from the 
Norchern California mines duwn’ to the 
Sacramento Valley. For seven years he 
carried on this work; then he began the practice 
of law with ex-Gov.

He drew the founda- 
tion. act of the Stanford University and was in- 
trusied witb the preparation of the endowment 
articles. Haymond was an accomplished orator 
Buu Was Conspicuous in Chicage e.ght years ago.

SIOUX CITY MORTGAGES NO DRUG IN 
THE MARKET. 


Financiers Interested in the Paper Class It 
as “Gilt Edge” and as Séveral Wealthy 
Residents of the Iowa Town Lend Their 
Moral Iudorsement to the Scheme by 
Disposing of the Securities Purchasers 
Are Not Difficult to Find—Other Men 
Less Fortunate. 


Envious outsiders lay great stress on the 
high value of real estate in Chicago, out their 
attention is respectfully directed to a small 
Western city that lays Cnicago way in the 
shade. That Western city is Sioux City, Ia., 
and if the mortgages and notes representing 
loans on property in and adjacent to that city 
and fluated in Chicago should mature and a 
settlement be demanded there would bea 
panic over in Iowa and in certain Chicago 
financial circles, 

A rough estimate places the amount of 
$200,000 as represented in. mortgages ard 
land notes exchanged or sold in Chicago by 
Sioux City parties and their agents in 1892, 
and this is said to be about one-half the 
amount placed here and élsewhere. Some of 
the mortgages have gone to New Bégland, 
others to California, and they are held by in- 
vestors, banks, speculators, and all classes of 
people. These notes and mortgages are de- 
scribed by the brokers as gilt-edged securi- 
ties, and as some of the wealthiest and most 
prominent men in Si ux City are interested 
in disposing vf the securities purchasers are 
not difficult to find. 

D. T. Hedges is amillionaire resident of 
Sioux City and owns a large amount of prop- 
erty there. Associated with him is John 
Pierce, also qu ted ih commercial reports as 
Al. Their representative in Chicago is W. G. 
Krutz, who has offices at Monrve and La Salle 
streets and boards at the Palmer. But a great 
nuinber of Sioux City murttgages and land 
notes have been placed through E. H. Cassel- 
man and George B. Healy, who occupy an 
office in Room 1221 Chambe~ ot Commerce 
Building, and represent the ux City and 
Morning Side Investment com, Oy. 


Easy to Dispose of Mortgages. 


The mode of procedure is exceedingly sim- 
ple, and through the influence of Messrs. 
Hedges & Pierve the securities are accepted 
without question. A mortgage or note is of- 
fered for sale or in exchange for other prop- 
erty, and its gild-edge character is shown 
from the fact that it is held by a wealthy citi- 
zen of the commuaity in which the property 
is located. The standing of this man is easily 
learned by the intending purchaser and the 
trade is made. Many of these mortgages are 
bought outright, but the majority are taken 
in exchange for other property. Some of 
the land can be placed at ordiuary residence 
valuation, while a great deal is wuat has been 
described by a tnan who visited it, * poor 
furm land.’”’ Yet all these mortgages are said 
to be described by the brukers and holders as 
loans on “fine suburban property.” The 
loans are ostensibly for impruvements, but 
in almost every instance the amount repre- 
sented in the mortgage is alleged to be far 
beyond what the property could be purchased 
for with cash. This is explained by a Sioux 
City man on the edge of the syndicate as the 
result of a ** boom,” following which market 
values fell flat. 

Last October Hedges and others, a syndi- 
cate controlling aud marketing several sub- 
divisions a distance out of Sioux City, placed 
on.the market lots in subdivisions known as 
Greenwood Addition, Washington Park, Eden 
Park, Hedges & Pierce Division, Morning Side, 
and other suburbs, and presented for sale sev- 
eral big mortgages. The rec.rds show that 
four transfers were made of the whole of 
the land known as Greenwood Addition, 
the sale being made by W. VY. Hedges, son of 
D. T. Hedges, to Lonis Wheelock of Storm 
Lake, Ia. T'wo transfers were made Oct. 4, 
in the first of which the consideration is 
$72,000 and in the second $104,000. The other 
two transfers were made Wctys 15, in the first 
of which the consideration was $37,000 and in 
the other $104,400, ‘lhe records show that 
Wheelock gave back on the same property 171 
mortgages of $1,000 each. 


Other People Not So Fortunate, 


Hedges brought these mortgages to Chicago 
and entered into negotiations by which he 
soon transferred them for some valuable 
property in San Bernandino, Cal. The sub- 
divisions had been platted into residence lots 
and mnvrtgaged at $200 a lot. Mortgages were 
secured on property all around Sioux City,and 
Casse!man, Healy, Krutz, and others disposed 
of them in Chicago as “ giit-edged’’ secur. 
ities. 

People owning property in Sioux City are 
sanguine and predict all kinds of prosperity 
for the town and surroundings, but those out- 
side the syndicate wonder how so much money 
could be obtained on some of the property 
lying beyond the city limits, while their down- 
tuwn property remained listed, advertised, and 
unsold, withuvt even an offer. 

E. S. Jenison, a Chicago architect, last sum- 
mer invested in one of Mr. Hedges’ mort- 
gages, and thus obtained a title to a piece of 
suburban property which he now has, and the 
prospects of disposal to bring him out even 
he thinks are slim. 

It is difficult to learn the names of the hold- 
ers of these mortgages, although it is known 


| that there have been a large number of them 


sold or exchanged in Chicago. Nearly all of 
them have been disposed of by advertisement, 
and any kind of realty property taken in ex- 
change. 

Inquiry as to Wheelock, the Storm Lake 
purchaser of Greenwood, develops the fact 
that he is a man of moderate means. A num- 
ber of Sioux City real estate ‘men were inter- 
viewed yesterday and they express the unant- 
mous opinion that the total value of Green- 
wood addition does not exceed $75,000, or 
much less than one-half of the amount 
of the mortgages or one-fourth the 
amount of the alleged purchase price. 
The limits of Sivux City include over 
thirty square miles and Greenwood addition 
is decidedly suburban. There is nothing to 
distinguish it from the farm land by which it 
is surrounded on all sides. 
has been known in Sioux City that apparent 
sales uf realestate have been made, the uwn- 
ers taking mortgages for deferred payments 
of the reported purchase price, 


Paid to Act as Purchasers, 


In many cases, it is intimated, the persons 
to whom sales were made. as indicated by the 
recorded transfers, were paid cotgmissions for 
acting as purchasers. 

Mr. Krutz has been away for several days 
visiting in California and is expected to arrive 
from there today. Mr. Krutz, according to 
his office associates, hada big deal on with 
Hedges which looked prosperoua. The wall 
of his office is adorned with a large and band- 
some wap of Sioux City which shows subdi- 
visions covering the larger portion of a tract 
eight miles square. The office of Casselman 
& Healy was closed yesterday, and no one 
knew the whereabouts of the representatives 
of the Sioux City and Morning Side Invest- 
ment coin pany, 

De. E. E. Wightman has 4 reAl estate office 
in the Tacoma Building. Dr. Wightman 
practiced dentistry in Sioux City a number of 
years and caine to Chicago last summer. He 

abbied considerably in Sioux City real estate 
and, as he proudly stated yesterday, * took 
care of the teeth of the Hedges family.” 

“Yes, 1 know that Sioux City mortgages 
have been suld to Chivago parties,” saia Dr. 
Wightmanto a reporter for Taz Trisuneg, 
“but don’t know the amounts or who got 
them. Mr. Healy had an oftica with me for 
some time befure he went with Casselinan, but 
if anything wrong was done I know nothing 
of it. But they are not willfuily misrepresent- 
ing anything. Prices have fallen, that’s all, 
and they will go upagain. Hedges wouldn’t 
have anything todo withany shady transac- 
tions.”’

reaching this decision the board adopted the 
report of the Special committee consisting of 
George V.. Massey, J. W. Sv. Clair, and E. B, 


Martindale.» 
What promised to be afignt in the board 


over this question turned outin the end to be 
gn amicable settlement of a perplexing ques- 
- tion, Commissioner John Boyd Thacher of 
New York, Chairman of the Executive Cuom- 
mittee on Awards, had submitted ascheme for 
gasystem ofexpert individual judges to pass 
\ ppon the merits of . all exhibits. 
After wrestling with this system . for 
nearly three monttis, the'Board of Control de- 
cided yesterday to adopt what is known as the 
jury system. This means that the judges or 
examiners appointed to review each group of 
exhibits will asa body determine the points 
of excellence instead of accepting the opinion 


of one judge. 

Mr. Thacher after a long conference with 
the board harmonized with this opinion and 
wrote a letter declaring that the modifications 
of his rules as adopted yesterday were per- 
fectly satisfadtory to himself. This means 
that they were satisfactory to the Committee 
on AWarads. 

A special committee made an exhaustive re- 

tt to President Palmer of the Board ef 
Control. The preainble recited the fact that, 
after giving continued attention to tne sub- 
jéct, the committee was forced to report in 
accordance with the provisions of the act of 
Congress in favor of the Jury system. 
As the matter now stands the merits 
of exhibits will be judged by a committee 
of¥xperts instead of One man, As the subject 
jis one of considerable importance to all in- 
tending exhibiters the report of Mr. Massey’s 
committee, barring the introductory exptana- 
tions, is presented. This report is in the 
pature of amendments to the rules printed in 
Tue Trrswune afew days ago and 1s as follows: 

Your committee having carefully considered 
the scheme of rules ccutained in the supplemean- 
tary report of the Committee on Awards re- 
ferred to it as last aforesaid, constrained to 
the conclusion that certain feafurés of amend- 
ment thereto are essentially necessary to make 
them conform to the action of the com- 
mission, as well as to the requirements 
of the act of Congress, whicli, in the judg- 
ment of your committee, do not invoive any 
radical revision, but simply more clearly define 
what. your committee snap oN after confer- 
ence with the Chairman ofthe Executive Com- 
mittee on Awards, is intended to be the effect of 
the same when putin practical operation, and do 
not. moreover, so interfere with the general 
scheme of said committee as to deprive it of the 
characterization as ap *‘ American system,’ 

Your committee also desires to call the special 
attepuion ofthe boardtothe action of the com- 
mission in defining the powers of the Board of 
Lady Managers with reference to the constitution 
of committees authorized to award prizes for ex- 
bibits which may be-produced in whole or in part 
by female labor, prescribing the method by which 
the ratio of women representatives on such com- 
mittees should be determined by the Committee on 
Awards, and in view thereof it seems just that, be- 
fore determjning the number of such women rep- 
resentatives on such commuttees, the Committee 
on Awards should fully confer with the President. 
of the Board of Lady Managers and the (‘ommit- 
tee on Awards of that board, and that, as empha- 
sizing this feature.it would be proper that Rule 2 
should be so amended as to tncorporate this sug- 
gestion. 

Your committee therefore respectfully suggests 

the following: amendments to revised rules 
and regulations submitted at the present session 
by and on behalf of the Executive Committee on 
Awards—to wit: 
“By adding to Rule Two the following words: 
“And the nu mber of women upon such commit- 
tee to be hereafter determined, according to the 
method heretofore prescribed by said commis- 
sion, after conference with the President of the 
Board of Lady Managers and the Awards com- 
qittee thereof.” 

Further amend by substituting the following in 
lien of Rule Five: 

“It snali be the duty of each individual judge 
fo make a report in writing over his own signa- 
tureofthe resuit of the examination of each 
exbibit primarily examined by him as each ex- 
@mination shall have been completed; and as to 
every exhibit so examined which he shall deem 
worthy of an award he shall formuiate in 
words the specific points of excellence or 
advancement disclosed thereby, and which tn his 
Opinion renders it worthy of an award. Every 
report shall be: submitted as soon as pussinle to 
the committee of which such judge is a member, 
for a finding in the Premises: and in every case 
where, by the yote of the majority of such com- 
Mittee, it is determined that an exhibit is 
worthy of receiving an award, said committee 
shall forthwith formulate in written words 
the specific points of excellence or ad-

Twenty-five thousand traveling men, repre- 
sentatives of every traveling association and 
of every section of the country, are to attend 
the World’s Fair and to carry out a program 
in which the enjoyment of each member and 
the general welfare of the whole body are to 
receive equal attention. The date set for the 
gathering is July 22, and it is to terminate 
Aug. 1. In order that every knight of the grip 
may be able to avail himself of the opportunity 
thus presented for social pleasure and mental 
advancement the manufacturers, dealers, and 
jobbers are to be asked to take their men off 
the road from duly. 22 to Aug. 1, whether the 
inen desire-to attend the Exposition or not. 
All the arrangements for the assembly were 
made at a meeting of the Traveling Men’s As- 
sociations of the United States at the Tremont 
House yesterday. The meeting began shortly 
after 10 o’clock and tasted until nearly 5 
o clock, but on leaving all members congrat- 


f ulated themselves that the time had been so 


profitably spent, for in the six hours every de- 
tail in connection with the proposed gathering 
had been settled. 

A. J. Dowd of this city was elected Perma- 
nent Chairman and George C. Cooper, also of 
this city, was chosen Permanent Secretary.

MILITARY EXHIBIT AT THE FAIR, 


Lieut. Reed, U. S. A., Says It Is to Be Free 
from Objectionable Features. 

Army officers think that the attitude as to 
the occupation of Washington Park by troops 
during the World’s Fair is not understood. 
They claim that the proposed camp will be an 
attraction. 

**The concession has been granted to use 
forty-five acres in the meadow at the north 
end of the park,”’ said Lieut. Hugh T. Reed 
yesterday, “and the display of military will 
be there or not at all. The War Department 
will not have ground outside the park-for the 
exhibit, 

** It has been decided to bring here two bat- 
talions of infantry of four companizs each, a 
light battalion of artillery, and four troops of 
cavalry. Then there willbe the West Point 
cadets and possibly the midshipmen from An- 
napolis. These last will be here only during 
July and August, while the regu/ar troops will 
be here six nonths. 

“The proviso attending the grant of ground 
is that it was notto be inclosed, that the 
trees should not be injured, and that the 
grounds should be leftas they were found. 
All these conditions will be observed. The 
camp will.be a model of neatuess in every re- 
spect. It will be a little city of tents and will 
have no ill sights whatever. 

**It is propused to have concerts every 
night§ and military maneuvers by day. The 
object is to have as perfect acamp as possible 
for purposes of exhibition. The whole display 
will be under the direction of the War Depart- 
ment and all orders will be issued from that 
source. It is expected to have sentinels about 
the grounds, but they will only be to preserve 
order and protect property. The public will 
be invited rather than kept out, and there will 
be no admission charged. 

‘It has been objected that the troops are 
to havea hospital and that the camp may 
prove offensive and asource of disease. We 
shail have a hospital, but if will be largely as 
an exhibit, and :f used at all it will be only in 
cases of accident. It is the desire of every- 
body connected] with the exhibit to make 
it an attractiongmnd the public may be as- 
sured that nothing will be allowed or tolerated 
that will in any wise give offense. Iam sure 
that I voice the opinion of all army officers 
when I say that we seek to merit the appro- 
bation and encouragement of the people of 
Chicago rather than to incur their disap- 
proval, The War Department has sent acorps 
of competent menito take charge of the ex- 
hibit, and there is every reason to think that 
the rights of the public will be observed and 
its wishes respected.}’

FORT DEARBORN AT THE FAIR,

Original Building |to Re on View at Jack- 
son Park asi It Was in 1857. 

Old Fort Dearborn, or rather the only 
building remaining $f the original fert, ia to 
be on view at the World’s Fair with as near 
an exact imitanon of its original surround- 
ings as is possible ta be obtained. It will be 
located immediately south of La Rabida, in 
the ethnological department under Prof. Put- 
nam, a space 150x150 feet haying been as- 
signed. 

From 1857 to 1889 the old log building stood 
on the northeast corner of Thirty-third and 
State streets, where it was used as a store, the 
logs having been covered with boards.

A SOUTHERN WOMAN SPEAKS FOR GRANT, 


His Conduct at and Before the Battle of 
Shiloh Was Irreproachable. 

Nashville Banner: The following corre- 
spondence has great historical interest, as it 
refutes adamaging statement in regard to 
Gen. Grant at Shiloh which~has been often 
repeated. Mr. T. M. Hurst will deliver an 
address before the Tennessee Historical So- 
ciety in February. Mrs. W. H. Cherry of this 
city is a most estimable lady, and. what she 
writes of her knowledge of Gen. Grant, who 
had his headquarters in her housein Hardin 
County in 1862, is unquestionable, The corre- 
spondence explains itself: e 

CoRNER Sprece AND Dewonsrecyn, Dec. 6, 
1892.—Mr. T. M. Hurst: Dear Sir—Your letter of 
inquiry concerning **‘ Geu, Grant’s pbysical con- 
diuen on the morning the battle of Shiloh be- 
gan’ was received several days ago. You will 
please purdon my seeming negligence, and ac: 
cept my assurance, gladly given, , that on the date 
mentioned I believe Gen. Grant was thoroughly 
sober. He was at my breakfast table when he 
heard the report from a eannon. Holding un- 
tasted a cup of coffee he paused in conversation 
to listen a moment at the report of another can- 
non. He hastily arose, saying to his staff offi- 
cers: “ Gentlemen, the ball is in motion; let’s be 
off.” His flagship (as hecalled his special steam- 
boat) was lying at the wharf, and in fifteen 
minutes he, staff officers, orderlies, clerks, and 
horses had embarked. 

During the weeks of his occupancy of my house 
he always demeaned himself as a gentleman; was 
kind, courteous, genial, and considerate, and 
never appeared in my presence in a state of in- 
toxication. He was uniformly kind to citizens, 
irrespective of politics, and whenever the bruta!l- 
ity to citizens so frequently indulged in byj the 
soldiers was made known to him he at once sent 
orders for the release of the captives or restora- 
tion of the property appropriated. As a proof 
of his thoughtfal kindoeess 1 mention that 
during the battle Sunday he wrote and 
sent to my mother a safeguard to prevent 
her home being used for a hospital. Yielding to 
the appeals of humanity she did, however, open 
herhome to the wounded and sick for three 
months in succession, often admimistering to their 
wants and necessities in person, In such high 
esteem did Gen. Grant boldsuch maguanimity un- 
derthe most aggravating circumstances that he 
thanked her most cordially, assuring her that 
-onsidering the great losses and gross indignities 
she had received from the soldiers her nobility of 
soul was more to be admired than the fame of a 
Greneral leading aga army of victorious soldiers. 

On one occasion he asked to be introduced to 
my mother and family, saying: “If you have no 
objections to introducing me I will be much 
pleased.’ lreplied: “‘Not because you are a 
great General, but because | beheve you to be a 
gentieman, | will unhesitatingly introduce you 
tothbem.’ In deference to the fact that! was a 
Southern lady, with Southern proclivities, he at- 
tired himself in a fall suit of citizen's clothes, 
and touching himself on the shoulder said: ‘I 
thought you woula like this best,” evincing deli- 
cate courtesy and gentlemanly instiacts of which 
the honors of war or merited promotion had not 
deprived him. 

{ feel that it is due to the surviving members of 
Gen. Grant's family to mention some evidence of 
his great-heartedness as shown in kindness to 
Southern people. * Military necessity’’ was not 
to him aterm synonymous with unlicensed van- 
lalism or approval of terrorism. He was too 
great and too true to his manhood to be fettered 
with prejudice. 

lam pleased that I can give these reminiscences 
of a man who as asvuidier and statesman reeeived 
and merited the homage of a nation, for they are 
testimonials of his inner hfe and innate charac- 
teristics worthy to be recorded with the magnan- 
imity of ‘kinship over self.’ as manifested ca 
the day of Gen. Lee's surrender. Respectfully,

FAMILY OF AMERICAN MUMMIES. 


Four Toltecs of 800 Years Ago from a Cave 
in New Mexico, 

San Francisco Chronicle: The best and 
rarest of the curiosities at the State Mining 
Bureau’s Museum are to be on exhibition at 
the Mechanics’ Fair, and among them are 
many things which have been seen by com- 
paratively few. Some valuable new features 
are also to be included. 

There is the Amemcan mummy family, sur- 
passing in interest the Egyptian mummies, 
because the bodies themselves, in remarkable 
preservation, are showh, and the beholder 
duvesn’t have to exercise his imagination on 
discolored cloth and painted wood. 

The American muwmues are Toltecs, the 
race that preceded the Aztecs and once inhab- 
ited Mexicd, and, as near as can be scientific- 
ally ecalculpted, they died 400 years before 
Colum bus discovered the land in which they 
were buried, 

lhe family consists of four—a man, woman, 
and two children. All will be shown in the 
Sitting postures exactly a5 they were found. 

The bodies were discovered in a cave high 
up inthe mountains of New Mexico, about 
200 cniles from Deming. Tney had been placed 

re fully SW years ago, probably for pro- 
tection against some enemy, and the entrance 
to the cave had been sealed with iried 
aUucot OricKs and natura: rocess, cemented 
ether with adobe plaster. [The mumm- 
podies of the male and female were found 
Seat ] side by side, faced toward the east, as 
was the ancient burial custom.

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CHICAGO INTERESTS HAVE MORE TO 
DO WITH GRAIN THAN SHARES. 


World’s Fair Traffic Talk Serves to Advance 
the Prices on Western Road Stocks—Rise 
of Manhattan Elevated Since the Death 
of Jay Gould and What It All Means— 
Whisky Trust Flights; How Brought 
On and What May Result from Them— 
St. Paul and Rock Island. 

New York, Jan. 14.—[Special.]—Chicago 
speculative interests have had more todo with 
the grain market than with stocks this week, 
Indeed, with one or two exceptions, fluctua- 
tions in stocks have been made without much 
show of interest upon the part of anybody 
outside of the Stock Exchange and Wall 
street. Just before the week ended, however, 
there seemed to be a disposition upon the part 
of certain Chicago traders to come into the 
stock market and take part in what begins to 
give promise of a substantial and lasting rise. 
The street just now is jammed with people 
who are expectant of a boom. These people 
haye this expectation chronically. 

Every little flurry carrying stocks a point 
or two upward is immediately magnified by 
these professional optimists into the approach 
ofaboom. They have been indulging in this 
cheerfulness for years and years without hav- 
ing once accomplished anything of the sort. 
They are continually proclaiming, like most 
Other things in this life, however, boom 
prophecies well stuck to are likely to pan out 
all right after awhile, though the . persevering 
process has been in this instance decidedly ex- 
pensive, 

The new life which is showing some signs of 
developinent centers in brighter prospects 
which the street is declaring are opening for 
allthe railroads of the Central West. The 
older substantial Granger stocks have led in 
such advances as have been made this week 
and they have been the ones most conspicuous 
in the activity ot the week. Rock Island, Bur- 
lington and Quincy, and St. Paul have all gone 
up two or'three points and with ease. 

World’s Fair Traffic Talk. 

The World’s Fair is beginning to enter now 
as an ample factorin Wall street estimates. 
In every office where one now listens to points 
and arguments or the stock market is heard 
more frequently than anything else referred 
to the traffic which will be developed this year 
by the Fair at Chicago. -When Philadelphia 
had the Centennial in 1876 the business of 
railways running into that town increased 
about 33 per cent over the figures of tne pre- 
ceding year. The Centennial Exhibition was 
small compared with that which is being pre- 
pared at Chicago. It was local rather than 
national. It attracted attention barely be- 
yond the borders of the Atlantic coast, while 
the Exposition of 1893 will draw the attention 
and patronage of a much bigger and more ea- 
thusiastic territory, 

With data such as this Wall street folks 
have been figuring out that most of the roads 
centering at Chicago are bound to profit im- 
mensely by the traffic which will crowd upon 
them, with results that must mean a vast in- 
crease in net earnings and therefcre in stock 
market values. It is probable, too, that in- 
vestors as well as speculators are being im- 
pressed with these facts, and many stocks 
which hitherto have been under the hammer 


time on popular and sought for instead of 
being merely speculative subjects that may 
drift naturally into certain investment boxes. 


Rise of Manhattan Elevated, 


We have had a good many kites@flying in 
the street this week. A number of specialties 
have bounded up beyond what their merit 
warrants. One of these is Manhattan Ele- 
vated. It has been sky-rocketed something 
like 50 points since Jay Gould died. Perhaps, 
as cynical commentators in Wall street re- 
mark, the death of Mr. Gould was a great bull 
argument. But it is hardly possible that the 
New York Elevated railway company has ap- 
preciated because of that death the many 
tnillions of dollars represented in the present 
boom of quotations. 

The Manhattan Elevated system is wretch 
edly managed with utter disregard fof §public 
comfort. It is hardly more than half equipped. 
l'rains. are running with fewer cars than 
necessary, and as a result at certain hours of 
the day it is frequently an utter impossibility 
to get aseat. Passengers who have to stand 
from start to finish are, of course, impressed 
at the great traffic the road is doing. Itis a 
great big traffic: it is a great field, but as it 
is in a stock market swing and being pushed 
skyward only the side of big patronage is 
disclosed. We hear nothing about the enor- 
mous expenditures required for maintenance, 
no item of cost representing betterment gets 
before the public. So far as the crowd who 
gamble in stocks in Wall stréet are informed 
the Manhattan Elevated has solved all the 
probiems of financial life by having discovered 
a way to enjoy an income without outgo. 

One of these days it may be suddenly dis- 
covered that all the quiet points and all the 
loud prociamations in the stock market are 
merely forthe purpose of loading blucks of 
the stocks on a confiding community. (ficial 
support will be withdrawn froim the stock ex- 
change and some morning a gentleman who 
went to bed with stock worth 200 will wake up 
to find it shriveled sadly. . 

Whisky Trust Flights. 


This Manhattan deal partakes in many re- 
spects of the qualities which have flavored the 
goings on in whisky trust stock for some time 
past, though the whisky trust crowd stil! hold 
the palm for assurance and recklessness. It 
was pointed outin Tuer{Txisune months ago 
that before the desperate manipulation in 
Whieky trust got mich further under 
way investors weuld buy in that 
property only by assuming tremendous 
risks. At that time the company was 
making no money and had been making none 
roralongwhile. But this did not prevent the 
marking up of stock-market quotations in the 
free and' easy way which in the old days would 
undoubtedly have commended itself toemi- 
nent financiers of the style of M. Claude Du- 
val and Mr. Dick Turpin. Not having earn- 
ings to rely upon, the trust combination 
proceeded to advance the highwines product. 

if present prices could be maintained and if 
they represented anything but a temporary 
spurt, and if they were not sure to be followed 
quickly by adestructive reaction, there might 
be some reason for buying whisky trust stock. 
But the investor now is able at the 
best only to get joint account with 
a jot of unscrupulous gambiers. After 
quotations had been boosted to 72 they had 
been knocked down to 57. In all lhkelihood 
the saine coterie that lifted figures have since 
been domg the jamining. Just now only 
bear proclamations are heard, just as three 
or four weeks ago only bullishnuess was raimp- 
ant. This will not last. In another week 
we will have lots of whisky trust and sunshine 
will be boosted up again. 

The deal is by no means over. People who 
want to take big risks ought not to have any 
difficulty in grabbing a handsome protit out 
the purchase of whisky trust shares, but 
such gentienre n must be apry if they wish to 
bay protits which for a time they may have 
on paper. The milis of God grind slowly. 
The mulls of whisky trust do not.

INCLOSED IN A RING OF FIRE. 


A Party’s Thrilling Experience in a Con- 
flagration on the Prairie. 

F. H. Kellogg in St. Nicholas: We whipped 
up the horses and drove toward the upland, 
thinking thus to escape the greatest danger. 
We reached the high ground before meeting 
any flame, and we were greatly rejoiced to see 
that much of the grass was still tairly green 
here, though thickly bestrewn with patches 
of longer grass that was dry. 

The fierce flames now approached, rushing 
along with furious speed, crackling and snap- 
ping—the sound alone being sufficient to 
strike terror to’ the stoutest heart. Galloping 
along the line of fire we found that where it 
crossed a little ravine the flames were not so 
high, for the grass was quite green there. We 
dashed through the line of flame, suffering 
vrief tortures of suffocation and a severe 
stinging and smarting of our eyes, caused by 
the intense heat and pungent smoke. 

Once through we congratulated ourselves 
on the hope that we should escape, for going 
in this direction, right in the teeth of the 
wind, we could travel more rapidly than the 
pursuing flames. : 

While passing through the fire I recalled the 
proverb, “It’s an ill wind that blows noboay 
good,”’ for just in advance of the line of flame 
clouds. of sparrows darted here and there, 
catching the hosts of insects started up by the 
heat of the burning grass. 

We now heard galloping hoofs and we soon 
saw two Indians (Osages) approaching 
through the smoke. ‘ Where are you going?” 
they asked in theirown language. ‘To Gray 
Horse,’’ our driver replied in the same tongue. 
They told him that the prairie was a mass of 
flame in that direction and that we must go 
back. We responded that all was flame in 
that direction. Notwithstanding the indiffer- 
ence to danger usually ascribed to redskins, 
these Indians showed unmistakable signs of 
terror. Some farther quick conversation ina- 
forined us that they, like ourselves, had seized 
an opportunity to penetrate the line of flame, 
thinking thus to escape. 

We all.were now inclosed in a gradually 
narrowing ring of fire. To clear the space 
around us by burning off the grass—to start 
a **back fire,’’ as it is called—was our only 
chance for safety; and this we attempted. A 
large space was cleared before the oncoming 
fire reached us. We hoped to escape with but 
singed eyebrows and a few moments of suf- 
focation, and this we would have considered a 
fortunate deliverance. But we found our last 
chance failing us. . The back fire we had 
started against the wind had burned only the 
dry grass, and in doing this had served as a 
furnace to dry the greener grass. Thus the 
prairie fire, reaching our burned district, 
found the greener grass killed and dried, and 
hence had almost as much fue! as outside. 

The fire was now close around us: e 
varying currents of air heated by the flames 
whirled and rose and gusts of cold air 
rushing in to replace the hot air caused 
a whirlwind and a great well of smoke and 
flame was thus formned. Within this well we 
stood, as yet unharmed and with a constant 
supply of cool air, but expecting death. 

t was adreadful moment. The mother and 
child were crying; the Indians, with clasped 
arms, were calling upon the Great Spirit in a 
weird chant, 

Suddenly we felt an unusually strong rush 
of cold air from one side, and looking up I 
saw a strange and welcome sight. A long 
tongue of flame had rua toward and into our 
circular prison from the main fire and had 
burned a lane froin the outlying burnt area in 
tous. Through this lane, formed by walls of 
fire, came rushing in a current of cold, clear 
air. This kept the smoke blown away, and 
we saw plainly the path of escape thus provi- 
dentially afforded us when all hope seemed 
gone. 


TRUTH ABOUT THE COUNTRY EDITOR, 


Unlike the Poljceman, His Lot Is General- 
ly a Happy One. 

Kansas City Times: The real truth abont 
the country editor is this: He has such a good 
time that be is fearful for the results if his 
constituency really knew what little time he 
devoted to the real work for which he gets 
paid so well. He has a foolish notion that he 
is not secure. If you go into his office 
and find him blowing rings of blue smoke 
at the dirty ceiling, while he _ rests 
his well-shod feet on a littered desk, 
fie will blushingly expiain that he was just 
taking a moment’s rest. Had you happened 
in there at 9 in the morning, or 12 noon, or3 
in the afternoon, or just before supper, you 
would have found him-had you found him 
at all—doing something just as hard as sitting 
with his feet on the desk and blowing rings of 
blue smoke at the dirty ceiling. The real 
work of the country editor is not done in the 
office. It is when he goes out among the adver- 
tisers to place a few cards, or when he goes to 
the court-house to hustle fora **legal’’ that he 
earns his rest. In a well established country 
office the subscription list takes care of itself. 
It generally nets from $2,000 to $%4,000 every 
year on the paper of the class named. Sub- 
scribers drop off for real or fancied personal 
slights—rarely on account of a change in the 
paper’s policy. New ones come %ecause they 
found some similar objection to the other 
paper in the same town. Of course there are 
times when the country editor goes to a big 
barbecue, a Fourth of July picnic, or a po 
litical cam p-meeting and raises his list by the 
addition of 100 or 200 names, but those times 
are few and far between. 

He does have an easy time of it, this 
country editor, in spite of all that he says to 
the contrary. He may be a tritle cynical, for 
professional reasons, but down in his heart 
he knows that he has a goodthing and he is 
proud of it. He knows that nearly everybody 
in town thinks that he knows more than any- 
body eise in the wide, wide world; he knows 
that he has money in the bank and not a 
material debt in sight; he knows that he 
can go when he wishes and come when he 
likes, while his paper will gw on for ever: he 
knows that he can see through the curling 
blue smoke that he blows at the dirty ceiling 
a picture of next summer's trip where the 
weather is cool and only balmy breezes blow 
and sott suns shine on him and his, and he 
can see next winter’s trip to Florida or to the 
Mardi Gras or to San Antonio or to Uid 
Mexico.

GAGE ESTATE WANTS AN ACCOUNTING 


rhe Heirs Ask for Property in Trust Not 
Used /Returned to Them. 

David A. Gage’s shortage of «$507,704 as 
Treasurer of the city from 1871 to 1873 was 
yne of the greatest sensations in Chicago's 
listory.

ITS’ FATE IS SEALED. 


“WIND AND WATER” KEEPS HYGEIA 
ORDINANOE DOOMED. 


Aldérmen See a Great Light and Come to 
the Conclusion That the Scheme Is a 
Vicious One—Men* Who Voted for It in 
Commlttee Will Be Found on the Other 
Side in the Council—Universal Condem- 
nation of the Project by the Newspapers 
of the City. 

Promoter “Wind and Water” Keep, from 
present indications, will have just a® much 
trouble getting his Hygeia ordinance through 
the Council as he and his fellow-helievers in 
aerial navigation have had.in getting Mr. 
Pennington’s airship to assume the functions 
of a bird. All signs point to an overwhelm- 
ing defeat of the measure when it cofnes be- 
fore the City Fathers for actior. 

All the leading Aldermen are opposed to it 
and say that it is the must vicious and dan- 
gerous ordinance ever presented for consid. 
Ald. Jackson and others who voted 
for itin committee are now doubtful about 
voting for it in the Ceuncil. They say that 
they did not understand its objectionable 
character. Ald. Mills of the committee will 
certainly oppose it. 

Ald. Kent said concerning it yesterday: 

** Here is the Council begging the General 
Assembly for power to establish a gas plant, 
an electric lighting plant, at the sarne time 
that it proposes to give a private corporation 
power to set up a water systern,. Was there 
ever such inconsistency? I am certain the 
ordinance can never be passed.”’ 

Aid. Swift, Ald. Kent’s colleague, also as- 
serted that Promoter Keep’s pet ordinance 
canoot be passed, and said that he would fight 
it to the last. ‘** And | don’t care how sown 
the tight comes up either,’’ said the Alderinan 
from the Eleventh. 

Ald. Gahan, one of the leaders on the Demo- 
cratic side, said: **I will fight that ordinance 
to the best of my abiliry. It is a most dan- 
gerous one.

When we 
remeinber that $1,000 a year is the price fixed 
by the Counc)! for the use by the Auditorium 
Hotel company of a very small part of one 
very narrow street’ the smallness of the 
sharge levied upon the Waukesha coinpany 
suzgests payment to Aldermen as well as to 
che city. 

The spirit of the Mayor's refusal to grant a 
sermit f rtearing up the streets by the Corn- 
yressed Air company should be respected by 
he Couneil, No excavation of the streets 
should be aliowed during the present year ©¢x- 
‘ept for absolutely needful repairs of works 
ilrea ly laid under them. 

By Ald. Powers’ own confession the use of 
he streets by the Waukesha conipany is not 
or the beuetit of the public, but for that of a 
‘ew very well-to-do people’ only. He is re- 
orted thus in yesterday 's Jnter-Ocean: * The 
company expects to serve only hotels and res- 
aurants.’’ Ald. Powers wouid have the 
streets torn up, it seems, for fhe benetit of the 
hotels and restaurants only. [f this be 
he sole end—which we very much douovt—of 
the Waukesha company's purpose in asking 
leave to tear up the streets, its request should 
ve refused without the formality of debate. 

But if, as seeinsdikely, the laying «f pips 
by the Waukesha company iw intended to 
-erve either as a wedyge to a scheme of enab- 
lnyg it to compete: with the municipal water- 
works, orto sandbag part vf the Counci. and 
to bribe the.o*her part into purchasing the 
Vaukesha plant, at some not very remote 
date, for the benefit (7) of the city, then the 
ordinance should be rejected without a dis- 
bentiny vote, 

Alderman Powers’ ordinance should not 
pass the Council, and should be vetoed by the 
Mayor if it dues pass. 

‘The Hygeia Water Joh, 

Chicago Erening Journal, Jan. 14: No 
sooner has Chicago escaped temporarily from 
the plague of coinpressei air ripping up its 
streets than it is threatened with an ordinance 
yriving to the Hygeia Water company the right 
to lay a twelve-inch main in every street with 
necessary service connections. This is the 
recommendation of the Council Committee 
on Fire and Water, and will come up for dis- 
posal next Monday nignt. 

It shouid be needless to urge the prompt de- 
eat of this untimely and outrageous conces- 
sion. The delivery of water to citizens for all 
purposes is a public matter, and the city has a 
valuable monopoly of it which is impudently 
threatened by this proposal. The, vity has in- 
vested millions in its water supply, aud citi- 
zens are being taxed millions mure for tne 
rurpose of protecting this water supply from 
contamination. 

Lhe impudence 
from the city 


of this effort to obtain 
the means to coinpete 
with it in the delivery of water through 
tae streets has seldom been equaled. When 
our drainage canal is completed Chicago will 
have a water supply unequaled in the world, 
andthe idea thatit should perimuitthe con- 
scruction of a rival system in its streets is pre- 
postercus, If the Hygeia water has auy inedi- 
cipal qualities that render it better for infants 
and invalids than the pure water of Lake 
Michigan, those needing it can obtein it in 
jugs, cans, or barrels. But it cannot be 
granted a franchise for delivery through pipes 
in the public streets. 

There is the other objection to the proposed 
ordinance that it means the tearing up of the 
a-reets fur au indetinite time—just when pub- 
lie sentiment has decided that these abused 
and scaritied thoroughfares shall be given a 
much-needed rest. if the granting of the 
f-anchise were notin itself an attack upon 
the city’s most valuable monopoly, the pr po- 
s tion to rip up the streets for a private corpo 
ration’s benefit ought to condemn the ordi- 
rance, 

Citizens canrfot believe that their repre- 
sentatives in the Councii are so dead to pub- 
lie inte2rests as tu pass the Hygeia ordinance. 


No Grants to Water Companies. 

Chicago Times, Jan. 14: A Council core mit- 
tee reports favorably upon the ordinance pre- 
sented in behalf of the Waukesha Hygeia Min- 
eral Springs company granting it permission 
to lay twelve-inch mains in all the streets and 
aleya of the city ani to construct service 
pipes for private consumers. The company 
already has an ordinance grant.ng it perinis- 
sion to lay ai single pipe from the 
northern city limits to Jackson Park for 
the purpose of supplying water to the 
World’s Fair grounds, but the company 
now desires permission to go into the supply 
of water in oppositiur to tne City of Chicago, 
and servants of the city. so far as they are rep. 
resented by the Council committee, are in 
favor of giving them opportunity to do so, 


One of the Aldermen explained that the com- 


pany expected to supply only hotels and res. 
taurants. If this “is true, why is general per- 
mission asked? 

‘The Government of the United States insists 
u.on its possession of the postal mdnopoly, 
and it is wise in duing 80, Fortunately for 
tie City of Chicago the water suppiy was 
not made a matter of private endeavor 
out of which adventurers would have 
grown enormously rieb, Ordinarily speak- 


ing, the supply furnished by the city to all 
consemers is abundant and wholesome. Large 
quantities of spring waters are consumed by 
those who have a fancy to use such waters 
upon their tables, but it is delivered to cop- 
sumers by the ordinary means. Tins Council 
committee would, if power were given them, 
permit a water company to dispute with Chi- 
cago the watter of water supply. The city, 
having a monopoly, would through false serv- 
ants surrender it. To give the use of the 
streets of Chicago to a private company for 
such a purpose ought not to be thought of. 

Instead of giving aw*y valuable franchises 
the city ought to increase its activities, and, 
as it has a monopoly for the common good of 
the water supply, bave monopoly also for the 
common good of other necessities of civic life 
for which it holds the key ; that is, jurisdiction 
of the streets and alleys. 


Neéthing Inu Its Favor, 

Chicago Evening News: Alds, Murphy, 
Brennan, Jackson, Mulvihill, Potthoff, and 
Miils have coinmended to the Council the 
modest proposition that a private corporation 
be set up 1n competition with the city in the 
matter of water-supplying. Moreover, they 
advise that the corporation, in pursuit of this 
amiable purpose, be permitted to tear up all 
the streets and alleys next year, 

These hopeful Aldermen, with Ald, Vogt, 
compose a quorum of the Committee on Fire 
and Water, to which was referred the ordinance 
granting the Hygeia Springs company this re- 
markable franchise. The committee wet the 
other day in that privacy which seeing so ea- 
seutial to the deliberation of certain proposi- 
tions, and the six members voted for the fran- 
chise, 

From the stand point of the public this fran- 
cLise has absolutely uuthing in its favor. It 
contains a proposition much more audacious 
and outrageous than that of the compressed- 
air ordiuance, 

However, it will excite especial wonder that 
a Council committee, in @ 6nug corner by it- 
aelf and with the reporters deftly thrown off 
the track by a pretense of ineeting fur another 
purpose, should indarse this outrageous ordi- 
nance. Council committees have done things 
of this sort before. Also City Councils have 
pissed ordinances almost as audacious and 
outrayeous, but it 1s not believed that this 
Council will do so 80 svon before an electiun. 


FOLK LORE O¥ MOUNTAINEERS, 


Some Signs and Superstitions of the Peo- 
ple Who Inhabit the Ozarks. 

St. Louis Globe Democrat: ‘Last summer 
I had occasion to spend some time among the 
mountains of Northwest Arkansas and was 
thrown much in the company of the simple 
country folk of that undeveloped region and 
had ample opportanity to study imaodern 
primit.ve man.”’ The speaker was Col. 
Ashiey P.nd of Michigan. ‘* These people 
fur the most part are simple in their 
habits, careless of their appearance—they 
are dens ly igrforant and wholly unsophisti- 
sated. Living as tney do far trom the haunts 
of civilization and the hurry and noise of 
modern progress, Where even the appearance 
of a stranger is an event to betalked of and 
speculatea upon fur weekg, they are not much 
in advance of the original possessursa of the 
soil, or, I should say, rocks, beneath the 
shadow of which they pass their lives, only at 
rare intervals visitiug the nearest town or 
village, perbaps fifty miles away. Being 
.wnorant, naturally tney are superstitious, and 
[ was amazed at the amount of folk lore and 
erend current aimongst them, some of which 
would ouivie any legend of Sieepy Holiow 
or kindred lore, but more often I was 
urused at the exaggerated importance they 
oglaced in signs and omens, in which they de- 
yvoutly believe. First in importance among 
chese comes the moun, which 18 watched by 
hem with religious faith and exerts an in- 
Juence tpon alimost every day of their lives. 
Exch change is observed with the utmost 
wolicitude. Their corn and running vines 
must only be planted in the light of the tnoon, 
while sinall grain and tubers are supposed tu 
thrive best when planted in,the dark; if a 
worm fence is laid ora gute post is set when 
una shows ber horns it will surely rot out in 
iu short time, but if the work is done 
vhen that luminary is fuliest it will 
last a geuveration; if her horns hang down 
it will be a wet inonth, and visa versa, Kven 
love, courtship, and marriage are thus in- 
fluenced, and no well-raised mountain lass 
will consent to be wedded except when the 
inoon is at her best. ‘ree fr.gs are their 
barometers in summer and squirrels in win- 
ter. Thus, if the frog is heard at night there 
will be rain nextday; if they are silent in 
. une there wiil be drought in July; if the squir- 
rel is industricus When the nuts are brown on 
the trees a hard winter is presaged, but if the 
little rodent is lazy and indifferent about 
garnering stores Christmas will come and go 
without snow; if they sport much in the tree 
tops the weathea will be fair; if they run upon 
the ground sturms will fvllow. The mount- 
tincer is never at a loss fora compass, since 
Le tinds one in every rock and tree, f.r he 
long ayo learnea that inoss grows heaviest on 
the north side; and as fora therinometer, he 
little cares if it be hot or cold so long as he 
Las pleaty to eat and littie to do. Among 
thein it is considered foolhardy to commence 

journey or assume any undertaking on a 
Friday, and itis an evil omen to receive a 
visit frorma stranger on that day. The whip- 
porwill is regard.d with the greatest awe, and 
if one lights upon a huuse a death is sure to 
foliow ; ana the bravest muvuntainecr 
ehudders when he hears the gray owl maxing 
that disagreeable noise they call laughing, for 
they swear the bird is making sport of some 
toisfortune that is sure to happen, If hens 
cackle a great deal you will have company the 
rext duy; if your dog howls some one he 
knows is in distress; if your horse neighs fre- 
cnently you will sour gu on a long journey. 
‘he height of ill-luck is to take @ cat aiong 
when you move, but if she comes to you it is 
an oenen of some piece of good fortune, These 
are but a few of the scores of meanings which 
these people apply to incidents common to 
tneir daily lives, and he who would doubt 
then is considered unworthy of confidence 
and is in fact looked upon with a sort of pity 
as one who 1s defying the fatesand will surely, 
sooner or later, come to grief.’

ARETHEY INJURIOUS? 


HOT DRINKS THE SUBJECT OF A YVI- 
TAL QUESTION. 


Bartenders Argue That a Scotch or Rum 
Puneh or Tom and Jerry Are Especial. 
ly Beneficial in Cold Weather—Physi- 
clans Contend That Their Use Is Dan- 
gerous and Likely to Cause Pneumonia— 
Alcoholic Beverages Should Be Taken 
at Normal Temperature. 


Are the hot drinks served in saloons injuri- 
ous to the system? Not from the standpoint 
of a temperance lecturer but from the i:nme- 
diate or ultimate effects of the hot drink, as 
compared with the same drink at the ordinary 
tem perature, 

There are different views heid by different 
people on this subject. Among saloon men and 
barkeepers the generally expressed orinion is 
that the hot drink is a healthful drink for the 
winter months and that a hot Scotch, a ** Tom 
and Jerry,’’ or a hot ruin punch not only pro- 
duced a delightful glow and a feeling of good 
fellowship, but they made the persons who 
swallowed them happy and contented and 
with nothing mvure to wish for unless perhaps 
it might be more of the same. 

Physicians charge inany diseases to the hot 
drinks, and include with the hot drinks as 
beverages to be shunned the drinks that are 
iced or are below the normal in temperature. 
The consensus of opinion among medica! 
inen is that where wiues vr liquors are used 
they should be taken into the stomach at 
practically the same temperature as that of 
the room in which they are drank, 

** There is nothing so healthy us a drink of 
good Scotch whisky mixed with hot water and 
sugar,’’ said one of thé barkeepers of the 
Grand Pacific yesterday, “providing it is 
taken properly and the person drinking it 
takes proper care of himself afterwards. A 
aan should never take a hot drink and gu im- 
medintely into the cold air, as the chances of 
his taking cold are much greater than in tak- 
ing cold whisky. In tne country you will find 
farmers much given to hot Secoich whisky be- 
fore going to bed. It has a good effect on the 
digestion if not taken in too great quanti- 
tis. 

**There is no doubt but that hot drinks are 
much better in winter than cold ones,’’ said 
the manager of the Auditoriutn bar yesterday. 
**Men who have been drinking hot Scutch for 
years bear ine out in the statement. I have 
never heard of bad effects ftum drinking hot 
drinks.”’ 

Dr. W. Tallman, the house physician at the 
Great Northern Hotel, holds views which are 
diametrically opposed to those of the saloon- 
men. ‘I would advise all people to shun hot 
drinks,”’ said Dr. Tallman yesterday. ‘* They 
are immeasurably worse than drinks at a nor- 
mal temperature, particulkrly in the case of 
drinks of which alcohol is'a component part. 
Hot whisky is quickly absdrbed, and the com- 
bined heat of the alcohdl and the artificial 
heat makes it doubly heating and stimulating, 
and absurption is so rapid that it produces in- 
toxication very quickly. When their use is 
continued there is as a résult catarrhal in- 
flamination of the stomach and an un- 
due inflammation of tn®\| mucous mem- 
brane of the stomach) and of the 
bile ducts of the liver. ‘lhe absorption is eo 
rapid that there is an imperfect digestion of 
the aleohul. which enters the blo din a more 
poisunous ccodition than it would if slowly 
neutralized and absorbed when taken ina 
cold state. It is afactthat in hot drinks we 
have the foundation laid for many cases of 
pneumonia, as it hus been demonstrated ino 
nearly every expedition of arctic explorers 
that men stand cold much better whodovo not 
u-e alcoholic stimulants than those who do, 
It produces a greater congestion of the brain. 
At night the blood pressure is reduced from 
one-quarter to one-half and the effect of hot 
drinks istu keepup che blood pressure and 
there is not that relaxation needed for the 
com) plete rest of the body and brain. 

**Europeans look upon Americans as un- 
civilized because of tneir plan of drinking. 
In France, in Italy, in Germany, and in other 
countries in Contioental Europe the drinking 
of wines and liquors is downto science. There 
hot drinks or drinks that are iced until the 
temperature is many degrees below normal are 
looked upon as little’shurt of a crime. The 
Frenchinan, forexample, dilutes his claret 
with an equal quantity of water and he drinks 
that as well as cordials or spirits at a normal 
temperature. Then, too, he sips the wines 
and always eats while he is drinking. ‘The 
consequence is that their drinking is rarely 
injurivus.

** Ali these except champagne and the beer 
and ales should be diluted. It is a fact that 
overheating or overrefrigerating destroys the 
flavor and|nearly paralyzes the sense of taste, 
and thereby the pleasure of taking is lessened 
greatly by the two extremes of heat and cold.”’ 

Dr. E. A. Evana, the house physician of the 
Palmer, said: ** Hot drinks are very injurious 
to the system unless great care is exercised by 
the person taking them. Under a physician’s 
directions they may be of great benefit, par- 
ticularly in cases of indigestion, but patients 
are never given hot drinks except where there 
is anurse tp watch the temperature and provide 
against the patient takimg cold. A hot drink 
will open the pores of the skin and start the 
bloud circulating and the least draft 1s liable 
to clog the pores of the skin and bring on a 
severe cold. A person breathes through the 
pores of the skin and they should be kept in 
wood condition. The breathing through the 
skin is almost as important as the breathing 
through the lungs. Hot drinks have much 
the same effect on a lessened scale as a LTurk- 
ish bath, and all physicians agree upon the 
care one must take to prevent a cold after tak- 
ing a Turkish bath. As the hot drinks are 
usually taken I consider them extremely dan- 
gerous.”’ 

The opinions of other physicians bear out 
those expressed by Drs. Evans and Tallman, 
while saloon men were’a unit in vaunting the 
benefits to be derived from a judicious use of 
** hot stuff.”’

Ready at Any Time for a Repeal of the 
Purehase Act—Mr. Holman Again Shows 
Himself Penny Wise and Pound Fool- 
ise—Mr. Morgan Asserts That the Sen- 
ate Has Kicked the Monroe Doctrine 
Into Doll Rags—Indian Affairs in the 
House— Washington News.

Senator Sherman has written a sharp letter 

on silver legislation. It isin reply to the re- 

cent whine of ex-Secretary Bayard that the 

Republicans of the Senate are trying to em- 

barrass the incoming administration by 

standing in the way of a repeal of the silver 
purchase act of 1890. With anybody except 
the Demoerats it would be decent not to com- 
plain about the non-action of the Republican 

Senate until the Democratic House bas acted. 

It would also be proper to await developments 

in some of the Western States, where the fu 

gion with the Populists, which Mr. Cleveland, 
as @ Presidential candidate, indorsed, is likely 
to replace several Republican Senators who 
have been against free coinage with Demo- 
crats or Populists who will be rampant for it. 

Senator Sherman doeg not go into these 
questions. He merely shows how inconsistent 
the complaint of Mr. Cleveland’s friends is. 

His letter is addressed to Maj. Carson, the 

Washington correspondent of the Philadel- 

phia Ledyer, in reply to an interview in that 

paper with Mr. Bayard. It is in part as fol- 
lows: ”. 
lt is as well known as anything can be that a 
large ‘majority of the Republican Senators. in- 
cluding myself, are decidedly in favor of the re- 
eal or suspension of the purchase of silver bull- 
on. They are ready today, tomorrow, or at any 
moment tovote for euch repeal. it ts equally 
well known that not more than one-fourth or one- 
fifth of the Democratic Senators are in favor of 
such repeal, and that they will resort to extreme 
measures to prevent it. They are openly pro- 
nounced for the free coinage of silver or the con- 
tinuance of the existing law. It is unjust and 
wrong to attribute the motive I have referred to 
to Republican Senators.. The pretense made 
that Republican Senators would § sacrifice 
the public interests for a mere po- 
litical scheme is without foundation, and 

1 feel lixe denouncing it. If the Democratic 

party will farnish a contingent of ten Senators in 

support of the repeal of the silver act of 1590, It 
will pase the Senate within ten days. As for Mr. 

Bayard, he stands, where he always stood op 
financial questions, \ substantially right, but act- 
ing with a party always wrong on such questions, 
The opinions expressedi by bim in his interview 
are not concurred in by more than six Democratic 
Senaters, though it is hoped a few more will jqjn 
in susperiding the purchase of silver bullion. 
Permit me to say in conclusion that the Demo- 
cratic party, as now represented in the Senate, 1s 
and has been for the free coinage of silver. I 
hope the Eastern Democracy and Mr. Clevéland 
may have some influetice in changing their opin- 
ions. . | 

The Senate Finance committee at its meet- 
ing next Tuesday. will discuss the various 
propositions for the repeal or modification of 
the Sherman act. There is a strong sensi- 
ment amoog Republican Senators froin the 
West that they will wait until the fusion deals 
in their sections are settled. Mr. Cleveland 
is anxious to have his administration -relieved 
from the embarrassinent of silver legislation, 
and the Democratic. steering committee, 
which is managing the fusion schemes in Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, and elsewhere, is anxious to 
have the Republicans of the Senate act, so 
that the Populists, who are ali for free silver, 
may be still more inflamed agaiust the Ke- 
publican Senate. Looking k the future it 
would seem as though the friéfids of Mr. Cleve- 
land inight do the cause of sound money 
more good by throwing their influence against 
these Populists deals, which will inevitably 
insure a two-thirds free coinage majority in 
the Senate, than by undertaking to lecture the 
Republican leaders of that body. 

' Henry Villard is the second envoy from Mr. 
Cleveland to sound Congressional sentiment. 
He was at the Capitol’ today and had inter- 
views with Vilas and other Senators and 
Speaker Crisp, McMillin, and- Springer on the 
House side. Mr. Villard told a reporter that 
he had not yet discovered just what the situa- 
tion as to the silver suspension was ana what 

6 was trying to do was to find out. What he 
wanted to see was the unconditional suspen- 
sioo of the silver purchases.

- HOLMAN’S IDEA OF ECONOMY. 


Anxious Again to Put Off Till Tomorrow 
the Bills That Are Due Today. 
Wasninoron, D. C., Jan. 14.—/[ Special. ]— 
Holman is at his old tricks. He is trying to 
make the people of the country believe that it 


costs less torun the government by putting 


off the time of paying the bills. Last summer, 
after the adjournment of Congress, Holman, 
Dockery, and Sayers staid in Washington 
through the heat to prepare a statement 
which would make a favorable showing 
for this Democratic House as compared 
with its . Republican predecessor. They 
figured out that by not -counting the 
river and harbor bill with its enormous total 
and by leaving out a few millions here and 
there a balance sheet could be shown which 
would demonstrate that the Democratic House 
at its first session had not been any more ex- 
travagant than the Republican House. They 
knew there wouid have to be a reckoning at 
the close of the short session when the full 
work of each Congress’ could be compared. 
’ But the short session did not come until after 
the d¢lection, so they. thought the country 


- might be humbugged successfully. 


Now, the balance sheet must be struck be- 
fore long, and nothing the Democrats can do 
will keep the total of their appropriations - pe- 
low that of the Republican Fifty first Con- 
gress. Yet Holman wants to inake the dis- 
crepancy as smali as possible by leaving a lot 
of deficits. The deficits must be met and the 
reckoning be nade during the Deinocratic ad- 
ministration, but he is mot ready for it now. 

_The sundry civil bill is his terror. Under the 
profligate expenditures authorized at the last 
session in the river and harbor bill the sundry 
civil this session must carry between $16,00v,- 
000 and $17,000,000 for rivers acd harbors 
alone, because the contracts have  al- 
ready received the sanction of Congress 
and they cannot be wiped out by 
failmg to make the necessary appropria- 
tions. Nevertheless, Holman is yoing to cut 
them away down below the needs. The only 
result will be that the work will be more ex- 
pensive to the government in the end and the 
inain object of the contract system will be de- 
feated. 

Among the cuts proposed to be made is on 
the $29,500 estimate for buoyage on the water 
front df Chicago, which was recommended in 
anticipation of the great traffic during the 
World’s Fair. This does not come under the 
head Ofriverand harbor improvements. It 
properly belongs to the lighthouse appropria- 
tion. olman is cutting the lighthouses right 
and left in the face of the protests of his col- 
leagues on the committee, and if he has 
his way Chicago will ‘sutfer along with the 
other points on the lakes, 


MORGAN ON THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 
He Says the Senate Has Succeeded in Kick- 
ing it Into Doll Rags, 
Wasuainaton, D.C., Jan. 14.—Mr. Caffery, 
the new Senator from Louisiana, took 
the oath of office today and exercised 
twice his right to vote—each time in antago- 
nisin to the anti-option bill. That measure 
came up late in the afternoon, but was. antag- 
onized by two motions, on neither of which 
was there a quorum voting. Stimulated. how- 
ever, by ahintfrom Mr./Sherman that that 
measure was bl: cking up ail important busi- 
hess, Mr. Washburn gave notice that he would 
esk the Senate to remain in session next 
Wednesday until a fina! vote on the anti- 
option: bill was reached. 
The resolution offered yesterday -by Mr. 
Morgan’ (Vem., Ala.) instructing the Com- 
mittee on Commerce to inquire and+report the 
advantages .to the interests of the United 
States that would be atforded by the Nicaragua 
ShipCanal was taken up, and Mr. Morgan 
spoke. He said that, logically, Great Britain 
had just asanuch right as the United States to 
charter the canal. company and to take con- 
trol of it, which 1t was proposed that the 
United States should take. If Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua were to tender such an overture to 
Groat Br.tain, or if the owners of the conces- 
6100 Were to take it to Great Britain and make 
the offer which they made to Congress, and if 
Great Britain should accept, the United States 
would have but one paltry plea—he would not 
cail it paltry—one emasculated plea; and that 
was the worn, and torn, and dirty Monrve 
: Unite 
States had succeeded in kicking literally oe 
doli rags. 
Mr. Sherman asked Mr. Morgan to notice 
the objection made ‘in some quarters that the 


owners of the $12,000,000 of stock of the com- 
pany would have an undve influence in the 
managetnent of the corporation. : 
Mr. Morgan replied that in the pending bill 
the power of the governinent was reserved in 
control of the operations of the company. 
The government was to own a majority of the | 
stock, and would therefore have control. 
Speaking of the provision in the bill for ten 
gcvernment directors (out of fifteen) Mr. 
Morgan said that if the French Government 
had had its own directors in the Panama 
Canal company the robberies which had 
taken place would not have been perpetrated. 
Cherokee Bill Passed. 


The floor inthe House this morning was ac- 
corded to the Committee on Indian Affairs. The 
first bill called up was one appropriating — $3,595,- 
*) to ratify and confirm an agreement with the 
Cherokee nauon. The agreement for which this 
appropriation Is a consideration provides: for the 
cession by the Cherokee Indians of the Cherokee 
outlet. which contains 8,000,000 acres. An amend- 
ment was adopted allowing the government 8x 
vears in which to pay the money and in the mean- 
time to pay 5 per cent interest. On motion of Mr. 
Butler (Dem.. Lowa) an amendment was adopted 
providing that no person who 3s the owner of eighty 
acres of land or who is the owner of any 
real estate in any city or town, the aggregate 
value of which shall exceed $2,000, shall enter any 
of the land opened to settlement. (The original 
bill made the restriction apply to owners of 160 
acres.) Mr. Springer (Dem., Lil.) offered an 
amendment autborizing the Secretary of the In- 
terior to make rules aud regulations to prevent 
contests as to priority of location upon any lands 
opened to settlement under’ this bill, and such 
rules and regulations shall be incorporated in the 
President’s proclamation and shall become a part 
of the conditions upon which tha location and 
settlement of the lands shall be made. Adopted. 
Tbe bil was passed and the House adjourned. 
Infant Industries and Free Trade. 


There.was an out-cropping of the tariff this 
morning during a hearing before the Committee 
on Ways and Means on the bill which contem- 
plated governmental assistance to the Chicago and 
St. Lonis Electric—ratiway. The company was 
represented by Dr. Weilington Adams, who urged 
the passage of a bill admitting the entry, free of 
duty. of their electrical apparatugand steel rails. 
He advanced the argument that Ris should be 
done to foster a phoneer enterprise, and cited in- 
stances where Congress had done so in the past. 
This led Mr. Turner (Dem.) to remark 
that this might then be considered as an 
application of the idea of building up 
new industries on the principle of 
free trade.

UNIVERSITY UNDERGRADUATES ARE 
EXAMINED PHYSICALLY. 


Every Limb and Muscle Is Measured and 
Tested—A Record Made 


Every Organ 
Defects and Excel- 


of Each Subject’s 
lencies—How the Work Is Done—A Par- 
ticular Line of Exercise Prescribed for 
Each Man—Dr. Seaver’s System Used— 
Two Typical Cases for Illustration, 


The students at the University of Chicago 
are undergoing physical examination this 
week. Every muscle and limb 1s being sub- 
jected to the tape and measuring stick. 
The weight of each is being ascertained, the 
capacity of his lungs measured, and his lifting 
power put to the test with scientific apparatus 
in various ways. Then a physician, with the 
aid of lenses, spectra, specula, stethoscope, 
and several other appliances, makes a diag- 
nosis of all the organs. He then writes a 
statement of the condition of each young man 


on the back of a chart. 

There is a good deal of work about it, and 
the task will not be completed before the lat- 
ter part of next week, when the 150 under- 
graduates in the university will have been 
ineasured with all the particularity of detail 
of the Parisian detective system. A. A. 
Stagg, director of the department of physical 
culture, has charge of the work, assisted 
by J. E. Raycroft and Horace Butterworth. 
*Dr. Charles P. Small of the faculty conducts 
the medical examination. The object of the 
investigation is to learn and record the exact 
physical status of every student and to note 
the defects of his body, that they may be 
remedied, 

After the examination a gymnasium course 
will be prescribed for each. Then Prof. 
Stagg will take them in hand. One 
may need chest development, another 
has weak arms or legs or back. All will 
be handied in the gymnasium with a view 
to making them strong and healthy. 
The examination may show a weak heart. In 
that case the student 1s prohibited playing 
football or doing heavy track or field work. 
Instead he is put at exercise that will develop 
the heart action without subjecting him to the 
danger of overexerting that organ. The 
measurements are not taken with a view to 
selecting: men for places in the university 
sports, but rathér to know what sports should 
be prohibited. 

Work Half Done. 


About half the undergraduates of the insti- 
tution have thus far been measured. The 
work is done in Prof. Stagg’s office. : 
young mcn erter the room as a rule with an 
air of apprehension, especjally when the 
picture of half a dozen students in pristine 
nudity breaks on their vision. An assist- 
ant with a tape measure around his neck 
is busy applying a complicated-looking meas- 
uring stick tothe limbs of a youth whois 
perched upon a box, while the serious-looking 
doctor has another subject in -a far corner of 
the room making a critical examination of the 
student’s heart action with an instrument. 

The young man with the tape and measur- 
ing stick beckons the subject to get off the 
box. Then he puts him on the scales and 
calls out the weight, which is taken down at 
the desk. Then he leads him toa spirometer 
to measure the capacity of his lungs. 
A handle is hooked to a machine called a dy- 
namometer, at which the subject pulls till the 
cords stand out on his neck Ike clotheslines. 
A dialon the dynamometer records his exer- 
tion in pounds and shows the strength of the 
legs and back. Finally,a little metal con- 
trivance is used to test the strength of tne 
forearm, or grip of the hand. itis a manu- 
mometer and records the pressure in pounds. 

** Now, you may put on your underclothes 
and wait till the doctor gets through with 

you,”’ the professor teils the subject, who 
darts behind a screen with a sigh of -relief. 

The doctor then asks his name, &ge, place of 
birth, the birthplace of his parents and grand- 
parents, the oecupation of his father, what 
his parents died from, the comnmon diseases in 
the family, whether he resembles the family 
of his father and mother in physical build, 
and what accidents and diseases he has had, 
The conditiou of his eyes, ears, muscles, di- 
gestive organs, kidneys, lungs, heart, nervous 
system, spine, and shoulders is determined 
and recorded. Previous work, whether the 
student uses tobacco, the color of his hair and

and the subject is told to rearrange his voilet 

as the neasuring and diagnosis or concluded. 
Dr. Seaver’s Chart Used, 

Ail the measurements and physical tests 
are taken according to the method invented 
by Dr. J. W. Seaver of Yale College. Dr. 
Seaver divides the students into two classes— 
the heavyweights, from 140 to 190 pounds, 
and the lightweights, from 100 to 136 pounds, 
Between these are the men of the mean stand- 
ard who weigh on the average 139 pounds and 
are 6/.8 inches in height, with arm 
reach of 70 inches; thead, 22.3; neck, 
13.8; chest, normal, 33.9; chest, roe 35.8 : 
waist, 23.7; hips, 35.3; biceps, 11.6;thigh, 20; 
calf, 13; length of foot, 10; capacity of lungs, 
253 cubic inches; strength of back, 338 
pounds; strength of legs, 410 pounds; and 
strength of forearm, 92 pounds. 

The man who weighs 19) pounds should be 
72.8 inches in height and have anarm reach 
of 76.7 inches, and should have the following 
girth measurements in inches: ead, 23.6; 
neck, 15.7; chest, normal, 39.5; chest, inflat- 
ed, 41.8: waist, 33.7; hips, 41.2; biceps, 14.3; 
thigh, 24.3; calf, 16; capacity of lungs, 348 
cubic inches; lifting strength of back, 505 
pounds; lifting strength of legs, 600 pounds; 
strength of forearm, 150 pounds, ~ 

Only 1 per cent of the Yale students from 
whose measurements the chart was made 
reached 19%) pounds, and only one in 100 was 
as light as 100 pounds. The average measure- 
ments of the 100-pound map are below the 
mean in the same proportion that those of the 
190-pound man are above. 

Two Typical Cases, 

The measurements of twoof the students are 
worth particular notice, (One is George M. 
Knapp, who is the most symmetricaily built 
student in the college. The other is William 
Ruelksetter, who has the highest average 
measurement. comparison of the 
two men is interesting. Both are athelets 
and members of ,the footbal! team. Knapp is 
-0 years of age afid Ruelksetter is three years 
older. Knapp is7LY inchesin height and 
weighs 179 pounds. Ruelksetter is 70.4 inches 
tall and weighs 190 pounds. Knapp’s greatest 
varinuce from the standard of symmetry is in 
the length of the humerus or upper arm, which 
is an inch and a third too short to be theoreti- 
cally proportionate. His second greatest de- 
fect is in the length of his feet, which are too 
smnail by half an inch.. The only other point 
in which he is deficient is in the breadth of 
his hips, and he lacks only half an 
inch there. He runs above the standard in 
the size of his head, which measures twentv- 
three and eight-tenths inches in girth. 
According to John C. Heenan 
pugilist, this would be accounted a 
serious drawback to an all-around athlete or 
fignter, but it does not detract in Prof. 
Stagg’s opinion of student athletes. Knapp’s 
highwatertnark is on chest inflation. The 
other points on which he goes above the chart 
figures are waist and arin girth measurements 
and instep measurement. The singl2 serious 
defect. 1n Knapp’s proportions is in the 
strength of his back, in which he fa]ls ninety 
pounds or 20 per cent below the standard in 
lifting strength. 

I'he other defects are not of consequence 
and do not detract from his work as an ath- 
lete. They are not discernible to the eye in 
scanning his igure. It requires the tape to 
oprecar o1 thern and then they look bigger on 
paper than they really deserve, 

By strange coincidence Ruelkoetter’s great- 
‘st defect, according to the chart, is in the 
shortness of his upper arm or humerus bone, 
whicn should be about one inch longer. He 
consequently is deticient in arm reach.

There are about 100 other students yet to be 
measured, but it is the opinion of Prof. Stagg 
and Dr. Small that none of them will be 
found to possess the physical proportions of 
the symmetrical Knapp or the high average ot 
Ruelkoetter, who falls but little below Kuapp 
in syinmetry. 

In speaking of the general physical char- 
acter of the students to a reporter for Tue 
Tripunez Dr. Small said they were healthy and 
made a fair showing, taken a8 a whole. He 
has not yet prepared a table of their physical 
showing, but will do so when the examinations 
are finished, The most common defect he 
finds isin theireyes. At the conclusion of 
the school term the students will be measured 
again, and the imprvuvement made in the 
ineantime will be noted. 


The Slaughter of Birds, 

The wearing of birds’ feathers on female head- 
gear is so common that but few, probably, realize 
the immense slaughter of the bird tribes which it 
necessitates for meeting the demands of fashion. 
{n idea of the great extent of this destruction

ABRANGING TO OARRY THE OON- 
‘PLIOT INTO THE COURTS. 


Economical Company Will Endeavor to 
Prove That the Retailers and the 
Wholesalers in the City Have Entered 
Into a Conspiracy to Drive It Out of 
Business—The Recular Dealers Accused 
ef Extortion—What Suburban Apothe- 
caries Have to Say of the War. 


The determination of the Economical Drug 
company to.carry the drug warto the courts 
> and determine whether or not it has a right to

C. H. McConnell says he is acting under 
legal advice in every step taken and his object 
is to prove that the wholesale and retai! drug- 
gists of the c:ty have combined to run the 
company out of business. The Economical 
drug store was opened last June. It started 
on the policy of giving the public tne benefit 

’wofas large a reduction, in prices as was cou- 
sistent with reasonabie profits, and from the 
outset it has. met the bitterest opposi- 
tion of .the trade. The last move 
of . the combine,: °Mr. McConnell 
says, was to cut off his local supply of drugs, 
and it is that will be made the basis of legal 
proceedings. : | 

‘“‘We cannot buy an ounce of goods in this 

city,” said Mr. McConnell, * and’ we purpose 

“to find out the reason why.. Acting under the 

instructions of counsel, we recently sent or- 
ders for $0 worth of yoods to each of six 
whclesale druggists, sending checks*for the 
amount of the bill with each order...

Wholesalers Refuse to Fill Orders. 


“The erders were for goods we had cvery 
reason tothink the wholesalers Pad in stock. 
In every instante the orders, though accom- 

‘panied with checks, were returned. Various 
excuses were given for not supplying the 
goods and it is safe enough to say that the 
reasons offered were false. ‘hese orders and 
checks I now hold as gvidence. 1 do not 

| eon to bring suit for damages, though I 
Rave a good cause. A suit for damages 
might be prolonged indefinitely. What we 

‘are after is speedy action. We have decided 
to lay the matter before the grand jury. We 

urpose to send out more orders with certi- 
fied checks for payment for goods and see if 
the wholesalers wil! fill them.

The factis that willingly or reluctantly 
the wholesale,druggists have consented to co- 
operate with the retailers to injure the busi- 
ness of this store. It has been deemeda 
stroke of policy to cut off our supplies in the 
local market, and in a measure the combine 
has succeeded in its purpose. ,We can get all 
the drugs and patent medicines we want in 
other cities, but our expenses are thus in- 
creased and we are subject to the annoyance 
of delays. At the present time we are 
out of certain articles, owing to the blockade 
of trains. Those articles we could buy in this 

‘city if it weré not that we are under a bap. 

‘Several retail stores are now cutting prices in 
opposition to us, yet we know that they are 
supplied by the locai wholesalers. The de- 

ment stores also cut on some articles more 
than we do and we have proof that they buy 
goods in the city. 

Conducting a Legitimate Business. 


“This company runs a legitimate drug 
store and we mean to Know whether or not the 
old line extortionate stores have a right to 
prevent us from being satisfied with a legiti- 
mate profit. As a matter of fact we 
sell nothing below cost. We are not here 
to injure honest trade. Our  protit is 
on the average 25 per cent. From the differ- 

* ence in prices between this store and the aver- 
age drug store, you can tigure out what profit 
other druggists get, and why they are so ar- 
dent in their fight against us. On all patent 
mediemes. the profit is from 75 to 100 percent, 
and the druggists’ journals are fuil of adver- 
tisements for articles on which the average 
dealer gets from 200 to 400 per cent profit.

Jmali Suburban Dealers Fear That the War 
: Means Business Ruin. 

Chicago Evening News, Jan. 11: As to the final 
outcome of the rate war on drugs and medi- 
cines begun a few days ago druggists of out- 
lying districts express varied opinions. The big 
druggists of the down-town districts who are in- 
terested in this sudden cut in the prices of stand- 
“ard drugs do ngt hesitate to declare their inten- 
tion to force the smaller dealers out of business. 
They allege that the cut is necessary in order to 
compete with the methods. of firms totally out- 
side tho drag business who! deal mostly in propri- 
etary medicines. ‘ 

* This new movo will force fully one-quarter of 
the smalier drugzists out of business in less than 
a year,” said Ellis Schreuder, manager of Fre- 
digke’s pharmacy, coraecr Thirty-fifth and State 
streets. “ Tomy minditisa wretched mistake. 
] believe it will not acconiplish what those who 
atranged itexpect. More important than ail, 
scores of drug stores dependent on the patronage 
of working people and the occupants of boarding- 
* houses will be closed. [tis business ruin to a 
majority of suburban dealers. [ estimate that 
the cnt will last fully a year, possibly longer. We 
have felt its effec ts somewhat. So far asthe as- 
gertion that purer drucs or more skilled cierks 
work down-town, it isa mistake. | worked fora 
Jong time in one of the stores concerned in this 
deal, and 1 know whereof I speak. We buy many 
of our goods of the saine wholesale houses. Stores 
pearer the suburbs pay better wages tothe clerks. 
They can afferd to, for the rentis lower. So we 
get, a8 an average, a more trained class of clerles. 

“ As to prices let me give an example: -A four- 
ounce mixture down-town costs from 6 to 75 
cents: we charge for the same 50 cents. 1 shonld 
estimate a difference of 20 per cent in the rates 
charged for filling prescriptions. No combisa- 
tion against dry-goods medicine dealers cau be 
successful,in my judgment, unless all of the 
druggists of the city are interested: To attempt 
one in any other way is to cut the throats of 
dozens of struggling houses.”’ 

** Yes, we have feit the results already,” said M. 

. Austin of Austin Bros., Thirty-fifih street and 

orest avenue. *We have an established resi- 
dent patronage and hence do not worry. We 
have notsold a dollar's worth of proprietar y 
medicine since the cut went into etfect. Ina 
store situated. in a residence neighborhood, as 
ours is, patent medicines do not constitute an 
important item in our sales. In districts 
the population is ofa transient nature the cut 
is going to drive away the trade, Against a firm 
Ene the Eecanomical Drug company; with un- 

imited capital, no such move as has been made 
will be effectual. In general the public do not 
seem to understand that when a firm sells an arti- 
cle at or below its cost the price is raised on some- 
thing else. The Economical Drag company may 
sell a bottle of patent medicine that cost 69 cents 
for 67 cents if they wish. Yet only six weeks ago 
& man brought me a prescription to fill that had 
been written on one of the Economica! Drug 
company's blanks. They wanted to charge him 
$1.10 to fg it. My price to fill it was &) cents, 
Cheap patent medicines mean usually that shop- 
worn goods have been bought up and mingled 
with . bottles of the fresh article. A customer 
doesn't know whether he will get the genuine arti- 
cle he calls for or that which has lost its strength.” 

“One thing is certain,”’ said a druggist at W. F. 
Grays pharmacy, corner Forty-fourth and State 
streets, “if people wish to go down-town for their 
medicines we can easily tix it so that they will 
have to go there to get a prescription filled. We 
are not worried yet, though.”’ 

Said E. B. Mcluerney, proprietor of a drug 
store-at No. 299 Thirty-fifth street: ‘*‘ I do not 
‘think that the change of prices will atfect the 
emalier druggists so alarmingly, after all. The 
emall dealers have a pretty secure patronage 
They are not going down-town because they can 
get a bottle of: sarsaparilia 10 cents cheaper. If 
people are foolish enough to rush in droves tothe

. H. Brown of Irving Park declares: “I 


districts of Chicago would do if the $10-a-day 
drag stores should be weeded out? The prices of 
prescriptions down-town are higher by 20 to 0 per 
cent than in the suburbs, as 1 can easily prove. 
Even the so-called Economical Drug company 
charges more than we do. I was told not long ago 
by a prominent wholesale druggist that the small- 
er druggist is more particular as to the quale of 
his drugs thanthe larger dealer. for the reason 
that they have-littie or no transient trade.

As it has been several 
seasons since she was heard here in this form 
of musical entertainment, recent appearances 
having been either with orchestra or in asso- 
ciation with one or more other artists, the 
recital possessed a certain interest apart from 
that inseparably connected with every per- 


first pianists of America. The recital proved 
an unqualified musical and artistic success, 
and was as interesting and enjoyable as ac- 
quaint ance with the pianist’s work of late 
had led one to expect it would be, 

The program Mme. Zeisler offe was ex- 
ceptional in its freedom from the}hackneyed 
and the trite an@ admirable in: sel@¢tion and 
arrangement. Three of the numbers—the 
Rubinstein nocturne, the Dvorak waltz, and 
the Schuett paraphrase—had not been played 
before in Chicago, and Beethoven’s opus 111, 
the Mendelssohn Variations Serieuses, the 
Schubert-Tausig Marche Militaire, the Schu- 
mann Novelette, op. 21, No. 4, the Raff 
Kigaudon, and the Chopin Nocturne, op. 2, 
No. 2, certainly are not so frequently heard as 
to seem commonplace. ‘ 

Of Mme. Zeisler’s performance of these 
compositions sincere praise can in every i0- 
stance be spoken. The Beethoven Sonata 
was played with splendid mastery of its great 
technical difticuities, and unusual breadth and 
poetry in the exposition of its musical con- 
tent. The theme and variations were especial- 
ly satisfactory. Mendelssohn's lovely set of 
variations is but too infrequently heard in 
our concert-rooms, and Mme. Zeisler deserves 
thanks for again bringing it forward and 
merits praise for the excellent manner 
in which she interpreted it. The Schubert 
Marche served to display the player’s ability 
in obtaining clear, crisp effects of tone, and 
careful gradation in power and shading. A 
telling climax was reached ana the treatment 
accorded the trio was in the highest degree 
effective. Kubinstein’s Nocturne op 25, Wo. 
8. is an attractive composition, reminiscent in 
theme of Chopin, but entitled to a place 
ainong the most pleasing ofe the master’s 
countless productions. The Dvorak Valse op 
54, No.1, is a pleasing “bit,’’ Slavonic in char- 
acter and interesting because containing a 
brief treatment of the theme that forms an 
effective part in the same composer’s Scherzo 
Capriccioso. Of Schuett’s paraphrase on

Cu1caco, Jan. 13.—[Editor of The 7 ribune.}]— 
Eggs 6 cents higher, pork 2% cents higher, chick- 
evs gone up 4 cents, and so forth ali around. ; if 
provisions and agricult nral products are high 
now will they be lower during the time of the 
great Fair? Hardly. They are likely to be still 
higher. How long will the citizens of Chicago be 
without public market halls? Why 1s it that this 
city boasts of being abead of other cities, yet 
lacks the convenience and commodity of public 
market halis? Why is it that in this direcuon we 
are bebind New York, Philadelphia, Cleveland, 
Cincinnati. and St. Louis? if there is any one 
anywhere in Chicago asking what good do they 
do. let me tell him that public market halls are 
means of sipplying the people with the agricult- 
ural products of the neighboring farmers, and 
supply them in better quality and 2 to 50 per 
cent cheaper than they can be bought from 
the grocers. I admit the usefulness of our South 
Water street commission merchant when he sup: 
plies us with the products of the South, East, or 
West. but his utility ceases when the apples of 
neighboring farmers reach the consumer through 
the bands of the commission man and grocer at 
double the price they could be bought for had 
this city market halls in which the farmer could 
dispose of his products direet to the consumer. 

Under the existing conditions of affairs a farm- 
er in order to sell his goods to a Commission mer- 
chant must bring them in marketable shape, 
which requires that he buy boxes or barrels ia 
which to pack bis products and ship them by 
railroad tothe South Water street commissiou 
merchant. who in turu sella themto the grocer. 
It is obvious that this triple expense could be 
saved if the city would provide market halls, in 
which the producer could sell his cauliflower, 
cabbage, turnips, potatoes, tomatwes, fruit, eggs, 
butter, chickens, turkeys, pork, ham, etc.,direct to 
the consumer. Inthe absence of such conven- 
iences we must see but fifteen miles from otir 
Court-House apples rotting on the trees. lt is 
true, they are not of choice quality, avd would 
not bear the expense of packing into barrels, but 
sold in a market ball at }) cents a bushel they 
would form adesirabie article for any busy wife 
to make apple sauce or apple butter of. Another 
important advantage arising from the erection of 
public market halls would be the opportunity of 
getting ripe fruit. Kipe fruit—that great- 
est ana most wholesome of delica- 
cies—is not wanted by te commission 
man: what he wants is unripe fruft, fit to be kept 
for weeks to stand possible fluctuations in the 
market price. Thus it happens that, just across 
the lake in Michigah, ‘with accommodations to 
reach Chicago every morning by boat at asmall 
expense, ripe peaches are offered at 60 to 75 cents 
less per bushel than is paid for unripe ones im Chi- 
cago. 

Such things exist because the farmer and pro- 
ducer has no dpportynity tosell his fruit direct 
tothe consumer. Therefore, let us have public 
market halls. Let us have One for each square 
mile in Chicago. Let us have fresh eggs and fresh 
butter; let us have all that the farmers in Cook 
and Du Page Counties produce. and let us have 
it by way of market halls, which means at prices 
that are not inflated by the profits of the commis-

DO NOF LIKE THE GAS. 


SOME INSURANOE MEN AFRAID OF 
THE NATURAL FUEL 


They Point to Indiana and the Losses Sus- 
tained in 1892 in the Towns in the Gas 
Belt as an Example of What May Oc- 
cur in Chicago—A Report on the Sub. 
ject Which Was Carefully Laid on the 
Table—Other News of the Insurance 


Companies. 

There are some insurance men in this town 
who do not like natural gas and view askance 
its general introduction into residences and 
places of business., These opponents of this 
fluid fuel point to Indiana and the losses there 
as a “horrible example.” Said one of these 
risk-takers yesterday: 

‘The caution of insurance men, closely 
bordering on timidity where inflammable or 
combustible substances are concerned, is pro- 
verbial. The war waged against coal oil, gas- 
oline, and other inflammable materials makes 
the seeming indifference of some of them re- 
garding natural gas strange, to say the least. 
When the gas was being piped into the 
city last _November the local under- 
writers’ association, a body formed 
for the purpose of protecting the 
interests of insurance men in every way by 
prescribing rules and regulations, inspecting 
buildings, establishing rates of insurance, 
et., appointed a special committee to investi- 
gate and report on natural gas. 
mittee made a formal examination of the 
proposed plans for introducing the 
gas into the city and proposed in its report 
certain restrigtions. It also advocated a 
special clause in policies, granting permission 
for the use of natural gas. Thisis in accord 
with the custom of insurance companies which 
require special permission for any unusual 
privileges to the insurer, which might increase 
the fire hazard. The committee’s report was 
read and tabled, and since then nothing has 
been done to compel any safeguards in the 
use of the natural gas in this city on the part 
of Chicago underwriters. 

‘‘Though in use here ‘barely a half dozen 
weeks the power of the gas is shown in the 
explosion at the Donohue & Henneberry 
Building. A strange circumstance connected 
with this loss is the suppression Of the insur- 
ance list by the agents who control the Don- 
ohue & Henneberry business. This fact has 
caused considerable comment among the in- 
surance agents in general. It is customary 
to publish the list of insurance after a loss 
has been sustained either in the insurance 
patrol’s report or in the daily papers, or in 
both. This has not been done and inquiry 
shows that the insurance patrol’s superinten- 
dent has been notified by the insurance agent 
who has the list that it will not be published. 

The insurance statistics for the Indiana nat- 
ural gas region during 1892 show that the total 
premiucons were $218,000, as against losses of 
$358,000. This is for the cities in the gas belt 
only, and would doubtless show much more 
unfavorably were the towns to which the gas 
is piped included in the figures. An insur- 
ance paper, which has made investigation of 
the results of the use of natural gas in Indi- 
ana, says that the losses by coal oil and gaso- 
line have not been one-fourth those caused by 
use of natural gas. 

Following are some of the losses attributed 
to natural gas in Indiana last year: 

Anderson—Tin-plate mill. $10,000; hardware fac- 
tory. $,7500; dwellings, $%,000; brick works, $,000; 
mercantile risks, $2,500. 

Muncie—Nail mills, $20,000; glass works, $65,000; 
wagon works, $10,500: iron works, $7,500; churches, 
$2,500; dwellings, $2,500, 

Portland —Mercantile risks, $7,000; special haz- 
ards, $10,000: dwellings, $3,000, 

Alexandria—Mercantile risks, $30,000, 

Marion—Special hazards, $,000; 
$3,000, 

Dunkirk-- Mercantile risks, $45,000. 

Hartford City —Paper mills, $60,000: brick works, 
$5,000 ; dwellings, $3,000,

General Insurance News. 


Numerous fires, heavy losses, and large pre- 
mium receipts were the features of last week in 
insurance circles. Both local and general agents 
complain of severe tire losses, In the country at 
large the fires have been unusually heavy, even 
for an otherwise uoprotitable month. The week's 
losses exceed those of the previous week and also 
those of the corresponding week of 1591. This is 
not wholly unexpected, however. Cold weather 
is always a great stimulator of losses, and the 
fires will keep up without doubt, it is thought, as 
long as the severe cold lasts. Thereis one offset 
to the big losses; that is the large premium re- 
ceipts. All the offices report a considerable ad- 
vance over last year, and some say that the in- 
crease has been as high as 15 and W ver cent. 
The causes of ‘this large increase are two- 
fold: First the many reinsurances and 
retirement of companies of the previous 
years, which have circumscribed the business, 
confining it to a_ smaller number of companies. 
Second, the moral effect of the heavy fire losseg. 
itis a curious thing with underwriters that the 
very thing which injures them most—namely: the 
fire losses—is the greatest factor in increasing the 
volume of their business. The result, therefore, 
of the continuous and widespread fires has been 
to create a big demand for insurance. Another 
factor inthis increase is the general prosperity. 
As for the local underwriters, the week has not 
been as fortunate as those preceding. Chicago 
has not experienced the curious immunity from 
fre loss which has distinguished this city from 
other cities and the country at large for the last 
few months. It would seem that the proverb “ac- 
cidents never come singly” fas been vindicated 
in this case, zast Saturday the Donohue & 
Henneberry explosion and fire came as a sort of 
warning. The loss in that fire was trivial. but 
since then there have been the Harvey World's 
rair Hotel fire at Harvey, a total loss of $80,000, 
and the John York fire, also a total loss, estimat- 
ed at $130,000, The premium receipts for the city 
business always show a handsome increase from 
week to week. This week was no exception. 

Few people outside of those familiar with 
underwriting have any idea of the magnitude 
which the business of insuring property has now 
attained. In the tirst place it forms the basis of 
credit atdghe present day. Did not the big mer- 
cantile houses carry heavy bills of insurance 
there could not be as now the extensive credit 
system in vogue among business-men and busi- 
ness interests. Some idea of the volume can be 
gained from the fact that insurance covers a con- 
tingent liability nearly equal to the taxable vaiu- 
ation of real property as shown by the last cen- 
It is greater than tbe aggregate of all the 
funded debt of the country, national, State, and 
municipal combined, The fire loss alone 
to the people approximates one-half of 
one per cent of this enormous sum. 
Phe aggregate of fire losses last year reached 
nearly $150,000,000. The volume of the business is 
so vast that though fire losses vary several, mill- 
ions Of dollars in amount from year to year, the 
percentage to the business shows scarcely a per- 
ceptible increase or decrease from year to year. 
rhis percentage is so constant, having varied 
hardly a percentage in the history of insurance, 
that the fire losses per annum ¢can be estimated 
with tolerable accuracy from the amount of busi- 
ness. From both of these figures, the premium 
receipts and the losses, the fire hazard is calcu- 
lated, anc thereon the companies base their rates 
of insurance on the various classes of risks to 
cover losses and expenses. Rates beara fixed 
ratio to the fire losses, and therefore the public 
are more interested even than the insurance 
compapanies in checking the growth of incen- 
diarism and other causes of fire.

Considerable diversity of opinion and some 
unce rtainty seen to exist among the Chicago 
general managers regarding the visit of the Mil- 
waukee committee of local agents. That there 
were several Milwaukee agents in this city last 
Friday and that they visited many of the man- 
agers offices, is certain, but the exact nature of 
the visit and whether it was made as a committee 
of the Milwaukee Board or in the private capacity 
of individual members of that board is involved 
in much doubt. Some managers assert that the 
first is true; some the last. Whatever 
was the fact, it seems certain that pot 
much was accomplished.

Rumor has been 
busy for some time with the name of Presideat 
Beemer, and it was well understood that all was 
not as it should bein the Lloyds. An article in 
THE TRIBUNE of Jan. 6 announced that President 
Beemer was about to resign and would be suc- 
ceeded by the company’s Secretary, Mr. Woods.

It is rumored 
that the Palatine is seeking the Eastern business 
of a number of the smaller New York companies, 
Ithas entered Kentucky, Indiana, and Minneso- 
ta, and is taking preliminary measures to gal 
admission to Massachusetts.

The foreign insurance Lloyds will have no 
hand in the classification and inspection of lake 
vessels next year. This conclusion was reached 
by the joint committees of the vessel owners and 
marine underwriters in session at Detroit last 
Thursday. A new system ef inspection classifica- 
tion and valuation of lake vessels was agreed 
upon. The Inland Lloyds’ plans for this work 
will be continued, the only changes being. to 
move the headquarters from Buffalo to Detroit. 
The vesselmen are to be given representation by 
having the appointment of the Vice-President 
and three members of the Executive committee 
of the Inland Lloyds, and are to bear one-half 
the expense for inspecting and rating ships. Capt. 
Daniel McLeod of Detroit is appointed inspector 
of wooden hulls Capt. F. D. Harriman of Chica- 
go, inspector for iron and steel hulls. 


The catalogue of risks inspected and re- 
inspected showing the work of the committee of 
the Western Insurance Union on Improved Risks 
was yesterday given out by General Manager E. 
A. Simonds of the Greenwich, who is Chairman 
of this committee. The report contains a com- 
plete list of all inspections and reinspections 
made up to Jan. 1, 1593, with the name of the 
risk, its location, State as well as city. The in- 
spections extend over the States of Ohio, Llinois, 
lowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michigan. Indiana, 
Kentucky, Missouri, Tennessee, Colorado, Kansas, 
and Nebraska. Thetotal number of inspections 
is 389 and reinspections 273. The greatest number 
were made at Minneapolis, which had 43; Grand 
Rapids, Mich., had 16; Rockford, IIL, 15; Akron, 
O., 11; Milwaukee, 9; Denver, S; and Detroit, 7. 


Not satisfied with their last year’s fire record, 
which equaled nearly 4 per cent of the total loss 
in the United States, the underwriters in Milwau- 
kee are now opposing “tooth and rail” the at- 
tempts to put that city on a proper rating basis. 
During the last week that city has been greatly 
agitated over the reduction of commissions to 15 
per cent in accordance with compact rules, under 
which management the city will in future be. 
Milwaukee, it is said, is likely to prove far more 
refractory in accepting compact management 
than was either St. Paul or Minneapolis.

Sr. Pavut, Minn., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—At 
a meeting of the Board of Underwriters of St. 
Paul ard Minneapolis, yesterday, a bill to pre- 
vent reductionsin premium rates of life insur- 
ance to favored indivieals was discussed. It 
provides that no life insurance company or asso- 
ciation in the State shall make or permit any 
distinction between insurance of equal expecta- 
tion of life in its established rates. The penalty 
is a $200 fine and revocation of license, The bull, 
which is favored by insurance men here, is mod- 
eled on the Michigan law.

Lecompton Constitution in Kansas had oper- 
ated to break down slavery’s protection. 
Morrison is emphatically a party maneuver- 
er, with enough fixed principles upon which 
he will not compromise to constitute him also 
astatesman. He has never Westernized, so 
to speak, on such matters as inflation of the 
currency, silver, etc. He said to me once: 
“I suppose l ought to be with my constit-

Wasteful Prejudices of Public Men. 


The late Mr. Dorsheimer, who was brought 
up in Buffalo with Mr. Cleveland, told me one 
day that he had gone to the White House to 
take dinner with Cleveland. There was no- 
body there. Cleveland was then a bachelor 
and generally spent his nights sitting up with 
Lamont and going over bills. Dorsheimer 
said that he remarked: “Grover, why do 
you not cultivate these men rh Congress who 
seem to be soured against you?’ “ What 
time have I to cultivate them ?’’ Mr. Cleveland 
said in an offish way. ‘“‘Why, here at 
dinner. You ought never to take your dinner 

alone. Thisisthetime of all others, when 
you have a glass of wine and something agree- 
able to eat, to pick out one after the other, or 
in groups, those Democratic Senators and 
members of Congress and have them around 
you.”” He mentioned prominently, as he told 
‘me, Morrison and Carlisle. Mr. Cleveland, 
according to Mr. Dorsheimer, said that they 
bad both been there and seemed to have come 
on some errand of patronage. Even this pur- 
pose Dorsheimer defended as perfectly legiti- 
mate for men with constituencies. I have 
since wondered whether the nomination of 
- Morrison and Carlisle, one or both, to @leve- 
land’s Cabinet would not be in the light of a 
confession that Mr. Cleveland had been mis- 
takea; that he had put Mr. Manning ir the 
Treasury Department, whose reports are said 
to have been written by parties in New York, 
and Mr. Lamar in the Interior Department, 
who was nearly as useless there as a big ow! in 
a barn amongst agricultural implements, 
crops, Indians, etc., instead of putting Mor- 
rison there, who had been half his life among 
public lands, grangers, reaper-patents, miners, 
and Mexicans. Even the prejudices of a great 
tnan may beextravagantly wasteful of useful 
time. Now we have Carlisle, much younger, I 
think, than Morrison, but approaching 60 
years of aze, and as he had the same faculties 
eight years ago as now he might have been 
made Secretary of the Treasury when only 50, 

It is sometimes said here that Cleveland 
would do better in his executive departments 
to take men of commercial records like Mc- 
Pherson. Old stagers remember that Guthrie 

-of Kentucky made the administration of 
Pierce triumphant by his record in the Treas- 
ury Department because he was a trained 
business-man, while Howell Cobb as Secre- 

of the Treasury under Buchanan, though 
he had been Speaker of the House and was a 
fine debater, let go of the surplus and cne 

‘gecurities and made the fiscal history of 
Buchanan, if possible, weaker than his patri- 
otic history. 

In other days the Treasury Department: was 
the center of administrative thought. Thence 
Hamilton became the schoolmaster of Con- 
gress, which with docility sentup to him to 
give them comprehensive reports upon manu- 
factures, cammerce, navigation, and all the 
leading subjects of that new day. Those re- 

orte were translated intolegislation, and to 
this day we are largely guided by- them, 
though it is a significant fact that Hamilton 
of Scotch fatherhood deliberately rejected the 
doctrinea of Adam Smith, which supplied to 
England heroriginal freetradedoctrine. When 
Gailatin became Jefferson’s Secretary of the 
Treasury and was directed to expose the er- 
rors of Hamilton, he is believed to have said 
after examination: ‘*‘I find nothing here to 
expose.”’ Mr. Madison, according to Henry 
Adams, belittled Mr. Gallatin because he 
would not bemore tractable in his political 

finance, but the Treasury Department floun- 
dered along in weak hands until Dailas, the 
old associate of Jefferson and Madison, to 

‘put down Washington and Hamilton, de- 
manded the measures of Haiilton be 
restored, including the national bank. 
This owas done and UCrawford, also 
the Secretary of the Treasury of 
Monroe, though a. disciple of Jeffer- 
son, maintained the bank and most of the 
other measures of Hamilton, until Gen. Jack- 
son, finding Nicholas Biddle, the President of 

‘that bank, untractable about his loans and 
appointments, put the bank down and in its 
place erected the State bank systems which 
wrecked the country in 1837. If-Carlisle goes 
into the Treasury Department and his views 
and administration are progressive upon the 
lines his speeches have laid down, and he has 
the ability to maintain himself, or wiil be 
maintained by his views and the revenues, we 
shall comune to perhaps. the first absolute de- 
parture from the long- policy of Hamilton, 
which, as John Sherman recently said, is the 
fiscal history of this government from first to 
last. 


No Place for Politics. 


But the Treasury Department is no place to 
promulgate the old State rights opinions, with 
the debt, the currency. and taxation, the vital 
stay of our ‘prosperity. It is possible Mr.

Hud 
he succeeded in his quest and filled the office 
with power how much greater would his name 
now be than in the inventory of his wealth 
scattered ainong parasites and lawyers. Men 
in control of the physical forces of this coun- 
try, its railroada, banks, mines, and factories, 
receive salaries ten and twenty times as great 
as those of Senators and Congressmen, and 
deserve them comparatively. Their economies 
are matehed by nothing in this government 
except, perhaps, the Postoffice Departmeut and 
the Treasury Department. The Postoffice Dp- 
partment is paralleled by a half dozen or 
more express companies to do its whole work. 
The Treasury Department has forsome time 
back received its color and direction from the 
great bankers and investors. The period of 
Lincoln, and for some thirty years after him, 
has been in great part filled up by the im- 
mense exertion in physics of the civil war. 
The transplantation of forces and multiplica- 
tion of intercourse by the civil war have 
thrown the country enormously in advance of 
the times before it, but there are some indi- 
cations that we are not to have hereafter the 
influences of that war to project us into the 
century close athand, A great physicist with 
the reins of finance and science in his hands 
might relaeve Gungress of the infinitude of small 
jobs by which it has supplanted great general 
purposes. GATH. 


SUNDAY AT THE COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION. 


The Modern Spirit of Christianity Should 
‘* Govern It. 

The question of Sunday observance has 
come to affect in 80 many ways the develop- 
ment of civilization, and the conservative 
side of the argument claims so emphatically 
to found itself upon Christian teaching and 
practice, that it is worth while to examine 
somewhat thoroughly the exact teaching of 
Christ as recorded in the New Testament and 
ein bodied in the early church in regard to it. 

The relation of Christ to the@ Mosaic order 
was essentially that of a reformer. He came, 
indeed, not to destroy the law, but to fulfill it, 
but in many instances he modified it in ways 
that were directly calculated tu suit it to that 
wider field of operation, that new Kingdom of 
Heaven upon earth, which it was a distinct 
part of his mission to establish. That king- 
dom was to be no longer a narrow Semitic 
theocracy, but a world-wide institution em- 
bracing all the nations of the earth in its great 
brotherhood and suited to those higher stages 
of evolution which his prophetic eye saw 
awaited the human race, 

Thus, under his authoritative teaching the 
institution of marriage was thoroughly re- 
habilitated. Divorce, which had hitherto been 
at the will orconvenience of men, was prohib- 
ted except for one tause, and.the home was 
established upon firm and enduring founda- 
tions. The ritual of the law as it related to 
sacrifices, oblation, and fastings was emphat- 
ically condemned, and a new set of sacra- 
ments implying new ceremonies was or- 
dained. It is doubtful also if in that famous 
declaration, ‘“‘Render unto Cesar the things 
which are Czsar’s, and unto God the things 
which are God’s, there was not at least a pro- 
phetic recogrition of the state as a thing 
apart from religious institutions, yet demand- 
ing asa religious duty the allegiance ofa 
.Christian people. 

But upon no section of the Mosaic law was 
this work ot Christ as a reformer more em- 
phatically and efficaciously perforined than 
this very point of the ceremonial observance 
of the Sabbath. It wonld seem as if, to use a 
modern phrase, Christ headed a crusade 
against the pharisaical interpretation of the 
Sabbatical law. He performed miracles on the 
Sabbath day; he walked through the fields 
and plucked and ate the ears of wheat; he de- 
clared that the Sabbath was made tor man 


and not man for the Sabbath, and boldly 
silenced all criticism of his action whieh pro- 
faned the law by declaring that the Son of 
Man was lord over the Sabbath day. 

The early church took him at his word. So 
fully had he indoctrinated his disciples with 
his spirit that they had no scruples in abolish- 
ing the Jewish observance altogether, along 
with circumcision and other rites, and substi- 
tuing for it a Christian feast day, occurring 
not on the seventh but on the first day of the 
week, celebrating a different event from the 
o'd Sabbath, in a totally different manper and 
spirit; having indéed nothing in common with 
the oid Sabbath, except that it occurred once 
in seven days and was the occasion of social 
and religious c bservance. 

The principle of consecrating one-seventh 
part of thetime to the higher uses of human- 
ity still remains, but the manrer of doing it 
was thoroughly changed from an institution 
suited to asmall and exclusive community 
and a time of narrow and undeveloped u telli- 
gence to one more in keeping with that king- 
dom which was to be world-wide and whose 
mission it was to embrace all mankind in one 
great brotherhood of intelligence af.d love. 

It was thorough work which Christ and his 
aposties did in thus breaking up the old Jew- 
ish Sabbath and condemning it as an institu- 
tion outworn and unfit to serte the new dis- 
pensation, but the race of Pharisees is long- 
lived, indeed perennial. The Puritans of the 
seventeenth century were a shining example 
of the truth of this statement, and they bound 
the old phylacteries about the brows of their 
descendants with such vigor that the knots are 
hard to untie even in this broad and liberal 
generation. But it does seem a pity thata 
great enterprise like that of the Columbian 
Exposition, having a work to do of enlighten- 
ing, liberalizing, and unifying mankind, 
which, if it shall be successfully performed, 
will be of more value and benefit to the spirit- 
ual interests of mankind than many a doc- 
trinal resolution in the religious world, should 
be hampered by the bonds of superstition. 

Let the Exposition by all means observe 
the Sabbath, but let it be the Christian and 
not the Jewish Sabbath—a day of rest from 
servile labor and/from buying and selling, 
not that these are wrong in themselves, but 
because it is meet and right that they should 
give one day in the week to wider and more 
unselfish, more humanizing, spiritualizing 
impulses. It the directors of the Fair will 
stop ail machinery at the Fair, all 
traffic, and set apart a build- 
ing for religious meetings, where the 
eminent divines who are sure to be 
present may discourse upon the spiritual 
needs and opportunities of the hour, and leave 
all comers free to say whether they will listen 
to the lesson of Christian love as,it is ex- 
pounded by these teachers or by the great 
spectacle of the nations of the earth accepting 
the magnificent hospitality offered thei at 
Jackson Park, it will be suchan exhibition 
of an lnpressive and beautiful Christian 
Sabbath as the world has never before seen— 
true lesson of what the Christian Sabbath 
really is and was intended to be by its divine 
founder. 

We are wont to dwell too much upon the 
material aspects of the Exposition, losing 
sight of the broad range of intellectual and 
spiritual igterests of which it- will] readily be- 
come, undpr wise direction, the exponent.

CHURCH AND PEOPLE. 


A WOMAN'S EXPLANATION OF THEIR 
FREQUENT ANTAGONISM. 


Efforts [to Evangelize the Masses Fail, She 
Claims, Because the Churches Are 
Lacking in the Spirit That Should Ani- 
mate Them—Loss of Spirituality Follows 
Upon the Application of Business 
“Methods to Charity—Clergy Do Not Di- 
rect Their Work Properly. 


If recent statistics be true, and every man, 
woman, and child in Chicago should conceive 
the praiseworthy idea of attending church 
some Sunday morning, there would not be 
room enough in all the churches and the pub- 
lic halls used for religious service. to accom- 
modate even one-fifth of the people. And 
when one remembers the vacant pews seen 
now, if one does not believe with Dawson that 
“the church is largerthan we think and 
Christianity is larger than the churches,’’ it 
seems difficult to feel confidence that Chris- 
ianity is equal to its mission. 

The churches, if asked for the reason of 
this, with one accord say that edifices are be- 
ing built faster than people can fill them. The 
people make'a variety of answers, some true, 
some false, some foolish, all pathetic. Some 
’ of these voices of the people . state that all the 

games of Christians in Chicago are not on the 
chutch records; that of the thousands of mep 
and women who are seldom or never seen in 
the churches the majority are neither haters 
of religion nor worshipers of mammon, Their 
lives are neither immoral nor sinfully gross, 
but simply material and religiously indiffer- 
ent. The getting of enough to eat, drink, and 
wear has become from apparent necessity the 
one engrossing aim and exhausting lebor of 
many of their lives. Their life seems to have 
no room for the spiritual. 

The chiming of the church bells some- 
times touches, it may be, a chord in some 
man’s heart and brings a momentary longing 
for the quiet Sundays of childhood, with simple 
services and long peaceful afternoons when he 
went roaming through sunny meadows. But 
now life is reduced to the monotonous tread- 
mill of six day’s labor of ten hours each—one 
long, steady strain of muscle and braim from 
Monday morning until Saturday night. His 
wife’s love and the clinging arms of his child 
are perhaps the only spiritual things that stall 
survive in his intensely material hfe. Per- 
haps he has lost even these. and as 
he left the opened grave he may have had the 
montentary faith born of longing that there 
must be80me life beyond where the soul’s 
aspirations for the immortality of love shall 
be sutistied. But there was no one near to 
keep this faith bright, and Monday morning 
came and he stepped onto the old treadmill 
again with a heavier heart and a slower hand, 
and it may be when the long, weary week was 
over he sought forgetfulness of love and sor- 
row in the glass which brmgs only physical 
and moral ruin. He was weak, you say. Of 
course he was; but tired bodies and hungry 
souls are seldom strong. 

Why Some Women Stay at Home. 


The woman whose every nerve is exhausted 
by the long week’s labor amid the continuous 
jarring and clicking of a hundred machines, 
who has worked eighteen hours out of every 
twenty-four to get shelter and bread for her 
children, finds in Sunday her one day of rest 
for soul and body. She would find little com- 
fort, it must be confessed, in many a chusch, 
even if she could go decently and warmly 
clad. 

There are women in Chicago who know no 
Sunday, women vainly trying these winter 
days to keep their children clothed and fed 
and warm by making shirts for 40 cents a 
dozen, while some of the very men who are 
wearing those shirts are pillars of the churches, 
praying long and loud fur godless sinners who 
keep not the Sabbath. But these men do not 
know it, you say. Of course not; but if their 
wives, or the women in our churches, should 
find out some of these women aud pay them 
honest wages for honest work there would be 
less sin in our cities and far less bitterness 
toward the churches on the part of some of 
these poor slaves. 

The meanest spirit of the age is the spirit 
of getting the greatest possible amount of 
labor for the least possible wages. We may 
call this shrewd business, but I suspect it is 
+> eee by infinite justice under the eighth 
commandinent. So long as men and women 


tired and exhausted bodies will give little 
chance for spifitual upliftimg of the soul on 
the seventh, When the churches recognize 
this, and Christian men demand from their 
workmen but eight hours for a day’s lator, 
the church will have taken one practical step 
toward the much discussed evangelization of 
our cities. 

At a recent meeting of ministers in Chicago, 
where this subject was under consideration, 
an eminent Presbyterian divine expressed a 
fear that the creed of his church might be an 
obstacle in the way of its reaching the masses. 
These men and women doubtiess care little 
whether a man believes in sanctification or 
election or immersion or any other theological 
fact or fancy, or even if he has any theology 
at all. If only, as a minister and brother, he 
would come to their side with 4 
heart that felt their joy and _ sorrow 
and a soul which by some _ divine 
tuition knew. and answered their questionings, 
church chatter about his heresy would have 
no meaning to them. They would feel as 
those little ragged waifs felt who strayed into 
Henry Ward Beecher’s church that night 
when he hac preached his last sermon and the 
congregation had dispersed. As ht talked to 
therm of the Father who loved and cared for 
all, and had the choir sing for them 

I heard the voice of Jesus say 

Come unto me and rest, 
the tired, homeless young souls saw in his 
own face a vision of all he had told them of 
“Christ. 

It isthis sort of Christianity, Christianity 
with a soul in it, that will always reach men 
and women and convince them that after all 
it is a real thing. 


A Burning Question. 


_ How shall we evangelize the cities? This 
is at present the absorbing question in church 
assemblies, The answer seems to be simple. 
Evangelize the churches. Not that the 
churches are not Christian in all essentials of 
faith and living, but the peculiar spirit we 
call “evangelical”’ is conspicuously lacking. 
By the evangelical spirit is not meant that 
which sometynues mistakes nuises and gesticu- 
lations and excitement for religion. I have 
sometimes watched these so-called evangel 
ists wildly running their hands through their 
hair, gesticulating and shouting, discounting 
athietes in their ability to walk altar rails and 
the tops pf church pews, and I have vainly 
tried to imagine that greatest and most con- 
vincing of all sermons—the Sermon on the 
Mount—delivered in that manner. Aftersuch 
a performance some people need to go home 
and read that sermon over just to keep their 
faith right side up. 


Why the Masses Are Not Reached. 


There are some patent reasons why the 
churches do not reach the masses. In the 
larger churches in our cities the preacher has 
ceased to be the pastor. This is the fault of 
the churches. They want a man who will 
preach sermons that will “draw.” Indeed. 
they expect from their minister two sermons 
each of the fifty-two Sundays in the year 
which will compare favorably in thought and 
| diction with any lecture for which $100 an 
| evening is paid. How can the minister meet 
| this demand and yet be a pastor 
in any real sense, the counselor and friend of 
wUU or more members of his church, to say 
nothing of his duty as a Christian minister to 
yo beyond that boundary to those who are 
really in greater need of his sympathy and 
ininistry’ The minister who could go cften 
into the drunkard’s home or the working. 
inan's cottage would there tind sermons that 
would reach and touch the masses of men, and 
he would tind the horizon of his own syinpa- 
thies reaching out into the infinite 
width of Christ’s loving vision. 
But under present conditions if 
the minister, ambitious to meet the demands 
| of his church—that is, the select few who run 
| the church—is able to know even that select 
| few, if he is able to go often into their homes

Is it any wonder 
that these inen and women sometimes think 
that the clergy have forgotten them, and take 
up their Bibles, demanding why they do not 
preach the simple gospel as Christ preached it

rich and poor alike? They forget that met ay . 
recompense for preaching that gospel i 
spite of Pharisee’ and Sadducee ‘hie 
that he had not where to lay his 
head, and that seven-tenths of our 
ministers would be in the same condition to- 
day if they failed to preach the gospel ~ in- 
terpreted by their rds of Trustees, re 
cons, or elders. Fortunately there nave al- 
ways been some men who do not cons! oF a 
pulpit as necessarily placed within ae he 
cathedral walls, ‘ When John Wesley found the 
doors of the parish church closed against bim 
he found a higher pulpit on his father's ape 

The activity of the churches 1s more an 
more absorbed in their own complex machin- 
ery. Whey are being “organized” to death. 
Some churches are already an agglomeration 
of rival societies or leagues. ‘This 1s the 
natural result of the rapid growth of ecclesi- 
asticism, The history of the church seems to 
show that spirituality has always been in 1n- 
verse ratio to ecclesiasticism, and that ec- 
clesiasticism thrives in organization. For a 
spiritual Christianity it substitutes a mechan- 
ical “‘churcmanity.’’ The bistory of Roman- 
ism shows this, and.the same thing may be 
observed today in those churches which are 
fast fostering and developing an ecclesiastic- 
ism as absolute in many respects a8 t of 
the Vatican itself. 

Some Effects of Organization. ”, 

We have organized our church charities, 
and while, economically considered, we may 
have saved money by such methods, yet we 
haye lost more spiritually in the loss of that 
sentiment of Christian brotherhood which 
multiplies the gift a hundred fold by the touch 
of Christian sympathy. Now it has become a 
mere business transaction on the part of the 
giver,a mere matter of formal duty, with 
no special interest in the one who receives it. 
On the latter’s part, too, it is regarded as a 
matter of business, as the payment of a debt 
the donor is assumed to owe to those whom 
social conditions have placed at a disadvan- 
tage in the accumulation of wealth. The re- 
ceiver has lost much in the inspiration of a 
brother’s sympathy; the donor has lost more, 
the widenmg and deepening of his soul’s hu- 
manity. 

The renting of church pews 1s a very real 
barrier to the usefuiness of any church which 
would rise to its mission with the universal 
‘Come ye’ to all the people. ‘* Come ye!” 
Where? To sit in the few back pews after the 
saints have had their choice and paid well for 
it, too, or to sit in the gallery or on the 
mourners’ bench? Certainly there is no one pet 
device which has crept into the management 
of our churches—more contrary to the spirit 
of Christianity, more subversive of its power 
to fulfili its mission than this apparent setting 
up of an aristocratic caste in the high seats of 
the synagogue by the feshionable and almost 
universal custom of renting church pews. 

These are some of the patent reasons why 
the churches do not reach the masses of th 
people. There is one equally patent reaso 
why the masses of the people, in the church 
and out of it, are drifting away from the old 
moorings of faith. 

Materialism to Blame. 

Our great city, throbbing with an intense 
life, perhaps more intense in some respects 
than the world has before known, is still like 
that Eastern city of which Whittier said, ‘*A 
nightinare of materialism broods over all.”’ It 
is not, however, the materialism of the French- 
man, looking upon men “as mére brute 
masses of animal organization, barnacles on 
a dead universe; looking into the dull grave 
with no hope beyond it; earth gazing into 
earth and saying to corruption, *Thou art my 
father,’ and to the warm, ‘Thou art 
my sister.’’’ Itis the most stultifying ma- 
terialism wrought by spindles and pistons and 
hammers and yardsticks. ‘Tne victim of the 
former having sought earnestly for a God and 
found none declares, *“*There is no God,”’ 
The victim of the latter, too busy to think of 
a God or search for one, puts up a golden calf 
and pays homage to it, not as a deity, but be- 
cause it contains so many tons of m_ lten gold 
and because it is the biggest golden calf in 
the worid. 

No nation has become great through its 
material resources. Egypt with her vast com- 
mercial wealth left us only her pyramids and her 
Sphinx, as siient as the nation that fashioned 
them. Greece, rich only in those spiritual 
gifts that made men gods by their divine 
tuitions of beauty and harmony, will thrill and 
inspire men in all ages through her Phidias 
and Homer. America will be known to tne 
future, as she is to the best minds of Europe 
today, not because she controls the biggest 
iron or lumber or pork packing industries in 


the world, but because by some divine chance. 


she has fashioneé out of hersoil one of the 
most spiritual souls of this or any age—a man 
who made his countrymen realize as no other 
had been able to do, that they were not clay 
but souls—a man whose own soul was as full 
of fine chords attuned to all the harmonies of 
the universe as the threaded pines above his 
resting picce to the music of the winds. 


No Spiritmality, No Faith, 


The decline of the spiritual means the decay 
‘of faith, When men cease to look toward 
the stars they cease to ask if there is a God, 
for there is some obscure psychological law 
in our being that makes us instinctively look 
toward the illimitable when we think of the 
infinite. 

Certainly if all our battles are of more sig- 
nificance than those of rival colonies of ants, 
if our granite palaces are really worth more 
than the ant’s hill of sand, if our labors and 
struggies are really of more value than theirs 
it is because we have ip us something they 
hav® not, something we call souls. And if 


we have souls is it not strange that we should, 


be content with the ant’s life and the ant’s 
record—a mammoth ant-hill upon which, like 
the pyramids, the men of some distant to- 
morrow will look with mungied curiosity and 
conjecture? 

In every man and woman there is the germ 
of the spiritual, that something whict! is 
thrilled and uplifted by beauty, physical, 
moral, and spiritual. To cultivate this in 
men is the highest mission of the church; to 
cultivate this in one’s self is the duty of the in- 
dividual, 1s, in truth, self or better soul cult- 
ure. 

Danger of the Church. 

The danger of the church today, as of the 
individual, is that it is substituting an intel- 
lectual for this spiritual culture. Men may 
enjoy hearing the Bible expounded to them, as 
a marvelous piece of sacred literature, but if 
it be not the expression, however imperfect, 
of that spirit which in our highest moments 
we feel to be in all things and controlling all, 
then is the soul foiled and turned back 
upon itself empty. it would surely seem 
to be better to be without a soul than to possess 
that, but no God, or a God who never reveals 
himself to the souls that are ever looking up- 
ward piteously in pain and passion and prayer. 

So long as nen and women are conscious 
of a something called soul there will come to 
them some hour of soul hunger when they 
are hungry for the spiritual, hungry for a 
hope of heaven; and this, too, be they deni- 
zens of palace or hovel, brothel or prison. 
This is God’s hour and our opportunity.

| HUMOROUS, IN SPOTS. 


MARK TWAIN'S £1,000,000 BANK 
NOTE STORY DISAPPOINTING. 


The Plot Possesses Glorious Possibilities 
and So Poor a Result Is Surprising— 
“Sweet Bells Out of Tune” Full of 
Pointed Phrases and Sustained Interest 
—Ouida’s Screed in the “ Fortnightly 
Review” Written When the Novelist 


Was in a Temper, 

It is astonishing how far with a literary 
reputation once firmly established inertia will 
carry amanon. Mark Twain’s is an instance 
of this if hia ** £1,000,000 Bank-Note ”’ repre- 
sents his present. style. Given a subject with 
such iudicroys and unlimited possibilities as 
the possession of a million pound note and 
nothing else for a month and it is really sad 
that so poor a result should be the showing. 
Stockton would have made an _  inimita- 
ble farce in his quiet way out of such in- 
gredients. Mark Twain has failed in producing 
any humorous integral effect. There are 
bright bits im something like the old style 
now and then, but they are not frequent 
enough to make the story sparkling. 

To deal with improbabilities in a serious 
way is given to few writers to dowell, Gil 
bert possesses the secret to perfection; so 
does Stockton. They draw the line between 
the sublime and the ridiculous so fine as to 
make it imperceptible. One word sometimes 
will throw a whole serious passage into ab- 
surdity. The waltz song in ** The Pirates”’ is 


an instance of this: 

Poor wandering one, 

Though thou hast surely strayed, 
Take heart of grace, 
Thy steps retrace, 
Poor wandering one. 

Take heart—no danger lowers. 
Take any heart—take ours. 

It. is a fascinating trick and very difficult of 


accom plishment. 

* Mark Twain’s story opens well, and one is 
prepared for a good deal of fun in the old 
way. A young man of 27, with good prospects, 
living in San Francisco, went out sailing on 
his half-holiday, and, venturimg too far, 
was carried out to sea. He was picked up 
by a brig on its way to London and made to 
work his way as acommon sailor. When he 
arrived his clothes were ragged and dirty, and 
he had only a dollar in his pocket. That did 
him for a day; and then he had nothing. In 
this depleted condition, achild passing by in 
the street, “‘tossed a big, luscious pear— 
minus one bite—into the gutter. I stopped, 
of course, and fastened my desiring eyes on 
that muddy treasure. My mouth watered for 
it, my stomach craved. it, my whole being 
begged for it.”” O, why could he not keep 
that up? But Mark Twain’s literary style 
never had any staying power. It was ever 
fitful and unreliable. 

Facility of Starving in London, 


Two brothers had been making a bet, and 
one of them wagered the other £20,000 that a 
perfectly honest and intelligent stranger 
turned adrift for a month in London with- 
out a penny except a million-pound bank- 
note would starve to death. The otner of 
course bet the contrary; and this man of the 
pear happened to be chosen for the victim of 
the experiment. He manages wonderfully, of 
course, and comes out at the end of the month 
with a bank account all his own of 
£200,000 and a treasure. of a hetrothed 
wife in the person of the daughter of one of 
the two men who had made the bet. Of 
course he had mapy experiences, but no 
thrilling adventures nor hair-breadth escapes 
et asamanin his position might be nat- 
urally expected to have. Everything goes 
absurdly smoothly. The hero is known as 
the ** vest pocket million-pounder,” is treated 
with the greatest respect and reverence, and 
simply skims over all the difficulties of life 
like a swallow. 

One of the Twain-like bits of humor spoken 
of above is the account of a dinner in London 
which never came off because the question of 
precedence could not be settled! This is 
worthy of Mark Twain—or any one else—in 
his best days. 

There is a great difference of opinion about 
this story, and possibly any disparagement 
may be ye impertinent. The humor 
of Mark Twait, with its thick, rough edge, and 
“slab” laying-on, never did appeal to every 
mind, It always overelaborated, and did the 
thing up too brown. It is the fashion for us 
to say that the Englsh have no sense of 
humor. Well, Mark Twain sets the whole na- 
tion roaring. He ison every center-table in 
the United Kingdom; he is read and thumbed 
and reread and rethumbed. The “ Innocents 
Abroad ”’ is considered to be the typical book 
of America, and an epitome of ali that is best 
in what is known as **‘ American drollery ”’ in 
England. But this new story will set nobody 
—not even England—a-roaring. It is dull and 
dreary, and the love story which gently 
permeates it is silly. 

Mrs. Burton Harrison is making a great 
atory of her ‘*Sweet Bells Out of Tune’”’ so 
far. If only she does not let :t down hard at 
the end, asthe “Anglomaaiacs”’ fell. Gibson’s 
pictures add the finished touch, and the whole 
thing is pretty near perfection. It is full of 
pointed phrases; the “ Ear-piercing climax 
known among congregations of our American 
women ;”’ “* Voices strained to shrillness met 
and clashed in the air.’”?’ And “They talked 
of bodily complaints, tabie waters, faith 
cure: the excellence of rival schools as illus- 
trated by their respective progeny; one’s 
anxiety in bringing out a girl; the rudeness of 
young men one takes the trouble to invite; 
their recent traveis, to which nobody would 
listen, because everybody had recently trav- 
eled; the name and author of the naughty 
novel nobody must read ; and the 
fact that the last diamond necklace of one of 
their leaders had cost $50,000 more than that 
belonging to her sister-in-law, who had gone 
into mortified retreat.’’ 


It Grows Interesting. 


The story itself is becoming interesting. 
Mrs. Calliope Duncombe, who has wormed 
herself into the first circles asa great reformer, 
and who at present enjoys the circle’s respett 
and esteem, is wielding that massive weapon, 
blackmail, in a threatening manner over the 
head of Mrs. Vernon, who hus just risen to the 
proud position of being noticed by the smart 
set. Mrs. Vernon was. Martha Luella Judd, 
the daughter of an illiterate innkeeper out in 
a raw frontier town, and Mrs. Calliope Dun- 
combe intends to proclaim this fact to socie- 
ty unless Mrs. Vernon makes it worth her 
while to keep the secret. Poor Mrs. Vernon 
has already paid dear for her ‘position, and, 
although she has Calliope’s past as a return 
card to play, that being black and shameful 
and including a house of correction episode, 
Calliope has comparatively nothmg to lose, 
while Mrs. Vernon has everything. It 
is @& very unequal game, and Calliope 
will probably win unless Mrs. Vernon has a 
fit of conscience and does her own proclaim- 
ing. However, as herown past is: unstained 
and as it is not an unknown thing forsmart New 
York ladies to have begun their careers with 
slightly different surroundings from those with 
which they end it, she need not be &o terribiy 
alarmed.

The Fortnightly Review has published one, 
of Quida’s savage diatribes against the human 
race, or that subdivision yf her kind known 
as modern society. The invectives of the lady 
are as violent.and as wilty as ever, and one 
cannot help reading them, extravagant as they 
are, and therefore hostile to their own object, 
if Quida’s remarks can be said to have an ob- 
ject! Your sincere reformer, who has the good 
of her kind at heart, must set an example to 
begin with; and so far as one can learn Ouida, 
beyond her love for animals, which 1s truly 
noble, has not been a pattern of exquisite taste. 
She has a distinct flavor of spite against the 
world, which does not lead evil doers gently 
to walk in her footsteps and be good. 

And yet there is so much truth in some of 
the strictures that one only wishes the maker 
of then had more influence and might change 
a fewofour foolish customs’ and costumes. 
Most of them, however, are simply lj-tem- 
pered. 

_”* There is little except music which is beau- 
tiful in the pageantries of this day.” A ball 
may beapretty sight, she adds, if itis ina 
great house and only the right number has 
been invited. A “crush” is an enormity 
against good taste. And so, of course, 
it iss We do not need Quida to 
tell us that. But everybody knows 
that starting, as a hostess may, with that very 
idea in her head, she cannot always prevent 
crowding her house. People who give balls, 
rich though they may be, are not all able, 
like certain society leaders in New York, to 
give a party strict!y limited to seventy people, 
and repeat that process until their visiting list 
was exhausted, One bali—not in a season 


people’s ministrations in that d ; 
everybody must be asked. Then everybody 
asks to bring a friend; and girls up Van 
expectedly on visits; and men appearfrom Yan 
Diemen’s Land; and the hotels suddenly are 
swarming with parties of people who have 
come from the very town in which you were 
so delhghtfully entertained last year. And ban 
before you know it, your list is doubled 
your house is crammed. 
Modern Dinners Under Her Ban. ; 

The modern dinner comes under the fair 
lady’s ban, too. ‘* No decoration of a dinner- 
table, no gold plate and orchidz and electric 
lights and old china can make even tolerable, 
artistically speaking, the sight of men and 
women sitting bols upright, close together, 
taking their soup around it.” 

Is there any artistic way of eating? 
Is it not inevitably a prosaic and inartistic 
process, this putting nourishment into our 
bodies? But it is as inevitable as prosaic, and 
if the process must be gone throug , and gone 
through three or four times a day, 1s it not 
idealizing it as much as possible to decorate 
one’s table with old china and orchide and 
converse with one’s friends while eating? 
Would it be more artistic to retire into the 
cupboard and devour food there? It is only a 
regard for. pubiie decency which keeps 
many rsons from becoming  glut- 
tons. fould “ Violetta in the pantry 
gnawing of a mutton-bone”’ be more uplift- 
ing to her species than if she were seated at a 
table with a napkin before her and a shining 
fork in her fingers, uttering quick repartee to 
an admirer at the same time; 

The general! drift of the article seems to be 
that we have seceded from the more graceful 
forms of the earlier centuries; but certainly 
Ouida would not like us to return to the re- 
volting practices of the Romans at their din- 
ners? If eating can be made subservient to 
conversation, if it is possible to bring matter 
under the control of mind, the dinner party, 
or even the everyday meal de resistance, is do- 
ing its best toward that ead. When a 
man fecls obliged to make. himself neat and 
appropriate for at least an hour or two in the 
evening, to be prompt, as well as to make 
himself agreeabie, and to put out of his 
mind, at any rate off his tongue, any allusion 
to the vulgar rush and turmoil in which he has 
been scrambling all day, it is a great 

mt gained. To “sit bolt upright’ for a 
ittle while is not necessarily vulgar, nor even 
‘‘ intolerable, artistically speaking.’”’ To flop 
about and loll is not necessarily graceful 
either, and few people can do it well. 

Dress isthe next failing attacked, but we 
are tired of hearing that man’s dress is ugly 
and unsuitabie. What is to be done about it? 
The trouble w that men themselves, and 
women, too, like it. Trousers are said to have 
a great fascination for the fair sex, s0 much 
so that they even aspire to wear them occa- 
sionally. 
perception of beauty, grace, or elegance the 
masher would be impossible.’”’? But is the 
masher a maker of clothes? “The shoulder 
bhundstiake, the tall hat, the eternal cigarette, 
the stiff collar, the dead birds on ball dresses 
and bonnets, the perspiring struggles of the 
sexes on the tennis. ground, ana a thousand 
similar things would not be fora moment en- 
dured,”’ 

We must not give balls, then, we must not 
dine, we must not shake hands, nor play 


tennis—what else? 


Yes, there are other forbidden things; we 
must not travel for one. ‘** The royal person- 
ages are the first offenders and the worst 
examples”’ (in this regard). ‘* They are never 
still. They are never content. They are in- 
cessantly discovering pretexts for conveying 
their royal persons here and there, to and fro, 
in ceaseless, useless, costly, and foolish jour- 
neys.”’ 

This is anew idea entirely. It has been 
supposed by some ignorant fyersons for 
years that travel broadened perception, 
opened eyes, made men wiser, healthier, 
and clearer minded. But this is evi- 
dently a mistake, unless Ouida is like 
the man who hated a ceriain other man, and 
who remarked spitefully to his wife: “I saw 
So and So walking down State street this 
morning.’”? “* Weill; can’t he walk?’ asked 
the wife, rather wonderingly. ‘*‘No,”’ an- 
swered the husband. “I don’t want him to 
walk; I hatehim so.’’ OUOuidaapparently hates 
royalty, so she doesn’t want it totravel. Yet 
Ouida has often and often spoken, and -not 
in gentle terms either, of the British insular 
prejudices. And no one is more satirical 
than-she at the expense of those narrow- 
minded Britons who stay at home and know 
nothing of other nations. 


Shaking Hands Is Vulgar. 


‘Then comes the “‘ shake hands,” as Ouida 
calls it, which “ royalty confirms and keeps 
up.”’ *“* It is the most vuglar form of saluta- 
tion,’’ she says, “‘and nothing can be more 
ludicrous and ungraceful.” ** The slight smile 
and scarcely perceptible bend of the head, 
which are all with which well-bred people 
recognize their acquaintances at a reception 
or ball, are fully sufficient for all purposes of 
recognition at any period of the day and can 
am ply’ preface conversation.’’ A frozen smile 
and scarcely perceptible inclination may be 
sufficiént for Ouida and may amply preface 
her conversation, which, if report be true, runs 
on well-oiled wheels without any introduc- 
tion; but most modern persons consider 
it a significant indication that the less con- 
versation initiated with such a scanty preface 
the better. If she had said a bow or a sunile 
one could see what she meant. for handshak- 
ing. or *‘shakehanding”’ as Ouida calls it, is 
very disagreeable when carried to excess or 
resorted to indiscriminately. But if a faint 
recognition is all that is necessary mistakes 
and misunderstan¢dings would be more numer. 
ous than they are now and rudeness at a 
higher premium than ever. 

The modern wedding is the only target in all 
this fusillade at which Ouida’s arrows are wel] 
directed, and even then they do not aim true. 
“The abominable blackmail Jevied by be- 
trothed people on their acquaintances” is 
harsh language to apply to some cases, and 
yet many an impoverished and angry author 
of a wedding benefice will subscribe to its 
terms. It is outrageous that what should he 
spontaneous is made perfunctory: and that a 
tax should be levied on rich and poor by an 
arbitrary if unwritten law. 

The spectacle of a public wedding—that is 
to say, vulgar inits literal sense—is in hope- 
lessly bad taste, it is true; but you cannot 
shut up.churches; and to many marriage is 
asacramentand the church ita only fitting 
scene. Quida indulges in grotesque anc ri- 
diculous language at its expense. “In al] the 
annals vf the socia) life of the world there 
has not been anything so atrocious in vulgari- 
ty as afashionabie wedding, whether viewed 
in its greedy pillaging of friends and ac. 
quaintances or in its theatrical pomp of cos- 
tune, of procession, and of banquet, | 
It is the very apogee of bad taste 
incongruity, and indecency, from the 
coarse words [Quida must have gone mad t] 
of its rites to its sputtering champagne its 
unvaried orations, and its idiotic expenditures 
rhe most intimate, the most delicate the 
most personal actions and emotions of life are 
set. out in ~ full glare of light in the most 
unscreened and unsparing publicity: 
one sees the odious and disgusting aaa 
of it. The roughest and rudest marr:age 
forms of savage nations are less offensive than 
those which are the received and admired cus 
ton of the civilized world.” And so on ‘and 
ee inuch variety, for a column, 

And yet there are modest maidens and m4n- 
ly men married every day, although you 
would not think it to read all this. A visitor 
from another world—Mars, for instance— 
would think, if the Fortnightly Review were 
thrust into his hand before he had seen an in 
habitant of the Earth, that civilized men and 
women were nothing but degraded brutes of 
the lowest order. Fierce, random hit-or-rmiss 
blows rained by a single fist ona massive 
edifice—even if the edifice be ansightly—will 
only bring derision on the pounder, Quida 
would nave done much better to stick to her 
novel-writing. Her magazine attacks upon 
religion and government and every social 
institution in the world, made as they are, ina 
tantrum, are childish and futile. Civilization 
bas its faults, but no such means as this will 
cure them. Let her go on with her lily- 
browed, white-handed heroes with military 
mechanism inside and her soul-devourin 
heroines with their scented air given to the

Difficult of approach and 
uncommunicative, the little learned of them 
was not acquired without cousiderable trouble, 
They are held in awe by their neighbors, be 
ing, 1m general principles of nature and habit, 
reticent, inaccessible, and‘ unconciliatery, - 
Every ruse 1s resorted to Uy the dénizensof 
the places adjacent to this Indian settlement 
to prevent the intrusion of visitors, These 
Chetimaches seem to drag out a sort of her 
metical existence in the calm atmosphere ef 
the solitude that encompasses them, Around 
their reservation are evidences of civilizahon 
and the cultivation of the soil, 
fields of bright, waving sugarcan? 
hemming them in. But they seem insensate 
to even this proximate touch of a higher cul 
ure, and drag along the days in leaden 
or sullen silence, as though no pulsation beat 
within them. It is said that at the mght of a 
stranger the women skulk away, and a man @ 
oaly visible when the window of a cabin is 
approached. | 


Characteristics of the Relics. 


In personal appearance they differ some 
what from our Choctaws. The men area lit 
tle darker than those who come to the city t@ 
sell their wares; their cheekbones are very 
high, and their eyes keen and quick of moves: 
ment, fPursy, sensual mouths indicate ade) 
terioration of the race; but even wi 
drawback their expression i8 one 
of perfect self-assurance, if not 
boldness. They are fully up to te 
average height of the white man, their 
broad shoulders indicate that they sprung 
from a big-brained people. The women are 
neater and more comely than the mes 
their faces betoken quick intelligence. All are, 
dressed in the habits of the whites, the men 2 
cottonade trousers and calico shirts and the 
women in calico skirts and bright-colored 
waists or jerseys. In their intercourse Wi 
the outside world they speak the Creole patois, 
but between themselves stil] use their mother 
tongue. It is “su: generis” says one # 
visited them, and can be likened to nothing $0 
much as to the twittering of b 
Their spoken language differs from

It is inade up 
sibilants and each syllable seems of sharp 
brevity. The absence of guttural sounds 
makes their speech sound more like at attempt 
o loud whispering, which, with the short sylla 
bles, produces the “ tittering sound.” ' 

It is noticeable that they do not keep any of 
the festivals, ostensibly, nor observe any ‘ 
the ceremonies of their ancestors, although ia 
the close communion, among themeelves, 
old rites may be performed and the Com 
metnoration kept up in secrecy. ° 

In basketmaking they are masters of the 
art. North of Mexico they excel all tribes @ 
the exquisite delicacy of their workmanship 
and the beauty of their coloring. These ba® 
kets are wrought of simple cane, but so deftly 
thinned and stripped that they present the 
appearance of the finest material. Iv detach 
ing the hard cuticle from the «rdinary wild- 
cane they skillfully utilize their finger-nails, 
and the various dyes are put on before they 
begin to weave. These colors are impe 
able, and itis alleged that, despite temp™ 
ing offers, they have persistently tf 
fused to divulge the mystery of thé 
manufactures. A phenomenal feature, a6 U 
dicative of the ingenuity of their conceptiom 
is, that no designs are alike in the make-up 
of their baskets. Diverse patterns are ¢@m- 
braced in each design, yet so unitied in the 
complete composition as to. evince a hig 
order of taste and talent. These baskets are 
difficult to obtain. The larger ones, 
double with exterior designs and piain inte 
rior and 80 closely woven as to hold water, are 
valued at $20, and the smaller ones at 
They are only made to order, and even thea 
coaxing and cajolery have to be used tom, 
duce their acceptance of the commission. 

Being of frugal habits they live on the M 
economical basis, their comparatively scanty 
subsistence being derived from this bas 
work and light y Bree Their wants are few, 
their dietetic régime much restricted, 
coffee is the only article of which they 4 
pear to be immoderately fond. They live # 
exclusive from the whites on the plantations 
that they are almost entirely ignored by 
and nothing ever seems to develop to b 
the almost supernatural quiet and repose 
hover over their homes.

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FERNS GROW FINELY. 


AUSTRALIAN SPECIMENS ARE DOING 
WELL AT THE FAIR. 


Remarkable Traits of the Bird’s Nest, Stag- 
Horn and Tree Species—Remnants of 
Fronds 400 Years Old On Which Suc- 
ceeding Generations Have Fattened 
Until the Present Time—A Plant Which 
Strangles the Tree It Grows on Yet 
Dies for Its Offspring—Natural Museums. 

There has not been much said: about the 

Australian-ferns received at the Horticultural 

Building a few weeks ago, but they are re- 

plete with interest and deserve attention. 

They do not look much like the ferns South- 

Siders have made yearly pilgrimages to 

gather out in that lovely spot with 

the unlovely name of Hog Is'and, an 
gppellation which should be dropped in 


living specimens thrown in. 

These include numbers of new kinds of 
beetles, bugs, and worms, new to the United 
States, all alive and doing well; several taran- 
tulas and two lizards, all, happily, dormant 
when found. Dainty bone dust mingles with 
the brown frond dust to the better nourish- 
ment of the young leaves, and laid away in the 
cozy retreat behind the high wall of leathery, 
middle-aged fronds were found a quantity of 
bones, many of them of rabbits and some of 
other animals, as well as an almost perfect 
skeleton of one of the pouch bearing animals 


be quite an Australian museum, with a few 


peculiar to the great island continent where , 


both tne flora and fauna are so largely made 


up of what is not only unknown elsewhere, - 


out queer and remarkable in itself.

of the far more appropriate 
one given it by the silvery-haired old 
lady who lives in the only old-fashioned gar- 
den in Chicago—viz.: the Ohio woods, be- 
cause of its strong resemblance to the woods 
of her native State. They are near relatives, 
however, and one 1s as interesting as the other 
to a botanist, but there is a tremendous dif- 
ference in degree if not in kind, and these for- 
eigners have ‘the added interest of novelty. 
There are three species of the ferns from 
Queenslard—the bird’s-nest, stag-horn, and 
tree ferns. . Of the last there are two varieties 
nod of these one is the largest known fern. 
The specimens sent to the Fair, the largest 
ever seen in the United States, are in fine con- 
dition and already growing rapidly, having 
borne the long journey and transition froma 
gsemi-tropical tu a semi-arctic climate 
admirably, and adapted themselves to the 
new conditions in asensible, matter of fact 
way. Of course their habitat is simulated as 
nearly as may be, but could the plants 
speak they could probably tell of differences. 


language, which fortunately is intelligible to 
the plant growers of all countries, is that they 
are well ‘pleased with their treatment and 
anxious to show their appreciation of the hos- 
pitalities extended them by looking and act- 
ing quite at home. 

The bird’s-nests are unrolling highly pol- 
ished fresh green fronds as though in haste to 
make themselves presentable after their long 
trip and show their liking for Illinois soil. 


Are Vegetable Wonders, 


The stag-horn ferns are vegetable wonders. 
\A section of the tree bearing each of the enor- 
mous cluinps has been sawed off and the plants 
‘are growing undisturbed just as they have the 
hundreds of years since the first two fronds 
sentastrong root tiber through the inter- 
stices of the bark clinging for support to 
the trunk ata height of forty or more feet 
‘above the ground. 

Since that far distant time each plant has 
fystematicaliy added two fronds each year to 
the slowly accumulating mass. One of these 
pfojects in the unique shape which has given 
the plant its common name, as it has a quaint 
resemblance to astag’s antlers; this is the 
fertile or spore bearing frond and after 
reaching maturity it drops off. The 
other is sterile, large, and nearly round, but 
is cleft through the middie almost its 
entire length, being joined at a _ point 
something below the center, where the fertile 
trond is connected on the one -side and the 
plant sends out its roots on the other. The 
sterile frond lies neariy flat against, first the 
tree, then each preceding year’s growth, for 
ji retains its position, and in the slow course 
of time gradually changes from green to leat 
brown, but preserves the leathery quality 
which makes it almost indestructible. 

Thus by slow degrees the bulk has increased, 
as also the number of plants; until the trunk 
of the so-called “beef oak,’’ on which the 
ferns grow, has been encircled. The search- 
ing fibrous roots have clung so tightly, mere- 
ly for support, as the plant is nut a parasite, 
that they have strangled the tree, which, being 
the tough, hard-grained, and valuable Casua- 
rina, continues to patiently hold on high the 
ever-increasing bulk of the remarkable plant 
that has ruthlessly smothered all its chances 

or life. 

So far the fern seems a_ particularly selfish 
vegetable,. with characteristics singularly 
tkin to those sometimes encountered in the

In that land of exuberant vegetation 
no ground seems to be scant or too stony to 
nourish something, and the seeds borne to 
these unpromising resting places by the scorch- 
ing breath of a tropic breeze are now spring- 
ing into life with astonishing vigor and 
charming effect. Numerous creepers, some 
of them old plants,’ etch patterns 
on the dark surface; the delicate greenery of 
a little climbing fern weaves a misty veil over 
it here and there; two or more varieties 
bignonia and some specimens of the tecoma 
vine are all putting forth young leaves. The 
somnber background is tufted, in Nature’s de- 
lightfully irregular way, by other 
bits of foliage: clusters “of the 
tiny hymenophyilum, the wee 
fronds scarcely an inch in length, seem not in 
the least abashed by the giant ones drooping 
aboye them.

BOATS FOR THE FAIR. 


FLEET TO NAVIGATE THE LAGOONS 
AND BASINS. 


Fifty Electric Launches Being Constructed 
at Detroit and Racine—The Larger 
Boats Being ,Built at the Shipyard of C. 
P. Willard & Co,, on the North Branch 
of the Chicago River—They Consist of 
Twelve Steam Yachts and Five Larger 
Craft—Shipbuilding in Chicago. 


The fleet of water craft to navigate the la- 
goons and basins at the World’s Fair is now 
callirig for the labors of 200 or 300 ship- 
wrights. The fifty electric launches for the 
lagoons are being constructed at. Detroit and 
Racine. The larger boats for the basins and 
naval exhibits, commodioys steam yachts in 
size, machinery, and appointments, occupy 
the stocks in the shipyard of Charles P. Will- 
ard & Co., on the North Branch of the Chica- 
go River. There are twelve of these steam 
yachts, exactly alike above the water line. 
Alongside of them are five larger boats, 
all designed for World’s Fair traffic next sea- 
son. If there is time a half-dozen more will 
be constructed before the opening of the Fair. 
The later additions will be smailer and have 
less engine power. 

When Mr. Willard secured the concession of 
running boats on the basins he was confronted 
with the question of what he was going to do 
with a dozen boats after the Fair was over. 
At best they would be second-hand and must 
be disposed of at some price. It could not be 
hoped that the profits of the World’s Fair 
season, after handing overt 25 per cent of the 
gross receipts to the I{xposition company, 
would be large enough to offset a big depre- 
ciation. 

Acting on this idea the boats were designed 
to be large'and stanch. The Exposition fixed 
the limit of length at fifty feet, and Mr. Will- 
ard took the limit. 

Outside of the machinery the.dozen boats 
for the basins and the five larger yachts are 
now nearly complete. The seventeen stand- 
ing side by side on the stocks make a pretty 
sight, even on a cold day with the 
wind and snow -blowing through the 
chinks in the huge shed. On some even 
the perinanent cherry and mahogany awning 
is being fitted. On apleasant day next April 
the procession wil! steam out of the North 
Branch and down Chicago River to the lake. 
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steam yachts for next seagon. The example 
of the Buena Park club’ in having its own 
steam yacht has called general attention{to 
the pleasures of yachting on the club plan, 

Mr. Willard has prepared for quite 
a craze in that direction by havnag 
speedy and commodious boats which can be 
chartered by those who do not care to buy. 
The five will be ready for service at the same 
time the dozen sail fur the Fair grounds, 

The Willard Concession, 

The Willard concession was obtained after 
one of the warmest contests the World’s Fair 
officials had to decide. It calls for twelve 
boats to run from the basin in front of the 
Administration Building to the naval exhibit, 
and thence to the basin toward the Fisheries 
Building. Since then the lagoon back of the 
Agricu/tural Building has been added to the 
concession, 

‘‘Do you think there is much money in the 
franchise?’ Mr. Willard was: asked, 

‘¢ You know as much about it as I do.” was 
the reply. ‘It is all guess work. Of course, 
I believe there is sore profit, else I should 
not prepare to put $100,000 into boats for the 
Fair. It seems to me reasonable that people 
will want a boat ride which will give them a 
view of the Exposition from the lake, If I 
can conviace Chicago people that yachts can 
be built somewhere besides salt water 
I have done a good deal, [ have 
good friends who will not go _ near 
a yacht built in Chicago, but will pay big 
money this winter for bvats built in New 
York. They laugh when [ tell them that Chi- 
cago can build good boats. Triple-expansion 
engines, the highest type of marine power 
anywhere, will driveevery oneof them. Ifall 
the means of transportation at the Fair are as 
safe and luxurious as these Dvats Chicago will 
have nothing to be ashamed of.”’ 

Mr. Willard shipped yesterday to Galveston, 
Tex., a government dispatch boat 37 feet long 
and 944 feet wide, with a condensing engine, 
It is intended for rough, salt water work. 

In all about 100 men will be at work on the 
World’s Fair fleet, now that the government 
boat has been completed. 

Following the custom of some steamer 
lines, the steam yachts will be named after 
countries the names of which begin and end 
with “A.’”’ The first one, of course, will be 
the America.

Temporary Launch, 

When the first boat was completed, with the 
exception of machinery, Mr. Willard made a 
temporary launch. The boat was towed toa 
stone derrick by the riverside, and exactly 
29,500 pounds of stone was lowered into the 
boat. Just two feet of its white sides 
was out of water. Although the displacement 
had been carefully tigured, still there might 
have been an error, and the shipbuilder was 
taking ne chances. Counting the muchinery, 
fuel, and permanent fittings to weigh five 
tons, the boat would have a carrying capacity 
of ten tons. This left a wide margin for the 
local steamboat inspectors, who passed on the 
plans and fixed the government limit at sev- 
enty-five passengers. 

All seventeen boats will have triple exXxpan- 
sion engines exactly alike. The cylinders 
will te 4%, 7, and 12 inches in diameter 
with eight inches stroke. The boilers will be 
the Roberts safety water-tube style, to stand 
the governinent test of 200 pounds pressure to 
the square inch. Running wide open the ma- 
chinery will develop 100 horse-power. With 
the ordinary cut-off of stenm they will show 
an economical working force of cighty-three 
horse-power. This is in excess of the require- 
ments at the Fair, as highspeed wil! not count 
for much in the short runs, but after the Fair 
is Over a good twelve-mile boat will be much 
more salable than one of less speed. The 
machinery alone will cost over $3,000 for each 
buat. 

The World’s Fair yachts are built with 
rather bluff. straight bows, and are intended 
to sit squarely in the water. The boilers and 
engines are amidships, and are low down in 
order to lower the center of gravity. A cabin, 
roof of which 1s three feet above decks, will 
cover them. The steering wheel will be in 
the open space at the bow. Awnings, sup- 
ported by permament frames, will extend the 
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1849 in Cook County, near Chicago. He started 
to school in 1856.

Being extremely sharp, they 
will have greater speed onthe same power 
than the shorter boats. The boiler and engine 
will be housed in, but otherwise ¢he decks 
will be free. Awnings, held by the spars. 
will be their covering. The rail 
is handsomely paneled in quarter-sawed 
oak. These yachts will cost about $7.000 
apiece. They will be tor charter during next 
summer to private parties who prefer that 
way of going to Jackson Park.

‘QO, 
we’re ahead,’ replied the defender of the stars 
and bars. *Those chumps you’ve brought 
down here can’t play poker a little bit. But 
they can fight, General,’ I remarked. * Have 
to, sometimes,’ said Grant, dryly, and rode 
away.” 


Blaine’s Patriotism. 

The illness of ex-Secretary Blaine serves to 
bring to the front a numerous fund of stories 
bearing upou his life and public services. Gen. 
Kussell A. Alger says that, following the elec- 
tion of 1884, he asked Blaine why he did not 
contest the alleged election of Cleveland, after 
he had witnessed the undoubted miscounting 
of votes cast for him in New York. The ex- 
Secretary’s reply came out with emphasis, 
showing how patriotic he was. He said: 

**T was a witness to all that occurred before 
and after the seating of President Hayes. and 
I made up my mind that another contest of 
that character, no matter what its merits 
might be, was likely to precipitate insurrec- 
tion of possibly fatal character. I then deter- 
mined that should I ever become a candidate 
for President and suffer defeat by a narrow 
wnargin I would under no circumstances 1in- 
peril natioral peace by bringiny into question 
the announced result. Public opinion may 
be trusted to correct an error or crime of that 
nature, and it is better that the individual 
should suffer than that the country should be 
thrown into turmoil.”’ 


Napoleon and Talleyrand. 

Napoleon described Talleyrand as one 
whose face would preserve a smile while he 
was bemg kicked from behind. Talleyrand 
had his revenge, says the San Francisco Argo- 
naut, 

‘It is a pity,’’ he said, *‘ that so great a man 
should have such bad manners.”’ And che mot 
will cling to Napoleon forever. Macaulay has 
said the same thing in comparing Cesar with 
Napoleon: 

‘But after all, Caesar was a gentleman.”’

ONE-SIDED LABOR LEGISLATION PRO- 
POSED. 

A bill has been introduced at Springfield 
| which declares that : 

{t shall be unlawful for any individual or mem- 
ber of any firm or agent, officer, or employé of 
any company or corporation to prevent or at- 
tempt to prevent employés from forming, joining, 
and belonging to any lawful labor organization, 
and any such individual membér, agent, officer, 
or employé that coerces or attempts to coerce em- 
ployés by discharging or threatening to discharge 
them from their employ or the employ of any 
firm, company, or corporation because of their 
connection with such lawful labor organization, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction : ball be fined in any sum not exceeding 
$100, or~be imprisoned for not more than three 
months, or both, in the discretion of the court. 
This act shall take etfect and be in force from 
and after its passage. 

A somewhat similar measure has been in- 
trocuced in the Indiana Legislature, and 
probably has been er will be in those of other 
States. 

It may be that there are firms, corporations, 
or other employers that have a hostility to 
labor organizations per'se, and that will not 
employ aman forno other reason than that 
he belongsto a union. If so, they are as 
cranky and foolishasan employer would be 
who had no better reason for dismissing a 
workman than that he had joined the Meth- 
odist or Baptist Church. Organization is as 
natural for employés as for employers. It is 
one of the instincts of man which he does not 
share with the brute creation. 

It may be, however, that there are other em- 
ployers whose hostility to “ organized” or 
** monopoly labor’”’ is due not to the mere fact 
of the existence of a labor organization, but 
to unpleasant experience of its methods. A 
man who has been trampled over by a walk- 
ing delegate, who has seen the control of his 
own business taken out'ef his hands by that 
individual, who has dictated to him whom he 
shall and whom he shall not employ, may see 
only the abuses of “organized labor monopo- 
ly ’’ and imagine that they are the necessary 
consequences of organization, forgetful of the 
fact that “‘ organized labor’”’ has its good side, 
just as *‘ organized capital ”’ has. 

It may well be that there are instances 
where hostility to labor organizations has been 
carried to a point which is morally inde- 
fensible, and yet it is difficult to see how those 
evils would be remedied by legislation. Were 
it made a misdemeanor for an employer to 
discharge a man because he belonged to a 
‘**lawful labor organization,’ the State, when 
it prosecuted an offender, would have to prove 
its case. When it attempted to do so it would 
find it a task of singular difficulty. 

Passing by the question of the inutility of 
such legislation it would: have looked better 
had those who prepared it made it a little less 
onesided and had provided for the protection 
of “organized capital’? and non-organized 
labor as well as of organized labor. They 
should have prepared an additional section 
reading thus: 

It shall be uniawful for any individual or mem- 
ber of any lawful labor organization to force or 
attempt to force the employés of any firm, com- 
pany, or corporation to join any lawful labor or- 
ganization, and that any such individual, mem- 
ber, agent, or officer that coerces or attempts to 
coerce employers to discharge men because they 
do not belong to any lawful labor organization, 
or who being in the employ of any firm, company, 
or corporation threatens to or does leave that 
employment because work is also given to non- 
organized labor, shall beguilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction shall be fined in any sum not 
exceeding $100, or be imprisoned for not more 
than three months, or both, in the discretion of 
the court. 

A law with these two provisions in it would 
be atolerably well-balanced one, and would 
give to the goose the same sauce that it did to 
the gander. Then ifan employer said to a 
workman: “i am gomg to discharge you be- 
cause you belong to a union,” he would be 
fined or imprisoned., If amember of a “* law- 
ful labor organization’ said to his employer: 
*“*T will discharge you as an employer unless 
you drop that non-union man you have at 
work or make him join a union,” the working- 
man would be fined or imprisoned. If the 
rights of the members of “iawful labor or- 
ganizations’ are to be protected thus, so too 
must those of non-organized laborers, who 
are the nost numerous, and also those of em- 
ployers. 

As the workingmen will not agree to be im- 
partial in their legislation it is best to pass 
no bill-at all and leave these matters 
regulated by the conservative common sense 
of both sides. 
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THE LITERARY CENTER. 

Mr. Edward W. Bok, one~ of the closest ob- 
servers of literary events in this country, dis- 
evsses in the Ladies’ Home Journal for Jan- 
uary .the important * Does New 
York im reality hold out more opportunities to 
the young writer than a smaller city, or more 
than any other cf our large American cities ?”’

These points establish the favorable side of 
the question, and yet after Mr. Bok has exam- 
ined the other side he is constrained to admit 
that a literary reputation can be made just as 
easily outside of New York as inside, because, 
first, the most successful books of the last ten 
years have neither been written nor published 
in New York; second, because the literary 
men and women of foremost reputation do not 
all, by any means, live in New York; and 
third, because, “although New York pub- 
lishes the bulk of the best known periodicals, 
the two American periodicals having achieved 
the largest and most merited circulations are 
buth published in other cities than New York.”’ 
To clinch his argument Mr. Bok cites the fol- 
lowing illustrations: 

Charles Egbert Craddock did not goto New 
York to win literary fame, nor did she even choose 
a New York publisher, and the same is true of 
Edward Bellamy. Nor did Eugene Field and James 
Whitcomb Riley feel that they needed to go to 
New York to reach eminence as writers. Mr. 
Howe!ls made his success years before he went to 
New York. Joel Chandler Harris and Thomas 
Nelson Page spoke from the South and were heard 
in New York. Lew Wallace did not find it neces- 
sary to go to New York to write “ Ben Hur.” 

Mr. Bok might have continued his list almost 
indefinitely.. Not to mention Holmes, Long- 
fellow, Whittier, Lowell, and others of the 
briluant New England coterie who always re- 
mained true to Boston, two of the favorite 
story-tellérs of the day—Sarah Orne Jewett 
and Misfg Wilkins—have their books published 
in the latter city. Mark Twair’s books al- 
wavs have come from Connecticut and the 
same State gave us the“ Life of Grant.”’ Prof. 
Parkman and Prof. Fiske have sent out their 
important works trom Boston, and it is a Bos- 
ton art publishing house that is now at work 
on ** The Famous Composers,’’ the most beau- 
tiful book of the kind ever issued in this 
country. The rising Western novelist, Mrs. 
Catherwood, has selected the Atlantic Month- 
ly for the publication of her charming stories, 
and the most brilliant scientific musical book 
of last year, that of Prof. Zahm, bears the 
imprint of a Chicago house. In the publica- 
tion business indeed Chicago rapidly is com- 
ing to the front. So far as_ light 
literature is concerned it is already 
the Leipsic of America. The opening up of 
its great libraries and the organization of its 
university with the University Press are fast at- 
tracting the higher literature also. The lat- 
ter indeed speedily will compete with the siin- 
ilar press at Cambridge. It is not necessary, 
however, to multiply instances farther. As 
Mr. Bok says: “ It is not so much the place 
as the man. Cream will rise to the surface 
whether the cow is milked in New York or 
the backwoods of the wildest and farthest 
Western mining town. The man who has 
something to say will be heard from whether 
he writes from the most obscure of Western 
towns or from the most central point in New 
York City.’’ Chicago always has had some- 
thing tosay- As its opportunities for saying 
that something are continually ‘increasing 
there need be no doubt it will be heard from, 


A FOOLISH WOQRLD’S FAIR PESSIMIST. 

In the Engineering Magavine for December 
James C. Bayles, Ph. D., predicts an appal- 
ling increase of the death rate as one of the 
results of the World’s Fair at Chicago. He 
says that at no other time are the conditions 
of transient residence in acity so abnormal 
and uncomfortable as during an international 
exhibition. There will be food and beds 
enough in Chicago next summer, but for a 
vast majority of the visitors good food will be 
impossible and good beds improbable. He 
bolds that temporary structures and extem- 
porized boarding-houses, whieh no Board of 
Health would permit under other conditions, 
and cheap restaurants where badly cooked food 
is served, will be the rule forall except the few 
who can afford to pay royally for first-class 
accommodation. This will be all the worse 
in-its effects, as a large percentage of the 
visitors will be people who ought to stay 
quietly at home. Those too old or too young 
or too wuch enfeebled by disease to under- 
take the fatigue, exposure, and irregularity 
will suffer first and most. ‘“* The fertile germ 
of typhoid-fever will be planted in a thousand 
new centers of favorable development, and 
every variety of diarrheal disease may be ex- 
pected to prevail among the returning vis- 
itors. Contagious diseases, especially those 
of children, will be widely distributed. Deaths 
due to aggravation by exposure, fatigue, and 
personal imprudence, of preéxisting weak- 
nesses, or slowly-developing chronic diseases 
will help to swell the total.’’ And as forevery 
death there will be five or more cases whichdo 
not end fatally the net results are likely to be 
very costly to the country. 

There is absolutely no warrant for these as- 
sertions. The international expositions at 
Loudon, Paris, Vienna, and Philadelphia 
were attended similarly by persons old and 
feebie as well as the young and strong, but 
neither unusually prevalent disease nor an ab- 
normal death rate marked either of these 
gatherings. It is true, a larger attendance is 
expected for Chicago the coming summer 
than at any of the exhibitions named, but we 
have more room, better facilities for feeding 
and otherwise caring for the visitors, and the 
laws of health are better understeod now than 
at any previous time in the history of the 
race. There will be no necessity for dense 
crowding. A broad ¢ xpAnse of land previously 
unoccupied fcr residence purposes is

are made for sanitation than 
those enjoyed at home by a great many of 
those who will visit us. If these, the hotels, 
boarding-houses, and the numerous “ private ”’ 
houses that will be open for the accommoda- 
tion of visitors, are not sufficient, there are 
numerous suburban towns within easy dis- 
tance by rail, in any and all of which they will 
welcome if willing to pay reasonable 
charges. Doubtless:among so many cooks

Bayles does not form a sufficient offset to his 
unfounded talk about increased danger of 
disease and death. 


BUILD THE CREMATORIES AT ONCE. 

The builder of the Heavey crematory for 
garbage denies the reports about the structure 
being a failure. He insists it has done all 
claimed for it, and has not broken down in 
any way except that a grate bar was ruptured 
by “‘a large rock thrown in from a city 
garbage wagon.”” He claims that the prob- 
lem of garbage cremation is solved. It has 
passed the experimental stage, and nothing 
now remains except for tne municipal authori- 
ties to do their part by erecting crematories 
in different parts of the city. It was est- 
mated long since that six of these would be 
required to properly care for’ the garbage ac- 
cumulations of Chicago, and Mr. Heavey says 
that all of the half dozen could be erected in- 
side of thirty days. 

If this be true the garbage problem is a 
matter of plain sdiling. Only official dilatori- 
ness stands in the way of burning up all of the 
filth of the city every day from and after the 
close of next month. This is allowing a 50 per 
cent leeway for the selection of sites and the little 
delay that may be caused by bitter weather. 
Within the next six weeks the city authorities 
could and should choose the sites, order the 
coastruction, get the crematories ready for 
work, and organize an efficient scavenger 
force to feed the flames when they are ready 
to devour. The Heavey crematory must be 
pulled down, not because it does not work, 
but for the reason that it stands on ground 
which the owners want for other purposes. It 
not to be abolished except on the 
phoenix. plan of half a dozen others rising 
from its ashes. 

The Mayor and the Health Department 
have full power to go ahead with this work, 
which ought to have been undertaken months 
ago. If they show themselves too much op- 
preaged with the responsibility of deciding just 
how to go about it the Council fittingly might 
give them a kindly prod, provoking them to 
do their duty. Perhaps the committee of one 
hundred could influence the Council to bring 
such pressure to bear, and its members could 
not work better towards performing the sani- 
tary duty to the citizens which they have un- 
dertaken. It will be an utterly defenseless 
shame and a deep disgrace to thecity if the 
cremation of its garbage »be not in full 
progress at the opening of the Fair. 
The danger of bad health from filth will 
far greater when the city is filled 
up with visitors than at any other tine, even 
if there were no fear of a cholera invasion 
next summer, which is sufficiently grave to 
have commanded the attention of Congress. 
No more time should be lost. A little longer 
delay, and unexpected difficulties may arise 
to prevent the work from being carried out 
even if the city authorities are then in earnest. 
So the committee should act at once. It 
will be perfectly justified in demanding that 
the Council order of six months ago be car- 
ried out and suffitiently long before the open- 
ing of the Fair to permit the scavenger as well 
as the crematory force to get into good 
working order before the influx of visitors be- 
gins. We must have the crematories, and’ their 
constructionganust be undertaken right away 
if we would have the business work smoothly 
and well all the coming summer. 
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FRENCH OFFERINGS OF SILVER. 

The Pittsburg Gazette copies the remarks 
by Tue Trisune in regard to the French 
offerings of silver at the equivalent of 80% 
cents per fine ounce less than a month ago, 
and says: **' The French do not produce silver, 
but they have an enormous stock of it they 
would be glad to sell. Suppose there were 
free coinage in this country. All the surplus 
silver of France would be sent to us, the mints 
would be forced to accept it, and gold would 
be taken for it. Down would go the price of 
silver to 50 cents gold for a standard dollar. 
And yet Colorado cries to be ruined.”’ That 
is true. A more senseless cry was never ut- 
tered than that of the producers of silver who 
claim to believe that free coimage legislation 
is all that. is necessary to raise 
the silver Humpty Dumpty to’ the top of the 
wall again. They are demanding what would 
be for themselves a calamity, though not quite 
s0 greutaone perhaps as that which the 
change would inflict upon all the rest of the 
people in the United States. If free coinage 
were granted them their silver would have no 
greater buying) power, at home or abroad, 
than what was conceded to it by the commer- 
cial world, and that value has recently been 
much less than the price which has obtained 
in this country because of the artificial mar- 
ket afforded for the metal by the United 
States Treasury. Three days before Christ- 
mas silver was vainly offered in the foreign 
markets at the equivalent of 30% cents per 
ounce of the pure metal, making the commer- 
cial ratio 26.2 to 1, and giving but a trifle 
over 61 cents for the value of the pure metal 
in our Silver dollar. Sellers were willing to 
accept this price of 3624 pence per ounce of 
the English standard of fineness, and found 
no buyers. How much less they must have 
accepted in order to sell is not known. How 
much less the silver miners of the United 
States would have to accept for their product 
in money which other nations recognize as 
standard value, in. case their Thsane demand 
granted, cannot be told. But they 

not then get in the United States a 
premium of 2 or 3 per cent over the price ob- 
tainable in countries. They would 
simply be paid for it in depreciated dollars 
which would not buy as much per ounce of 
weight as their silver bullion will buy now; to 
say nothing of coina. 
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LIBERALIZING PRESBYTERIAN DOCTRINE

A 
report of the proceedings at the first dinner 
says also that an effort will be made to 
popularize liberal ideas and promote discus- 
sion of things heretofore h too sacred 
to be discussed. The object ofall this is to 
bring about a change in Presbyterian Church 
literature so as to modernize it and bring it 
more into line with modern scholarship and 
modern ways of thinking. This movement in 
Cincinnati, coupled with the loyal manner in 
which Prof. Briggs’ friends in the New York 
Presbytery have rallied around and sustained 
him, is significant as showing a decided trend 
in the church towards liberalism and as indi- 
cating that what is now talked by the minis- 
ters in the privacy of a social gathering may 
yet be talked openly. For the present they 
are safe from any inquisitorial proceed- 
ings, and so long as they do not 
proclaim their heresies from the pul- 
pit or in published works they will 
be safe from ecclesiastical arrest and prose- 
cution. But how long will it. be before what 
is now talked under the rose will be pro- 
claimed upon the highway? As the society 
grows older it will grow bolder. When the 
time comes for it to declare itself publicly it 
probably will be surprised to find how many 
of the laity sympathize with its views and 
how many of its brethren in the pulpit stand 
ready to indorse its doctrines and to abandon 
its medieval dogmas. The work of liberal- 
izing the doctrines of the church has begun in 
earnest. Its progress will be watched with 
great intcrest. 


INSTRUCTIONS IN CRIMINAL CASES. 

When the jurors in a criminal case are 

through listening to the evidence and the 
arguinents agid retire to consider their ver- 
dict they take with them generally a number 
of sheets of paper called instructions, which 
have been handed them by the Judge. Some 
of the instructions are in the handwriting of 
the State’s-Attorney, and embody his ideas of 
the law. Some are prepared by the counsel 
for the defendants. ‘Others are added by the 
Judge. This mass of disorganized matter 
which the jurors are supposed to peruse and 
understand serves ordinarily to befog rather 
than to enlighten them. In some cases they 
have not hesituted to own up plaintively to 
their bewilderment. Those who have been 
jurors in United States courts have compared 
the old-fashioned system of giving instruc- 
tions in vogue there with the one in use in 
the State courts to the advantage of the for- 
mer. . 
Whe Illinois practice goes back about half a 
century and had its origin in causes which 
probably do not exist now, certainly not in the 
cities of the State. Gov. Ford, who was Judge 
before he was Governor, says in his ** History 
of Illinois ’”’: 

In general the Judges were averse to deciding 
questions of law if they could possibly avoid do- 
ing so. They did not like the responsibility of 
offending one or the other of the parties and pre- 
ferred tosubmit everything they could to be de- 
cided by the jury. They never gave instructions 
toajury unless expressly called for. . ,.. 1 
knew one Judge who when asked for instructions 
would rub his head and the side of his face with 
his hand, as if in perplexity, and say to the law- 
yers, “ Why, gentlemen, the jury understand the 
case; they need no icstructions; no doubt they 
will do justice between the parties.” ... Some 
other Judges, through fear of doing wrong or fee!- 
ing a timid anxiety to avoid censure if they were 
compelled to give instractions which might decide 
the verdict on one side, were careful to accom- 
pany them with such exceptions and explanations 
as served to mystify what they had previously 
said and destroy its force with the jury. 

Thus the Judges themselves were mainly 
responsible for the existence of a practice 
which many of them now deplore. As Judges 
are less timid and more learned than they 
were prior to 1846 there is no reason why the 
bad features of the present system of instruc- 
tions in criminal cases should not be done 
away with. The Senator from Peoria, who 
was once State’s-Attorney, has introduced a 
bill which provides that the Judge may charge 
the juty orally if he sees fit, his remarks to be 
taken down by the stenographer and a copy to 
be furnished the defendant if he wants it. 
In most cases a brief oral charge will meet all 
the needs of the jury. , They will understand 
it, while they do not comprehend the hodge- 
podge of written matter hurled at them now. 
A Judge wil! be permitted to write out his in- 
structions if he sees fit, but generally he wil! 
say what is necessary off-hand. By the bill 
either the people or defendant are permitted 
to make requests for instructions on points 
materia! to the issue, but they will not be per- 
mitted to write down a great mass of stuff 
which the Judge does not feel at liberty to 
condense, 

This bill and some of the others which have 
been submitted amending the practice in 
criminal cases ought to be passed. 
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Ir is stated in a Washington dispatch that 
Mr. Holman is going to make an “ earnest 
effort ’’ tou cut down the items in the river and 
harbor bill. This is distressing news, be- 
cause it was announced last year that Mr. 
Holman was going to keep the river and har- 
bor bill within reasonable bounds. The re- 
sult was that Congress passed the largest in 
its history, the grand total being about 
fifty mullion dollars. If such was the result 
of Mr. Holman’s economic iabors last year 
those of this year may be expected to turn 
out as unprofitably. It does not appear frem 
the dispatches that Mr. Holman is going to 
put the knife to any appropriation which may 
be made for the Big Miami River in his dis- 
trict. He knows that the government ought 
not to spend a cent there, but like most pro- 
fessional economists he shuts his eyes to the 
expenditure of government funds in his own 
neck of woods. 

In one respect Mr. Holman is behaving 
more honestly than he did last year. He set 
off, when Congress met, by announcing that 
he was going to cut down the appropriations 
between sixty and a bundred millions. It ap- 
peared at the close of the session that the ap- 
propriations were larger than for the cor- 
responding session of what the Democrats 
used to—but do not now—call “the billion 
dollar Congress.’’ Thus far Mr. Holman has 
made no prophecies about cutting down this 
session’s appropriations, having learned ap- 
parently that it is not safe to make economic 
predictions when the Democrats are in power. 


Tue Pacific Mail Steamship company has 
long had an arrangement with the Panama 
railroad company by which the latter bound 
itself to carry freight for the Pacific Mail, 
but not for any competing line. The road 
gave notice recently of* its igtention to cancel 
that agreement so that it might. be free to do 
business for all. Had it succeeded it freeing 
itself from its present entangiing alliances, 
new steamboat lines between San Francisco 
and Panama, and Aspinwall and the United 
States, England, and France, would have 
entered the field, carrying freight for reason- 
able rates. The railroad company has been 
enjoined, however, from rescinding this 
agreement. 

It is reported now that the steamship com- 


‘pany is endeavoring to buy the control of the 


Panama road so that its inonopoly may be 
secure from attack. One way to put an end 
to this attempt tothrottle American com- 
merce is to dig the Nicaragua Canal. That 
would be the most effectual. Another would 
be for the United States to suggest to the Re- 
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the railway is situated, that this country would 
be obliged if it would force that road to do 
business impartially with all citizens of the 
United Stetes. If the Pacific Mail monopoly 
is not smashed there is no telling at what mo- 
ment it and the transcontinenta] roads will 
make up their quarrels and resume the 
harmonious plundering of the people.

A petition asking for an increase of police- 
men’s salaries has been circulated extensively 
ty the policemen themselves. They ask for 
an increase of 25 per cent in salaries, and are 
no doubt encouraged in making the request 
by some of the Aldermen. It is not a good 
time to ask for an increase of salaries. The 
financial resources of the city are limited. 
Supt. McClaughry will ask for a large addition 
to the force. Ihe other heads of departments 
will ask for larger appropriations than they 
got last year. There will not be money 
enough under the control of the Council to 
provide for these increases. If there were 
the increases should not be made, because 
they are uncalled for and unnecessary. 
If the salaries of policemen were regulated 
on the Adam Smith principle of supply and 
demand, the salaries would be about 60 per 
cent of what is now paid. There would be lots 
of able-bodied men ready to serve the city as 
bluecoats at $600 per year. Policemen are 
now paid one thousand dollars, and that 
ought to be sufficient. The only thimg that 
would justify an increase of the policemen’s 
salaries would be an increase of the saloon 
license fee to one thousand dollars per annum. 
Policemen are employed mostly to counteract 
the evil influences of the saloon, If the sa- 
loon license fee is increased there might be 
some sort of logical justification for the in- 
crease of the police:men’s compensation, 

TuoveH the estimate of City Engineer 
Clarke for the extension of the old Chesbor- 
ough tunnels two and a half miles further into 
the lake is much larger than was anticipated 
the Council should not be deterred from pro- 
ceeding with that most degirable work if we 
are to have water free at all times from pollu- 
tion. The intake crib must be placed beyond 
the reach of shore contamination. The two- 
mile crib is 80 located that the shore contami- 
nation reaches it three or four times a year, 
and the pollution continues for weeks after 
the shore water reaches the crib. A crib two 
and a half miles further out would be beyond 
the line of contamination. If the work is 
commenced this spring it will take a year or 
a year and a half toconstruct it, and it is be- 
lieved that the net earnings of the Water De- 
partment in that period will pay for the im- 
provement. The Council should not defer 
action in this matter, nor be deterred by the 
rather high estimate of Mr. Clarke from pro- 


ceeding with the work.

SOME WEAK POINTS IN THE PRESENT 
ASSESSMENT SYSTEM. 


Street Opening Expenses Unjustly Dis- 
tributed—The- Builders’ and Traders’ 
Exchange to Go to the Ogden Building 
—Conditions in New York and Boston 
~—Contemplated Action by the Real Ks- 
tate Board on the. Torrens Transfer 

. Bystem—Local Realty Notes. 

. The Chicago special assessment system is 
and has been a constant subject for revision 
and improvement and by no means approx- 
imates perfection yet. There are faults and 
defects inherenfé to the system itself, and 
others are due to its execution. Incidents are 
constantly cropping out which indicate gross 
carelessness on the part of the special assess- 
ment officials. 

On one of the main streets of the West Side, 
for example, an assessment was levied last 
year for house drains. This assessment was 
returned and put in course of collection before 
any provision was made for a sewer with 
which the drains might connect. Several 
large out of town holders of vacant 
tracts were forced to pay sums which 
would have seemed large had any re- 
lief been afforded, but which appeared 
preposterous iu view of the fact that absoiute- 


ly no benefit was conferred. The method of « 


levying thé assessment in the instance cited 
was the cause of one of the out-of-town own- 
ers closing out all his holdings here. Prop- 
erty-owners naturally object to having assess- 
ments levied and placed in collection long be- 
fore the improvements provided for are be- 
gun. The payment of the money in advance 
benefits no one except possibly the official 
who handles tne funds, and who is consequent- 
‘ly ahead his interest. The actual cost of the 
work is not reduced, the work is not pushed 
forward a whit more rapidly, and even the con- 
tractor is not benefited. | 
_ It may bea fact that the taxation rate is 
lower in Chicago than, on property in any 
other city approximating it in size. The 
amount paid out, however, for special assess- 
ments for improvements, especially in the 
outlyimg districts, is far out of proportion to 
the value of the preperty improved. Thz- 
special assessments are a constant bugbear to 
outside buyers and investors. 
Of all the special assessments, however, the 
* ‘assessments for street opening are ustially the 
~ most unjast. .Two instances of street opening 
proceedings are reported from ‘he Auburn 
~ Park district which are good illustrations of 
the injustice of the present system. The first 
involves the opening of Sever,ty-second street 
from the right of way of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railroad ta the Rock: Island 
railroad.: The tract south/ of’ the center line 
of Seventy-second etreet/ has been tied up by 
lawsuits and remains unsubdivided. The land 
north of the center /line of Seventy-second 
street, however, wes subdivided a few years 
ago with lots fronfing east and west. As a 
consequence a tharty-three-foot street was laid 
out by the ,owners north, with the 
' understandi that the owners south 
would joi in later and widen 
the street ty sixty-six feet. With this general 
understanding the lots north were sold out 
and in Many cases builton. The opening of 
¢ the st and consequent improvements 
have been practically as much of a benefit to 
the prperty-owners south as to those north. 
Now /it is discovered that the owners of ‘he 
vacat tract south do not intend to dedicate 
he thirty-three-foot strip and it will be nec- 
sary tocondemn it. This will be done and 
he property-owners north will be forced, 
afser having provided one-half of the street, 
‘to pay for one-half of the remainder. A _pre- 
mium is thus placed on unprogressiveness. 
The other street-opening case is if anything 
a more flagrant injustice. The tract of land 
between Seventy-fourth and Seventy-ffth 
streets extending from Stewart avenuetoState 
street, a distance of half a mile, was until 
recently held in four narrow strips about 150 
feet wide extending-the entire half mile. The 
land had not been subdivided, and conse- 
quently most of the north and svuth streets 
have not been opened through tne singie 
block. One of the long strips, known as the 
“Good Luck” tract, was sold out about a year 
ago at fancy prices and was subdivided. It 
was the strip lymg furthest north along 
Seventy-fourth street. The purchaser opened 
all the north and south streets through his 
property, improved the extensions with 
macadani pavement, and built up his various 
frontages. Proceedings have now been begun 
for the opening of the streets through the re- 
maining three strips. The two inside strips 
are practically without value without the street 
openings, which are the most economical 
which could be made. Notwithstanding this, 
the owner of the fourth strip already opened 
and improved, is mulcted in a large propor- 
tion of the cost, and all the property owners 
_ in the vicinity who have holdings on the north 
and south streets are invited through the spe- 
. cial assessment bureau to contribute.

It will no 
doubt be followed by the sale or lease of the 
property on which the National Life Building 
stands and which is owned by Higgins & Fur- 
ber. It has been offered for lease at 5 per 
cept on $1,000,000 and a number of capitalists 
are figuring on it.

Conditions in the New York Field Similar 
to Those Existing Here. 

The situation in the Bostun real estate mar- 
ket is outlined as follows by the Real Estate 
Record and Building News: 

The last year has been a good year for both 
building and:real estate interests. The substan- 
tial boom that has been developing in real estate 
matters will bear rich harvests for the buiiding 
trades the coming year. The progress in subur- 
ban real estate has been most marked and the 
heavy trading has been seldom. if ever, ¢qualed. 
Tracts Of land that have lopg been» devoid of at- 
traction have been bought up, syndicates and 
companies formed, and with muney, push, and en- 
terprise, have been turned into pleasant and de- 
sirable localities for homes. 

Active dealers in real estate are planning to get 
a share of some of the $17,000,000 which will be dis- 
tributed in this city by January dividends, and 
doubtless a considerable amount of this vast sam 
wili be induced to remain in this city and be in- 
vested in home real estate. Already a number of 
important transactions are only waiting for the 
opening of the new year, and the spring of 1593. if 
the present prospects hold, will see some develop- 
ments of suburban land on a large scale. 

Boston is enjoying a new era of suburban pros- 
perity. The tame has gone by whenif a man 
opened up a subdivision adjacent to the city he 
was looked upon either as a visionary enthusiast 
orelse asasharper. People are being educated 
up to the ideaf cheap lot investments in sub- 
urbs. A new subdivision nowadays frequently 
means the location of new factories, giving em- 
ployment *o large numbers of workingmen, and 
atthe same time enahiing them to found for 
themselves a home convenient to their place of 
employment.

The New York Times outlines the conditions 
and prospects of the New York market as fol- 
lows: 

The situation in the real ¢state market, al- 
though one of conndence, has not developed any 
special activity since the beginning of the new 
year. Brokers and auctioneers alike express 
themselves very hopeful of the large business 
that will probably, in their opinion, come to the 
market within the next month or two. The 
schedules already announced of important auc- 
tion sales are calculated to encourage other 
owners of property to offer it in the same way. 
It seems, however, that the holiday is not yet 
far enough away to bring owners of this kind 
forward. There have been no important addi- 
tions to the schedules since the week before 
Christmas, and it looks now as though the middle 
of the present month would arrive before the 
market really settled down to the kind of business 
that has been expected of it. 

Toward the end of last week there was some 
revival of interest in the private-sale market and 
brokers seemed to be getting ready to start in 
afresh right away. It is probably not too muc 
to expect that in the course of the next fortnight 
several iapertent negotiations that have been 
pending for a month or two will be brought toa 
head. For the present it remains only for brokers 
to keep alive interests which were brought to- 
gether before the holidays began, and iu that 
task they are succeeding fairly well. 

All sorts of plans are coming tu the surface in 
the market for an active season. People who 
have property to sell, either through private 
agencies or at auction, have been visiting their 
brokers lately and arranging to get iuto the mar- 
ket. Itisa matter of some preparation to put 
large properties before the public. As an in- 
stance of this it may be said that as long ago as 
November plans began to be laid for sales to take 
place in the spring. The time has not yet come 
to announce these sales, but for two months a 
great deal of work. has been done behind the 
hedge of secrecy, and when announcement shall 
be made it will represent a vast deal of prepara- 
tory consultation and discussion. The large 
sales that are already announced at auction in 
the present month were brought before the ub- 
lic in the middle of December, after having been 
carefully considergd by the owner throughout the 
greater part of the fall. 


AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS, 


Apartment Houses for the South Side 
Planned and Under Construction. 

Post & McMillen are erecting a first-class 
apartment building to be known as “ The 
Melrose ” in. the Kenwood district, Fiftieth 
street and Washington avenue, after plans by 
W. I. Beman. It wil! have a frontage of 
forty-five feet and six apartments-of six. rooms 
each. The front1s of carved stone and light 
brick, with bay windows, stone trimmings, 
and galvanized ironwork. 1t will cost $20,000. 
The building is constructed as & permanent 


investment. 

Henry Ives Cobb has designed for John J. 
Kenna the Cornell, an apartment house, front- 
ing south on Forty-second street, between 
Ellis and Drexel avenues, at a cost of $40,000. 
It will be four stories high, and will front 
eighty-two feeton Forty-second street, with 
an east line of eighty-eight feet, west line of 
sixty, and anorth line of eighty feet. The 
first story wili be constructed of “cut stone, 
while above that pressed brick, with copper 
bays, will be used. The interior will be fin- 
ished in mosaic marble and hardwood, and 
will be heated by steam. It will contain six- 
teen apartments of fuur rooms each. 

W. W. Boyington & Co. designed the hotel 
which H. A. Rust and Dr. George F. Shearer 
are now constructing at the southwest corner 
of Lake. avenue and Fifty-fourth street at a 
cost of $70,000. It is four stories high, 125x80 
feet, and is constructed of pressed brick with 
stone trimmings and galvanized iron bay 
windows. Construction 1s now up to the third 
story. 

Robert S. Smith has designed for Jerome 
P, Bowes a tnree-story apartinent building, 50 
x67 feet, to be erected on Garfield boulevard 
near Prairie avenue. The front will be con- 
structed of brown stone, and the interior will 
be finished in hardwood, heated by steam, and 
lighted by electricity. It will cost $21,000, 

Stiles & Stone have designed a four-story 
apartment building for H. J. Trumbull, to be 
50x78 feet in dimensions and to be erected on 
Grace avenue, south of Sixty-fourth street. 
The front will be constructed of cut stone, 
while the interior will be finished in hardwood 
and heated by steam. It will cost $0,000. 
Construction is now under way. For Parker 
Bros, they have designed a, two-story livery- 
stable, 50x120 feet. to be erected on Lake ave- 
nue, south of Fifty-third street. It will be of 
brick and stone. and will cost $12,000. James 
Wallace will build a three-story apartment 
house, 40x68, to be built on Calumet avenue, 
between Fiftieth and Fifty-tirst streets. It 
will be constructed of cut stone and wil) cost 
$17,000. For Mrs. Mary Farley they have 
planned a four-story st.re and apartment 
house, to be erected on Cottage Grove avenue, 
south of Forty-third street. It will be 75x100 
feet and will havea stone front, the interior 
being heated by steam. It will cost 830,000, 

Burley & Co. will have one of the finest 
stores, including both front and the interiors, 
in this city at Nos. 145 and 147 State street as 
soon as it can be completed. The permit for 
the alterations was taken out afew days ago, 
and the cost was given at $10,000, but it is 
known that it will be much nearer $80,000 
than the figure given. The alterations were 
designed by Church & Jobson. The front will 
be of mosaic panels and statuary vrouze orna- 
ments withtwo columns at the entrance of 
Venetian gold mosaic. The floors will also 
be in mosaic. The store on the first floor will 
have mirrors in the walls and ceiling and 
will be finished in ebony and gold and 
plaster relief. This will be devoted to the 
display of cut glass. The second floor of No. 
145 will be used for hotel guods, while the sec- 
ond floor of No. 147 will be made into art 
rooms and will be richly decorated. The first 
will be the Colonial. It will be in white and 
gold. The Italian, with hardwood finish and 
Italian decorations, will be second, while the 
third will be in the style of the period of the 
Empire, with mahogany finish and gilt orna- 
ments. There will also bealamp-room and 
a Sp eoony, the latter in antique English 
oak. 

Wilson & Marble have completed plans for 
W.H. Pruyn for a three-story apartment 
house, 50x98 feet, to be erected on Forty-sec- 
ond street, east of Drexel boulevard. The 
front will be of Bedfdérd stone, while the It 

‘terior will be finished in hardwood and tile. 
It will be divided into six apartments of eight 
rooms each. ‘The cost will be $40,000. Con- 
struction 1s now under way. Mr. Pruyn is also 
completing two houses on Drexel boulevard, 
near Forty-seventh street, at a cost of $25,000.

BUILDING AND LOAN. 


INSPECTION UNDER THE PRESENT 
LAW NOT A SUOOESS.

National and Local Societies at Work to 
Secure a Kevision of the Statute, Which 


All Concerned Agree Is a Farce — Two 
Committees Meet to Draft a New Act— 
One Organization Places 7,407 Shares of 
Stock in Ten Months — General Associa- 


tion Notes. 


The prospects ought to be good for the en- 
actment of a new building and loan law in 
Illinois. The locals and nationals have joined 
in demanding certain changes, and especially 
in insisting on a provision for State imspec- 
tion of building afd loan associations. 

To say they have joined forces scarcely ex- 
presses the situation, as the locals are alleging 
bad faith on the part of the nationais, and the 
nationals are making counter charges against 
the locals of substantially the same character. 
Both varieties of associations are at work, 
however, to secure some form of State su- 


pervision. 

The representatives of the national associa- 
tions met last Thursday at the Great Northern 
Hotel and drafted. a revised act which con- 
tains what, in their judgment, is necessary 
for the regulation of building societies. A 
committee selected by the locals of this coun- 
ty held a preliminary meeting yesterday to de- 
cide on what lines an act should be framed 
which would conserve the best interests of the 
people and of the locals throughout the State. 

The present building and loan act is criti- 
cised on many points, but the center of attack 
at present is that portion authorizmmg State 
supervision. The supervision provided for 
does not supervise. -The Auditor is not vested 
with sufficient authority. He is ordered to 
examine into the accounts of all societies ¢o- 
ing business in the State and to call their at- 
tention to loose business methods. The law 
has been in force for over a year. A national 
doing business in Chicaguv was discovered to 
be practically in a bankrupt condition some 
months ago. The Attorney-General was 
asked to proceed agains‘ the association, but 
gave it as his opinion that the law did not 
give him sufficient authority to act. 

The text of the three sections of the present 
State building and loan law which refer tv 
State supervision of associations is as fol- 


lows: 


Sec. 15. The Secretary of every building, loan, 
and homestead association corporated or doing 
business within this State shall, within sixty days 
after the close of each fiscal year of such associa- 
tion, file with the Auditor of Public Accounts of 
the State of Illinois (with a fee of $4), a printed 
statement of the receipts and expenditures of 
such association for such year, its assets and lia- 
bilities, the number of\ shares of its capital stock 
issued, withdrawn and in force, in each series of 
stock during such year, also the number of shares 
louned upon, installments paid per share, and 
profits per share and value per share in each 
series. Such statement shall be sworn‘to by the 
Secretary of such association, and shall be certi- 
fied to by at least three members thereof, not of- 
ficers thereof. Any Secretary whosball willfully 
neglect or refuse to file such statement shall be 
saldedt to a fine of not less than 
$25, nor more than $200, for each 
neglect or refusal to furnish such statement. The 
same may be recovered on a complaint before any 
court having competent jurisdiction, for the bene- 
fit of the county wherein such association is 
located or in which such secretary may reside. 

Sec. 16. Itshall be the duty of the Auditor of 
Public Accounts, whenever nine or more stock- 
holders of any association may request, in a state- 
ment of facts made and sworu to by them, aud 
whenever on such statement he shall deem it ex- 
pedient so to do, in person or by one or more per- 
sons to be by him appointed for that purpose, not 
officers or agents of orin any manner interested 
in such association, except as stockholders, to 
examive into the affairs of any such association, 
incorporAted in this State or doing business by 
its agents in this State; and it shall be the duty 
of the officers or agents of any such association 
doing business in this State to cause their books 
to be opened for the inspections of the Auditor, 
or person or persons so by him appointed, and 
otherwise facilitate such examination so far as it 
may be in their power to do, and for that purpose 
the Auditor, or person or persons 80 appointed 
by him, shall have the power to examine, under 
oath, the officers and agents of any such associa- 
tion, relative to the business of such association, 
and whenever the Auditor of Public Accounts 
shall deem it for the best interests of the public 
so to do, he shall publish the result of any investi- 
gation in one or more newspapers of 
general circulation, publi#hed in the county in 
which the principal oilice of such association is 
located, aud avnually. on or before the first day 
of December of each year, the Auditor of Public 
Accounts shall report in writing to the Governor 
the financial condition of all such associations 
doing business in this State. The Auditor shall 
receive for such examination made by bim in 
person or by deputy not exceeding the sumof $10 
per diem, provided, however, thét such nine or 
more stockholders maxing such statement of 
facts as aforesaid. shall, at the time of filing the 
same, furnish a good and suflicient bond provid- 
ing for the payment of all fees and expenses inci- 
dent to such examination, in the event that their 
allegations set forth in their statement be not 
sustained, the amount of such bond to be fixed 
and sureties approved by the Auditor of Public 
Accounts. And the compensation to the Auditor 
hereinabove provided for shall be paid by the as- 
sociation so examined; provided such examuine- 
tion shows that the allegations in said statement 
are sustained. 

Sec. 17. And whenever it appears to said Auditor 
that said allegations in said statement of facts 
contained have been sustained by such examina- 
tion, and that the assets of any such association 
incorporated or doing business in the State are in- 
sufticient to justify the continuance of business of 
such associawon, he shall communicate the fact 
to the directors of such association. Such direc- 
tors shail be allowed -ixty days within which to 
make the assets suflicient, and in case such assets 
are not made sufficient within the time herein 
provided, then the Auditor shall report the same 
to the Saeernay eenecss, whose duty it shall then 
become to apply to the Circuit Court df the coun- 
ty in which the principal office of such associa- 
tion shall be located for an order requiring it to 
show cause why the business of such association 
shall not be closed, and the court shall thereupon 
proceed to hear the allegations and proofs of the 
respective parties, either-in open court or upon a 
reference to a Master in Chancery; and in case it 
shall appear to the satisfaction of said court that 
the assets and funds of said association are nut 
sufficient as aforesaid, the said sourt shall decree 
a dissolution of the said association and a distri- 
bution of its assets. 


LOCAL ORGANIZATIONS’ REPORTS, 


Canadian- American Association’s Quarterly 
Statement— Business of the Independent. 
The Canadian-American Loan and Building 

Association has opened its thirty-fifth series 

of stock. The thirty-first quarterly statement 

dated Jan. 1 shows the following list of dis- 
bursements: Loans, $379,623; loans on stock, 
$42,735; books and stationery, $1,273; install- 
nents withdrawn, $103,495; expense, $10,405; 
premiums, interest, etc., withdrawn, $14,605; 
rebate of premium on loans repaid, $30,420; 
accounts receivable, $3,654; real estate, $12,- 

232; bills payable, $15,v00. The association 

offers to cancel all stock five years of age or 

over at its full facevalue. The resource ac- 
count shows a small reul estate item of $3,075. 

In ten months the Independent Building 
and Loan Association has placed 7,407 shares 
of stock.

The In- 
dependent is one of the class of associations 
which is rapidiy increasing, which makes a 
practice of having quarterly stutements ex- 
amined and passed upon by an expert ac- 
countant.

Loans amounting to $10,500 were 
placed. [Ihe principal item in general assets 
is Of $38,800 in mortgage loans. 

The Monitor Building and Loan Association 
offers to pay three-fourths of book profits 
on 4il withdrawals of stock five 
years old.

Philadelphia Press: One of the chief things 
that will occupy the attention of Congress at 
this session is that of passing upon private 
bills and claims. While a good deal is heard 
from Democrats concerning the terrible drain 
of the pension laws, nothing is ever said about 
the largesums anoually paid in the way of 
Southern war claims. The number of 
loyal men there were in the South who 
had their property destroyed py the Union army 
is anazing, if we are to believe the records 
of Congress. "While the Republicans were in 
contru! this class of claims did cut much of a 
figure in Congressional proceedings, but as 
soon as the Democrats get in the pressure of 
such legislation is very great. D ing the life 
of the present Congress about 4,000 bills have 
been introduced to pay for property destroyed 
in the South by theo Union army. The Demo- 
crats have insisted that bills of this character 
should be passed ahead of private pension 
bitis, aud for that reason chere were no private 
pension bills passed, with few exceptions, 
during the eight months of the first session of 


this Congress. 
If the bills favorably reported by House 


the South for their losses during the war 

to pay for churches and school-houses said to 
have been destroyed should all become laws, 
the alleged deficit in the Traasury would be 
many uwillions of dollars in excess of what the 
Democrats now assert that it will be. It is 
fair to presume that these bills will all go 
through when the Democrats get control of 
both branches of Congress, and the 
country will then have opportunity 
to Bee whether or not Mr. 
Cleveland will be as ready to protect the 
Treasury from this kind of a raid as he was to 
prevent small suws from being paid to veter- 
ans of the Union army who were able to 6e- 
cure recognition in the way of private pension 
bills, 

Ono of the big claims passed by the House 
and also by the Senate was the well-known 
McGarrahan claim. President Harrison 
vetoed it, but it is still pendi in an attempt 
to override the veto. Mr. Holman asserts 
that this bill alone would take over 
$2,000,000 out of the Treasury. And yet so 
strongly was it favored in the House that it 
went through under a suspension of the rules 
by four more than the necessary two-thirds 
majority. Asan illustration of the peculiar 
character of some of the claims which are 
presented for the consideration of Congress, 
the following is an extract from one of the 
printed reports on the claim of a Maryland 
man for alleged losses during the war: 

**I do hereby certify that the following is a 
true and correct iist of the property destroyed 
for me by the rebel aiders and abettors in 
Woodsborough, Frederick County, Md., for 
my saving the battle of Gettysburg frow being 
lost to the government and the Union, by my 
having the rebelspy arrested in Woodsborough, 
Md., in 1863, during the Gettysburg campaign 
of the war of the rebellion in July, 1863: 

“Chemical preparation for horses, cows, 
hogs, and sheep, 300 gross, which I sold at $1 
a pack and at $120 per gross, $36,000: hair 
tonic, 100 gross, which I sold at 5O cents a 
bottle and at $48 per gross; amount, $4,800, 

** Elixir of castor oil, 100 gross, which I sold 
at 35 cents a bottle and at $24 per gross; 
amount, $2,400. 

‘““Chemical prepared theidace, 50 gross, 
which I sold at 35 cents a bottle and at $24 
per gross; amount, $1,200. 

‘**Chemical preparation, liniment, Tereben, 
50 grose, which I sold at 35 cents a bottle and 
at $24 per gross, $1,200. 

* Real estate worth from $10,000 to $12,000, 
which I deeded for $1,500 to save myself and 
get away. 

‘“*My whole loss in medicines destroyed for 
saving the battle of Gettysburg, by having'the 
rebel spy arrested, as stated, was $45,600. I 
also lost greatly in the plans, schemes, and 
devices of the rebel aiders and abettors to 
injure me in every conceivable way.” 

This bill had to be considered by a com- 
mittee, a report made upon it, adversely, of 
course, and all printed at ~ government’s 
expense. The printing alone of such bills 
as these custs the government severa!] thou- 
sand dollars a year, to say nothing of the time 
consumed by members in considering them 
and writing reports, and the employment of 
clerks and other officials to aid in the work. 
The reporting of a bill adversely has no effect 
on the claimant or his attorney. The same 
bill will generally make its appearance at the 
next session of Congress and will have to be 
reprinted and all the work gone over again. 
And this is kept up year after year. The Mc. 
Garrahan claim has been before Congress or 
in the courts for thirty-five years. It is esti. 
mated that it has cost the government in 
printing and in the time occupied in ita dis. 
cussion in Congress $1,000,000. This is prob- 
ably a low estimate, because the average ex- 
pense of running the Senate for a year is $1,400.- 
000 and for the House $2,800,000, Congress is 
In session Of an average 150 days in the year. 
This makes the average daily expenses $28,000 
The McGarrahan claim has, altogether occu- 
pied several months of the time of Congress 
in the various discussions of it during the last 
quarter of a century. — It is evident, therefore 
that the prosecution of these claims is a costly 
business to the government. ‘T'he great need 
seems to be for keeping these claims out of 
Congress when once they have been passed 
upon. If Congress acts as a c ‘urt, as it pre- 
tends to do in these matters, then it should 
be governed by the rules of the courts, instead 
of wasting millions in the reconsideration 
and reprinting of ciaims that have been 
passed upon time and again. 

The Childs family of Philadelphia have a 
rather peculiar claim still pending, which 
shows that our ancestors were not abuve tignt 
ing with fire.

GLADSTONE AND THE REBELLION. 


Then a Tory of the Tories.-Clever Story 
by Edwin Arnold. 

Mr. Gladstone in his early years was a Tory 
of the Tories, and as illustrating this Edwin 
Arnold tells a curious anecdote which re- 
dounds to the moral if not the political credit 
of the great leader. During the first dark 
days of the rebellion Mr, Gladstone went to 
Newcastle and delivered a famous speech in 
which he declared that ‘‘ Jefferson Davis had 
made a nation and anavy.’’ Mr. Arnold, who 
was an earnest Northerner, wrote to him 
‘pointing out reasons froin which it appeared 
that this was a great error of prophecy, as 
well a8 of policy, and asking the illustrious 
orator not to cast the serious weight of his elo- 
quence and character into the scale against 
the North. With the greatest condescen- 
sion he at once invited Mr. Arnold, then but 
a novice in  pvlitical affairs, to come and 
see him and talk it all out. He went, 
carrying a formidable bundle of paper, and for 
the first time in his life enjoyed the rare delight 
of conversing téte-a-téte with that fascinating 
statesman whoin he then and always has found 
just as genial in antagonisin as 10 agreement. 
Mr. Gladstone perinitted him to attempt, at 
least, to overwhelm him with arguments tend. 
ing to prove that the North would never allow 
the mouth of the Mississippi to be cut off from 
its fountains; that the South did not under- 
atand the resources or resolyes of its powerful 
opponent, and that the conflict could only end 
in the chastisement of the rebellion and the 
emancipatior of the slave. * I wonder still, 
he says, “ as Llook back so far, at the patience 
with which he listened to me, but in the end 
he sprang up from his chair and exclaimed: 

***T am half inelined tothink you are right 
and that I shall have to retract, and, per- 
haps, hereafter even deeply to regret those 
words which I spoke the day before yesterday, 
but, to tell the truth, I have such a constitu- 
tional horror of war that when I find my own 
country, er any other countries which inter- 
est me, involved in one, the instinct of my

Milwaukee Breweries’ Venders’ Certificates 
to Be Listed—The Local Grain Specu- 
lators Surprised by a Further Advance 
—They Were All Playing for a Break— 
Light Hog Keceipts Still the Rale and 
Firmness Continues in the Speculative 
Market for Hog Product. 


The market is rapidly cutting away from the 
street railway stocks. Trading was fairly active, 
broad, and decidedly strong {in pretty much every- 
thing on the list yesterday with the exception of 
the street railway stocks. The street railways 
were heavy and sold at steadily declining prices. 
West Chicago Street railroad stock opened at 207 
for the account, which was a decline of a full 
point from the close Friday. In three sales it 
dropped another point. Later there was a little 
recovery, and the last sale was at6%{. At the 
close 6% was the highest bid, and the stock was 
freely offered at 207. North Side stock was ex- 
tremely dull, but was also heavy. It sold at 277%, 
which was a decline of % point from the closing 
price Friday and of a full point from the hichest 
price touched that day. Jamieson has been a 
steady and heavy selier for several days. The 
support is confined to two or three brokers. 

Milwaukee brewery stock was strong and in 
good demand. It sold up to 35% and there was 
good bidding for it at that price, It will be of in- 
terest to the traders in this security to learn that 
application has beea made to the London Stock 
Exchange to list the venders’ shares of the Mil- 
waukee and Chicago Brewery. The application 
is to list the ordinary shares, Nos. 77,501 to 75,114, 
8,213 shares, and also Nos, 131,441 to 141,066, a total 
of 9,625 shares, and Nos.1to 8.214 and 50,23 to 
This-makes a total of 17,856 shares of the 
common stock, representing at par £178,560, and 
16,939 shares of the preferred stock,representing at 
par £169,939. As soon as the matter is acted on 
by the London Exchange the stock will become a 
good delivery on the Chicago exchange. Hereto- 
fore the whole of these venders’ shares have been 
tied ap, so faras any sale and delivery in the 
stock market are concerned\ For those not famil- 
iar w'th the practice of the London Stock Ex- 
change it.might be explained that the only dif- 


ference between venders’ shares and other shares’ 


of a company lies in the fact that under the rules 
of the .London Stock Exchange the ven- 
ders of the new property must when floating the 
stock retain a certain proportion of the total cap- 
italization. The stock so retained is stamped 
‘venders’ certificates,’ and is not a good deliv- 
ery until a certain time has elapsed after the 
listing of the other sharés of the company. The 
effect of this action in the case of the Milwaukee 
company, it will therefore be seen, isto throw 
£248,000 more stock upon the market. Itis said, 
however, that a large part, if not all, of these 
venders’ certificates have found a resting place in 
the hands of investors who have no intention at 
present of disposing of them. 

Canal and Dock. stock continues decidedly 
strong. It sold up to 73'4 yesterday and was in 
good demand. American Strawboard continues 
strong and made a slight advance over Friday’s 
closing price, selling up to8s.

[It is a mistake to say that there is a clique,” 
said a member of a big commission firm. “* John 
Cudahy has bought wheat. Mike Cudaby has 
hought wheat, Leopold Bloom has some wheat. 
Lyon has some wheat. But 1 don’t believe you 
can pioperly dall it aclique. They have believed 
in wheat for some time. There is nothing against 
it now but thé statistical position. Everything 
else favors an advance. A few of the commission 
houses have been right on the wheat from the 
turn and have made lots of money for their. cus- 
tomers. It seems to me that we are going to see 
higher prices.! The advance has stimulated spec- 
ulation and when the outsiders take hold of the 
market in earnest better prices usually rule. The 
Northwestern! people who have sold here as 
hedges against yma wheat’are being bothered 
with big margin calls and have sume trouble 
in getting the money here quick enough. 
They have not) begun to come in yet. If the firm- 
ness continues, it seems to me that it should start 
the buying by foreigners, and when you get that 
element in the'market it will be the last required 
to start a big boom. The short interest here is an 
enormous one, the gradual advance will eventual- 
ly result in congestion, and when thé start to 
equalize, look out. It will not be the bulls who 
will get hurt. No one can say when it is coming 
but it looks as if the time were not far away.”’ 


SURPRISES FRIENDS AND ENEMIES, 


Wheat Develops Strength. at an Unexpected 
Moment—A Lively Day in the Pits. 

The local crowd on ‘Change looked fora break 
in wheat yesterday. Every one apparently hada 
little wheat to sell on the firmness shown at the 
opening, but it was soon discovered that they 
were selling against each other—that no out- 
siders were letting go their holdings. The clique 
traders were the first to stop selling, and from 
the moment they withdrew the market began to 
advance. The excitement increased as the price 
improved and the bigh point of the day—S3'¢c 
was touched with the pit fairly boiling. 
It eased off a trifle on realizing sales by 
some of the longs, but closed firm at 
S2%,c, a gain of a full cent from &riday’s 
latest figure. The general news of the dag was 
encouraging to holders. Receipts here were up 
der the estimates, the Nortbwesterao receipts were 
light, cables were tirmer, and foreigners were re- 
ported to be buying in New York. St. Louis con- 
tinued bullish on the reports of the bad condition 
of fall-sown wheat, and the advance there especi- 
ally for July was greater than that here, The ex- 
porters received a number of offers and at least 
one lot of 125,000 bu was worked for export. The 
exports for the week were over 5,000.000 bu. and a 
small increase is looked for in the visible supply. 
The cash market was not very active but the feel- 
ing wasftirm. The Northwest did a good deal of 
selling early, but bought when the market 
turned. Pardridge also bought a little wheat. 
Late cables showed continued firmness on 
the other side and the private’ French 
cables spoke of freezing-thawing weather 
prevailing in parts of the continent which threat- 
enedthe fall-sown grain. English home-grown 
wheat was reported to have advanced 4d, equal to 
2c, a bushel during the week. Allof the domestic 
markets were higher and closed firm. Receipts 
at principal Westeln points were 473,00 bu, and 
at Kastern points 31.400, a total of 504.900 bu.

New French Dirigible Balloon. 


A large dirigible balloon is being constructed, 
La Nature informs us,at the military balloon 
works at Chalais-Meudon, under the direction of 
Commander Renard. .It will be similar in form 
to the La France of 1884-5, but longer, measuring 
about 230 feet in length and 43 feet in its greatest 
diameter. By anew arrangement of motor it is 
expected to be able to make headway against air 
currents not exceeding forty ver second, or 
twenty eight miles an hour. The mvtor is not 
fully described, but it will act either with gaso- 
line or the gas of the balloon, giving an effective 
force of forty-five horse power on the shaft. 

The total weight of machinery, with supply of 
gasoline, ete., will be about‘ thirty kilogrammes 
(or 66 pounds) per horse power. Previously it 
has not been possible to make petroleum motors 
with a less weight than 150 to 200 kilogrammes 
per horse power, The screw will be in front, and 
alarge rudder behind; the former will make 
about 200 turns per minute. The first experiments 
with this balloon are tobe made in the early 


spring.

The se- 
cret represents one of the greatest triumphs 
of the century in the line of ship building, It 
1s nothing less than a construction of the steel 
armor of these vessels whereby, instead of 
their having to break their way along through 
the heavy ice fields by the very dangerous 
methods of bunting or crashing into them 
by means cf rushing on at full 
head of steam, the ships literally 
crawl over or ride down the ice floes, at the 
same time continuing on their way smoothly 
and without loss of time. 

_ It is aremarkable sight to see one of these 
linmense steamships utterly indifferent to 
jagged rafts of ice moving along in 
its frightful course with all the stately 
composure of a queen on a promenade. 
During the recent storms these twin ships

Scotch, when these hounds were used to pur- 
sue che marauding bande through the “ slews ”’ 
or morasses with which the rder country 
abounded. Sir Walter Scott relates in his

A large class of the community, especially 
those with sporting instincts, has a strong 
predilection for terriers, which were chiefly 
employed, as af old writer says, to drive out 
the vermin from their dangerous and deep 
hiding-places in the earth. ‘“* Terrars”’ was 
the earliest form of tne word.

In many other breeds the source of the 
names is self-evident, and is either the pur- 
pose for which they are used, as the foxhound, 
or the country or place from which they’ are 
obtainec, as the Newfoundland ‘and St. 
Bernard.

NOVEL METHOD OF INOREASING THE 
SPEED OF SPRINTERS.. 


Ss 


For Many Years the 100-Yard Record Has 
Been Ten Seconds and All Efforts to 
Lower It Have Proved Futile—How 
“Fatty” Thompson of Australia Used 
Propellers and Beat All Foolish Enough 
to Race with Him—The Ostrich Kes pon- 
sible for the Idea, 


_ There is one branch of athletics that seems, 
if one looks back along the records, to be 
making comparatively siow progress, if any 
at all, and that branch is known as foot-rac- 
ing, or sprinting. In other fields almost every 
week some record is chronicled a little ahead 
of its predecessor ; here one athlete throws the 
hammer a few inches further than it was ever 
thrown before; another lifts a heavier weight, 
puts the shot further, or jumps higher, and in 
this latter craft man is already much superior 
to the horse. 

But among all these exercises, and many 
more too numerous to name, the sprinter 
seems to be standing still; so much so, in 
fact, that when a short-distance runner is re- 
ported to have done better than even time for 
the 100 yards it is always questioned by the 
wiser heads, Was the track perfectly level, 
and did it measure 100 yards to the inch? Did 
the starter and the timer know their business 
to perfection? Then perhaps ‘there was a 
breeze on the runner’s back which helped him 
along the fraction of a second. Any way, 
when a sprinter gets better than even time— 
that is, thirty feet to the second and the 100 
yards in ten seconds—it is almost invariably 
found to be erroneous in some particular or 
other, and such has been the case year after 
year, almost as long as short-distance running 
has been a recorded sport. 

High jumping began at about five feet or a 
little more and gradually crawled alung inch 
by inch till thé record now calls for consider- 
ably more than six feet; and this surpasses by 
three or four inches anything which the swift- 
est and most active horse can do, 


reason why sprinting should not have been 
improved like other sports is to be found in 
the fact that itis such a simple, uncomplicated 
exercise as to be free from most all sleights and 
tricks which make up such a large part of 
other games. It is as simple a feat, appar-

and man must forever hover about the ten 
second notch, the sport had best be thrown 
from the category altogether. It is much too 
slow to keep company with the present stride 
of things. Outside of the fact that there 1s no 
such thing as progressive evolution in man 
strength or speed, there is little or no excuse 
for his awful slowness; and the fact of his 
having but two legs is probably to a advan- 


tage, for the likelihood is if he 
were’ blessed with four he would 
fall short of hopping 100 yards in 
twenty seconds. A _ revelation of bipedal 


speed is found in the ostrich. He is said by 
many travelers who ought to kraow to be 
much faster than our swiftest race horses, 
which are usually accounted the speediest of 
all animals. A recent sojourner in the Sabara 
Desert writes that the ostrich of that sterile 
region is capable under a spurt of going three 
strides to the second, each stride measuring 
twenty-four feet, and the only way to ap- 
proach them, even close enough to get a shot, 
is to run them down with a relay of horses. 

Then for another example of two-legged 
swiftness, and most wonderful of all, perhaps, 
is that unique little bird inhabiting the wooded 
portion of California, Arizona, New Mexico, 
ana popularly called the *“‘road runner” or 
“*road racer.””’ Scarcely weighing a pound 
and with legs smaller than pipe-stems, they 
yet set a pace which the swiftest cayuse is 
often unable to follow and which would 
make the ten-second man sprinter look as if 
he were standing, still. 

But both the ostrich and the road-racer, as 
well as all others of their kind who can show 
any extraordinary speed, use their rudimental 
appendages or wings to lighten their weight 
and jerk themselves forward; and therdin lies 
their advantage over the quadruped. Now 
the question is, “‘Why don’t our sprinters, 
seeing they have mostly a good pair of arms, 
put those members into use to rel the legs 
in getting up better speed?”’ It can be done. 
There is no doubt about it. 

An easy and simple way of bringing the 
arms into use in propelling the body along is 
by taking advantage of the resistance of the 
air. As the propeller is thrust forward the 
wings close together, the resistance of the at- 
mosphere propping them open again as soon 
as hauled toward the body: so that if they are 
held at exactly the right angle and worked 
with great rapidivy the body of the runner is 
jerked forward and !ightened.. It. takes some 
little time and practice to handle them right- 


ly. 

The thought first came to the writer some 
time ago while helping my friend Thompson 
to train for a fat man’s race near Sydney, N. 
S. W. In one sense of the word Thompson 
was a phenomenon, or, rather, a freak, as he 
afterward turned out to be. The more he 
trained the fatter he got, so that if you took 
thfee pounds off him one day he had three 
back and another one with it the next morn- 
ing. He ciaimed that the process of sweat- 
ing distended ms pores so wide that they could 
not get tack again, and that as soon as he was 
cooled off he absorbed big quantities of the 
surrounding atmospheric moisture. It was 
one morning while watching him puffing along 
the course, flopping his fat rudimental arms, 
that the idea of the ostrich came, and he was 
soon rigged up with a set of propellers. 

Made It in Ten Seconds. 


Mr. Thompson at that time weighed 300 

pounds and could do the 100 yards in thirteen 
seconds, but within a week after practicmg 
with the floppers he went im twelve seconds, and 
two months later, having learned how to flop 
twice to each stride, he covered the distance 
in the magnificent time of ten seconds. He 
then traveled about the colonies, beating not 
only fat men but everybody foolish enough to 
make arace with him. Thompson used al- 
ways to disguise the floppers with a lot of un- 
necessary trappings so uo one could tell ex- 
actly what he was stirring up the air with, and 
it was generally thought a good idea to give 
him plenty of room as he went gyrating abyut 
while waiting for the word to go. 

After beat everybody who cared to try 
conclusioas with him in the sprinting line 
Thompson put the floppers away and went 
into the freak business as the “human 
sponge.”’ On the stage a fountain was fixed 
that played a spray of water about him, and 
his open pores actually absorbed enough of it 
so that by catching up a handful of his flesh and 
squeezing it little jets of the fluid would spurt 
out. One night; after having absorbed an

water naving percetat-d—ee cvesg portion of 
his anatomy, even the brain, 

The sprinter should make better time by 
some means or other, or he should quit. The 
most absurd, the most clownish act of the ath- 
lete is when he is in the act of running a foot 
race. Think of paying admission to witness a 
lot of sturdy-looking young men, pretending 
to be dnnihilators of distance, prancing about 
on their muscular legs as big as horses’ pins, 
and who, when the pistol is fired, look to those 
on the top seats as if they were digging pota- 
tues or something of the kind. An old tom- 
cat or a three-legged dog would pull «ut from 
the bunch and cover himself with glory. 


USING OIL TO STILL THE SEAS. 


Captains of Vessels Make Reports About 
Its Use in Storms. 
New York Tribune; When the Nova Scotia 
bark Montreal worked her slow way into 
harbor the other morning with only two sails 
left, the others having been ripped from her 
spars in a howling gale, her skipper reported 
that she was only saved from being swamped 
by the use of oil, which was poured through 
tne forward closets after they had pre- 
viously been stuffed with oakum so that 
the oil could trickle slowly on the 
sea. The effect owas described as 
something wonderful, in which particular the 
report tailies with all those collected by the 
Hydrographic Office since last August. Big 
steamships have begun to use oil as a matter 
of course now, but there are still some old 
‘“‘shelilbacks’’ who scorn the notion and be- 
lieve more in hauling and belaying. They 
wouidn’t use oil any more than Gulliver’s old 
Captain on the Adventure, whose method ina 
storm was weird. ‘** First he took in his sprit- 


sail, and stood by to hand the fore- 
sail; but making foul weather, he hand- 
ed the mizzen. The ship lay broad 


off, so he thought it better spooning before 
the sea than trying or hulling. He reefed the 
foresail and set him, and hauled aft the fore- 
sheet. The helm was hard a-weather. He 
belayed the fore downhaul.”’ And then he 
haulea off upon the lanyard of the whipstaff 
and helped the man at the helm. But that 
was long ago and the poor Captains who make 
nautica) history now hardly get a chance to 
reef even the steam siren or be ay the hawse- 
pipe. And when the storms do blow they 
generally go below and seek the relief that 
bags of oil hung over the bows yield. 

The list of big steamships which have used 
oil with success 1s getting longer with every 
month. In the case of one ship, the Red Star 
steamship Noordland, it helped the crew to 
rescue the men on the sinking bark Kong 
Oscar Il. Capt. Nickels of the Noordland re- 
ported: ** Oct. 29, latitude 47° 50° north, long- 
itude 40°12’ west. After midnight, rescued 
Capt. Thommassen and crew of the Nor- 
wegian bark Kong Oscar II. The sea was 
high and breaking at the time, and while low- 
ering the boat and taking the shipwrecked 
crew aboard we used oil from both sides of 
the ship with much success,”’ 


The British steamship Nessmore, Capt. 
Jepson, ran into & succession of 
heavy gales. “The ship ran _. before 


the seas,’’ was reported, “using oil from the 
forward pipes and from spars projecting ten 
feet over the rail at the fore rigging. In this 
way the oil bags towed in the water and 
spread the oil better than when close along- 
side. Oct. 30, forenoon, with mountainous 
seas following in our wake, an oil bag was 
towed over the taffrail and proved a great suc- 
cess, as for two hours previously nearly every 
sea had broken on board aft. The good re- 
sult was immediate; we shipped no more 
water during the gale. At first we used tish 
oil, then a mixture of fish and coiza oils, the 
latter being much the more effective.”’ 

When the British steainship Francisco ran 
into heavy gales Nov. 3 in mid-ocean, and was 
hove to for four hours in the trough of the 


sea, Capt. Jenkins ordered oakum stuffed into 


the pipes of the forward and midship closets, 
He reported that it 
had a marvelous effect on the sea. Along the 
ship’s side, for a good long range to wind- 
ward, the sea became smooth, the big waves 


seeming to melt to nothing, and not a drop of 


water came aboard after that. 
The steamship Werkendam of the Nether- 
lands-American Line on Oct. 19 used oil for 


sixteen hours with good results. She had been 
shipping large quantities of water until an oil 


bag was hung over the weather side, when no 


more waves came aboard.

_As Quinn and Garrick were in some degree 
rivals, one at Covent Garden and the other at 
Drury Lane, so also were Cooke and Kemble. 
Kemble. was unapproachable by Couke as 
Macbeth, but the latter set all competition at 
defiance in his Richard and Iago. Cooke’s 
greetest failure was his Hamlet, in which, it 
is said, even young Henry Siddons excelled 
him. 

Edmund Kean’s Originality. 

_ Edmund Kean was a bright particular star 
in the theatrical firmament of his day, having 
come up through great trials and tribulations 
to a first night at Drury Lane as Shylock, and 
produced a sensation only second to Gar- 

k’s first appearance. Kean’s Hamlet has 
esl spoken of as original and great. The 
eritics especially dwell on the tender vibra- 
tion of his voice when uttering the word 

‘*father”’ to the Show; they also approve of 
his sinking on one knee before the solemn 
spirit, and admire his original action when,

instead uf keeping the ghost off with his 
sword when he bids it go on, he points it at 
his friends to keep them back when they en- 
deavor to fullow him. 

Another of his origina) points has become 
stage property. Inthe passionate scene with 
Ophelia, where he bids her—*tGet thee to a 
nunnery! Why wouldst thou be a breeder of 
sinners ?’’—he comes back and takes her hand, 
and then tenderly kissing it he lo.ks mourn- 
fully at her before rushing off the stage. 

As Garrick and Quinn, Kemble and Cooke 
were rivals, so also were Kean an:i Booth, and 
much criticism has been expending in con- 
trasting their Hamlets. 

The Hamlet of Junius - Brutus Booth 
was said to be that of a spiritual melanchol#, 
at once acute and profound. This quality 
seemed to color his tenderest feeling as well 
as his airiest fancy, and one felt its presence 
when off the stage. Thia hereditary 
mantle of genius no doubt descended to and 
enveloped as with'a divine halo the person of 
his gifted son. 

Edwin Booth siding apparently with those 
critics who favored Kean in preference to his 
father, very impartially observes: 

“VW hat right have I, whose temperament 
and mode of thinking are dissimilar to yours, 
to denounce your exposition of such a puzzle 
as Hamlet? He isthe epitome of mankind, 
not an individual; asort of magie mirror in 
which all men gee the reflex of themselves.” 

The Two Extremes, ; 

The editor of Blaelaweoed in speaking or 
Booth’s acting says: : 

“I think his Hamlet one of the very best 
and his Othello one of the very worst I ever 
saw. 

Booth played King Lear and was supported 


with the celebrated ‘ Hamlet 


merited testimonial ever received by any 
actor in the history of the American stage. 

Lawrence Barrett, solong associated with 
Edwin Booth, played almost every male part 
in “ Hamlet.” His Hamlet was said to be the 
_ best of his parts next to Cassius; and that it 

was highly intellectual—vigorous, consistent, 
and unfailingly tender. 

Prubably the strongest companyever 4as- 
sembled on the American stage to play 
** Hamiet ’’—a perfect galaxy of stars—was at 
the famous Wallack testimonial in New York 
the evening of May 21, 1888, the cast of which

The first record of any performance of 


“Hamlet” in this country was at the theater 
in Chappel street in New York Nov. 26, 1761. 
Exactly 100 years from that time Edwin Booth 
enacted the Royal Dane at the Winter Gar- 
den in New York. 

And thus through the ever passing years 
have the mimic woes of ** Hamlet —that 
greatest drama of the mystery of human life 
ever conceived by mortal man—been re- 
acted. There is’ something in it—11_ the 
difficulties and perplexities of man’s life— 
that strikes asympathetic and vibrating chord 
in every heart. 

In the last scene that ends this strange, 
eventfui history Hamiet says: 

Had I but time (as this fell sergeant. Death, 

ls strict in his arrest) O, 1 could tell you.

France Takes the Front Rank in the Scien- 


? tifle Treatment of This Form of Gayety 


~Dancing Masters Were Autocrats in 
the Eighteenth Century—The Ballet 
Makes Its Initial Appearance in 1681— 
Not Long Ago Church Services Were Con- 
ducted by Pastors with Nimble Feet. 


If all the books that have been written on 
the subject of dancing, the voluminous tech- 
nical text-books, as well us the smaller pam- 
phlets of the friends of the ballroom, the de- 
nunciatory writings of the clergy, and the 
menacing literature of wmoralists were to be 
collected in one room they would constitute a 
large-sized library. France takes the front 
rank in the scientific treatmentof this art, 
and it was a French canon named Jehan 
Tabourot who wrote the first systematic work 
on dancing in 1588 entitled “Orchesographie.” 

The presence or absence of decorum in the 
history of dancing is not at all, assome sup- 
pose, the expression of the prevailing morality 
or immorality of the respective periods, for 
in the beginning of the eighteenth century, 
when the greatest licentiousness was ram pant 
in all the éiute circles of Europe, the dance 
could not have been conducted with more pro- 
priety and sedateness. Ihe passion 1s inher- 
ent in human beings and even in lower ani- 
mals. As soon as the little ones leave the 
mother’s lap they give expression in their 
glee by jumping, skipping, and dancing. The 
movements, however, are not under the con- 
trol of art, for the subsequent sudden depres- 
sions on the nursery floor change laughter into 
tears. Dogs, cats, and the youug of all quad- 
rupeds dance and gambol as by instinct. 
Thus it will be seen that dancing in itself is an 
innocent diversion, and when kept within the 
bounds of propriety ought to be encguraged 
as much as morry laughter, lusty singing, and

hygienic gymnastics. It is as old as the 
world, no race having as yet been found 
where it has not always been in vogue in one 
form or another. Only as civilization over- 
took a nation did it attain the art of moving 
in measured steps or adapting the movements 
of the body, which a joyful and exultant 
spirit provoked, to the rhythmical sounds of 
music, 

Most of the text books on this subject are 
confined to the close of the seventeenth and 
the beginning of the eighteenth centuries, 
for then dancing flourished as a nobie 
art patronized by all the courts and 
nobility of Europe. No education 
was considered complete without a diploma 
from the dancing master who had made him- 
self indispensable as a tutor in the houses of 
the refined. He regulated the deportment 
and manners of the pupus, and the customs 
and etiquette of society were under his tyran- 
nical contro]. Villages in France and Ger- 
many imported these dignitaries from Paris 
and Leipsic, the simple rustica treating them 
with great awe and admiration and paying 
handsomely for their instructions. 

The first volume published in Germany is 
that of Samuel Rudoif Behr in 1708, then fol- 
lows a 500-page beok of Johann Paschen, the 
famous dancing master of Leipsic, and of 
another one of the game place named Gott-

It was considered unbecoming patricians to 
engage in dancing. Cicero remarks, *‘ No 
one dances unless he 1s either drunk or mad.”’ 
When Herod made the rash promise that he 
would give Salome, the daughter of Herodias, 
anything she would demand, even to the half 
of his kingdom, it was doubtless her great 
condescension as a princess to the revels of 
the merry roué that induced him to keep his 
vow and order John the Baptist to be decapi- 
tated. 

Dancing in its crude and primitive form 
was a constituent part of the Mosaic as well 
as of the pagan worship. Moses and Miriam 
danced to their song of triumph when the 
Israelites passed through the Red Sea as on 
dry land; David danced before the ark. There 
is abundant evidence of its prevalence 
among the primitive Christians. The Greeks 
and Romans had religious apd war dances. 
In Egypt the danseuses are called the Almé, 
who, while performing, improvise verses in 
true Italian fashion. In the middle es it 
was included in the ceremonies of the church 
by the clergy. 

What ashocking spectacle it would be fora 
modern congregation to behold their priests 
and pastors approach the altars, every step 
danced to slow music and with enough sancti- 
inoniousness to prevent the appearance of gay 
hilarity. 

The old French dances betray their ecelesi- 
astical origin by their earnestness and dig- 
nity. The fast wailtzers of these modern 
times, whose greatest delight consists in wild 
whirling and indiscriminate hopping, cannot 
conceive even of the probability of earnest 
devotional dancing. ‘lhe latter’s total secu- 
larization in France is due to the unhallowed 
influence of the so-called Italian social repais- 
sance at the Parisian court.

the actor. The evening of Aug. 30, 1875, Mr. 
Davenport appeared as Ham!et at the Grand 
Opera-House in New York, and the same 
evening Barry Sullivan, a famous Irish actor, 
appeared at Booth’s ‘1 heater in the same part. 
Sullivan was warmly welcomed by his coun- 
trymen, the Sixty-ninth, that famous Irish 
regiment, being present at the performance. 
Mr. Sullivan’s Hamlet was said to have been 
melodramatic, harsh at times, occasionally 
overacted, and in all respects entirely differ- 
ent from the quiet and tender Hamlet of Mr. 
Davenport. 

The years 1857 and 1858 saw an epidemic of 
Hamlets in the City of New York. McKean 
Buchanan and Barry Sullivan appeared as 
Hamlet at the Broadway+James Stark and

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- TURN TO TEETOTUMS. 


EFFORTS TO BENEFIT THE POOR 
OREATE A NEW ENTERPRISE. 


. 


Peculiarities of a New Philanthropic Idea, 
‘Imported from England and Now in 
Operation in New York—Giving Poor 
People Pure but Simple Food at Reason- 
able Prices—A Novel Club—Cooked Deli- 
eacies from Hash to Bread Padding, 
with a Timit of a Single Shilling. 

New York, Jan. 10.—[Special Correspond- 
@nce.|—Teetotum! What is ateetotum? The 
question was suggested by the red letters on 
the window of atrim little store on the East 
Side of New York. It was in Essex strect just 
off Stanton and some seven or eight blocks 
east of the Bowery, with which thoroughfare 
Essex runs patallel. Sume years ago—more 
than one cares to reckon—the word 
tectotum would have been familiar enough. 
The little spinning arrangement of a spin- 
die runn‘ng through the center of a 
circular disk, the -side of which was 
cut in flat spaces, each of which bore a num- 
ber, was a treasured possession. Many a 
bcy’s tears have started when it has been con- 
fiscated by the teacher as a punishment for a 
gurreptitious spin under the cover of the desk- 
lid. It was a fascinating toy, gratifying the 
gambling spirit that seems inbred in every 
human being. The persistent cussedness of 
the thing in always reeling over with a high 
number down and a low number up, when its 
brief whirl ceased, if some stake depended on 
the spin, never ruined its popularity, because 
the highnumbers were up occasionally,though

generally when there was nq, profit to the 
owner of the teetotum in their being so. But 
there was no link to connect the little store 
with the old toy. Nor did it seem a place 
where there was any spinning of teetotums. 
The place seemed too business-like for that. 
A bright, clean, active man was weighing tea 
at the counter behind the windows and he had 
ecarcely finished before he was carrying a 
bowl of steaming soup to a table in an 
_inner room. He was quickly back in the 
store grinding coffee for a customer who stood 
waiting. Men and women entered, the men 
generally passing to the rear room while the 
women stood by the counter intending to 
carry their purchases home in their hands, 
while the men consumed theirs on the prem- 


ises. 

All the people who entered the teetotum had 
the earnest, intent expression on their faces 
that comes of a hand-to-hand struggle for ex- 
istence. Quick in their movements, as peo- 
ple are apt to be who know that every hour 
must produce its work, if they are to live, yet 
cheerful for the greater part and apparently 
on good terms with each other. Someof the 
faces were distinctively Jewish, of the German 
and Polish types, and their keen eyes watched 
the scales with suspicion as the man behind 
the counter weighed their purchases, They 
chatted together in harsh guttural tones, in a 
tongue sounding like jargon to American 
ears, while now and again one could hear 
some one speaking pure German. A busy 
place is that block of Essex street. Attowering 
tenement -house rears its head nine stories 
high right opposite the teetotum, and if 
you pasa through to the rear you find it 
duplicated with another as high behind it. 
There are more tenement houses in the block 
with their twin brothers behind them. Some 
of them are let out in single rooms, though the 
families of greater substance can be accom- 
modated with a suite of two or three rooms. 
The roofs of those houses, cover a large num- 
ber inmates’ who call the _ places 

**home.”” The block, which 

means a long one, — hav- 

Stanton for its north and Rivmgton 

for its south boundaries, was found to contain 
at the iast census no less than 2,300 persons. 
Dull and dingy most of the houses look, and 
one can imagine how close and pestiferous 
the air must be there in the heat of summer. 
Children are born there, probably get a love 
for the place that shelters them, and are con- 
tent. Men and women live, and work, and 
die there, ail: the tragedy and comedy of 
life played oft on the cramped stage with the 
same joys and sorrows as the millionaire ex- 
pre in his palace two miles away on 
ifth avenue. Discontent is not legible on 
many faces. Probably many have lived in 
puch places, or worse, all their lives. The few

who do feel are those who have ‘seen better 
days” and who know what it is to live in 
decent quarters, penetrated with air and hgbt. 
They are evidentiy depressed. But they are 
few, and even these have little time to 
spend in lamentation, and work is a anighty 
anodyne to fretting. But the street 
furnishes no better clew than the outside of 
the building does to the mystery of the name 
on the windows. Why is there a teetotum in 
Essex street and what use is it put to? 

The twnan inside is too busy waiting on the 
customers to have time to gratify curiosity. 
“A teetotum is what you see.’ So far en- 

 lightenment comes. but it is not much. Cir- 
cumspice might do in St, Paul’s Cathedral! as 
an epitaph on the tomb of its great builder, 
but to look around in the teetotum dees not 
givea very accurate or com prehensive idea of its 
object or its uses. It is apparently a combina- 
tion of grocery and restaurant. the latter be- 
ing in therear. A kind of entablature which 
might be, from its shape, a gravestone in 


wall with a record of the goods sold and the 
prices thereof. From this it appears 
various descriptions of hash may 
be purchased for five cents. For the 
same sum may be had cracked wheat, oat- 
meal, hominy, or Indian corn mush. Should 
the customer's taste be. more luxurious and 
his pocketbook be able to bear the strain he 
may indulge in rice pudding for six cents. 
Other delicacies of‘still higher prices may be 
procured there. Bostonians visiting the tee- 
totun may get their baked beans for 
eight cents. The higher piaces on 
the list are occupied y beef soup, 
chicken soup, clam chowder, and fish

chowder, of any of which a pint may be ob- 
tained for 10 cents. The highest luxury of- 
fered is bread pudding, for which 12 cents 
must be paid. It would be unreasonable to 
expect that so extensive a bill of fare wasa 
daily provision. A second and supplementary 
list on the wallinforfms the visitor which of 
the dishes are submitted for his choice on that 
day, and all appear on the supplementary list 
in their turn, though pot all on the same day. 

The entrance of a courteous, well-dressed 
gentleman who looks familiarly around and 
nods to the busy waiter indicates one who, 
like the observer, is not there to refresh the 
inner man. He appears to be less preoccu- 
pied than the seller or the buyers, and may 
gratify the curiosity the teetotum naturally 
awakens. This is Mr. Merington, who is 
looking after the teetotum just now, the for- 
mer manager, Mr. Charlies J. Will, hav- 
ing died a few weeks ago. He explains 
that this is not exactly a teetoturm. ‘The title 
is rather a hope thana realization. ‘To see the 
teetotum 1n its full bloom and vigor one must 
go to England, where tite idea had its birth. 
“* It is an attempt,’’ hesays, ‘* to introduce the 
thing, and we shall see to what it will grow. 
Possibly the English institution will not thrive 
in New York, or it may succeed with modif- 
eations. The principle is good, and it may be 
adapted to the wants of the people here. Its 
initiatory stage is to supply the people 
with- good and cheap food and encour- 
age a taste for that. It is an important st: p 
gained if the small sums these hard-working 
people can spend in food are spent in nourish- 
ing and wholesome articles. ‘Then we are try- 
ing to.miake the place akind of club. The 
saloon at present is the poor man’s club, and 
it is not a good place forhim. He is aware 
of the fact, but it is more comfortable and 
more cheerful there than in his one room in 
which the family, perhaps numbering five or 
six, live day and night. He will go some- 
where after his day’s work is done, and 
the saloon is the only place in which he 
will be welcome. Now here is a substitute. 
He ean join the club and have the use of this 
rear room at any time of the day or evening. 
He can sit here and smoke and play dominoes 
or checkers or other games, and enjoy himself 
in his own fashion. He cannot get beer or 
any intoxicants, but if he wants those he will 
go to the saloon anyway. He can get a good 
cup of tea or coffee, and our object is to prod- 
vide for the men who prefer those and who 
now drink beer in the saloon because they 
wantachange and company, and can only 
find them in Ahe saloon, where they must 
dripvk beer to secure a welcome.”’ 

** Are there many of that kind ?”’ 

**(), yes, more than you have any idea of. 
We only opened in August last and people did 
not quite understand us at first, but we have 
fifty members already. Itis better to have a 
reguiar membership with subscription be- 
cause the man feels proprietary rights when 
he pays for a thing and values it. He feels at 
home and that is how we want him.to feel.’”’ 

“What did you mean by the people not 
understanding you?”’ 

** Well, some of us who started the place are 
church people connected with the Old Epiph- 
any Church around the corner iu Stanton 
street or with St. George’s, and the people 
got the idea we were making a religious af- 
fair out of it—wanting to convert them, in 
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SEEN DAILY IN THE TEETOTUM, 


fact. Any approach to a religious complex- 
ion would scare them away at once. We avoid 
that subject.’’ 

“What are the dues of the club?” 

“Merely nominal. Twenty-five cents a 
quarter entitles the member to all the privi- 
leges. Besides the use of the room the mem- 
ber receives a ticket with all the goods he or 
his wife purchased at the store, which tickets 
entitle him at the end of the yearto a rebate 
of 5 per cent on the total amount he has ex- 
pendea during the year. The only formality 
required for membership is that the candi- 
date’s name be proposed to the committee 
with satisfactory evidence that he is honest, 
decent, and orderly in his behavior. The 
present committee consists of Dr. William S$. 
Rainsford of St. George’s Church. Mr. R. 
Fulton Cutting, who supplied funds for estab- 
lishing the teetotum, Mr. Frank Holmes, Mr, 
Matthew Taylor, Mr. John Seeley Ward, and 
myself. ~Further on we shall get the men to 
elect their own committee, but at present we 
are self-appointed, having initiated the insti- 
tution.” 

‘* Is the place self-supporting?” 

‘Not yet, but it nay become so. Similar 
clubs in Engiand pay theif way. The ex- 
penses are not heavy. All ouf committee are 
engaged in some occupation, 80 that there is 
bo expenditure on our account. We are quite 
ready to give our services in any way that may 
be useful. The janitor-and) clerk must cf 
course be paid and the piace must be kept 
clean, but that does not cost much. It will 
undoubtedly become self-supporting as it be- 
comes Known and -the number of members 
lpbcreases. 

Further inquiries developed the fact that the 
same roof covered other and very different or- 
ganizations. These, too, scemed to be the sug- 
gestion of the fertile brain of the genius who 
presides at the old Church of St. (seorge on 
Stuyvesant square—Dr. William S. Rainsford. 
Ascending to the floor over the store and the 
meeting-room, one finds it divided into three 
rooms, which beédme one when the folding 
doors are opened. A thick Turkey 
covers the floors of the tront and rear roors. 
while the floor of the middle room is waxed 
and polished. An upright piano 1s here. and 
facing it, against the o->posite wall, is a weil. 
filled bookcase. Everything is exquisitely 
clean and as cheerful as it is pos- 
sible to make rooms whose ceilings 
are low and whose windows are overshad- 
owed in front by the tall tenement house on 
the opposite side of the rarrow street, and in 
the rear by another high building. Miss

memory of a deceased owner is fixed to the 


and it is'\devoted to her sex. Girls, especially 
those who work in stores and factories, feel 
the inconveniences of the cramped home 
quarters as much as their fathers and broth- 
ers, and have as hittle inclination as 
they to spend their evenings in them. 
** But what can be done here!”” 
“‘ Weil, this ia a club-room,’’ Miss Brown ex- 
Jains. “Three clubs meet here. The Good 
ill club has about fifty members, all girls. 
They have singing classes, reading circles, and 
a regular system of pleasant occupations. 
The Friendly club is a similar organinees, 
and that also meets here. The members 0 
it, too, are all girls. They have physical 
culture classes, and have engaged a regularly 
qualified instructor, and, latterly, they have 
introduced daneing. They pass their even- 
mgs pleasantly according to their taste. 
Sometimes they play games, or sometimes 
have a musical evening. They are together 
and society counts for a — deal with all of 
us, and they always find some amusement. 
At their age it is much betterfor them to ar- 
range things themselves. They need the con- 
venience of a room to meet in, and that is 
supplied to them here. Beside these two 
clubs, which are limited to girls above the 
age of 14, there is a junior club of little girls 
between the ages of 10 and 14. For these there 
is a teacher of sewing, another of music, and 
sometimes we read to them. They are very 
happy and take a great deal of interest in 
their club, and are proud of their member- 
ship. We are glad to help and encourage all 
three clubs in every way, but they prosper 
better without any attempt on our part to in- 
terfere, or control their management. QOnr 
plan is to have them feel perfeetly free and to 
regard us as friends, uct as patrons OF 
teachers. 1 suppose they are aware 
that the hing originated in a 
church asso®iation, but they under- 
stand that we are disintereated about it and 
are not trying to proselytize them. The mem- 
bers are of all creeds; 1 think there are some 
Jews among them. We do not inquire. The 
only restriction is good moral character. All 
nationalities, too, are represented, but Ger- 
mans preponderate.”’ 
There could evidently be no greater mis- 
take than to class the teetotum and its ad- 
juncts with philanthropic institations. The 
people who use this place are not the kind of 
people who relish philanthropy as it 1s gen- 
erally understood and administered. They 
are sturdy, independent folks, who are for the 
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greater part able to support themselves, so 
far as absolute necessaries of life go, 
and unless under the stress of sudden 
misfortune would regard any offer of chari- 
tapnle nature as something like an insult. Dr. 
Rainsford thoroughly understands this fact 
and respects their attitude, having a rather 
extensive acquaintance with the other kind of 
people, who would rather live on alms than 
work. The help thatthe teetotum affords is 
therefore judiciously rendered in the most 
unobtrusive form and more as a sugges- 
tion than anything else. It is easy to 
imagine how much there is in_ the 
lives of men in Essex street and 
similar localities to force the concentration of 
their thoughts on the mere struggle for ex- 
istence. When they are conscious of the 
misery and possibly the hunger of wife and 
children that would ensue from their being 
out of work, and know that a@epression of 
trade, oreven the caprice of an employer, 
might throw them out of work any day, men 
are apt to think more about the re- 
lations of capital and iabor than about 
the comfort ayd cleanliness of their 
homes. But the nbatness and cleanliness of 
the teetotum and the comfort they get there 
may suggest imprevements in their hotnes, 
and so may render them a’ much help by its 
voiceless teaching as such books as “ Philip 
Meyer’s Scheme” and other treatises on the 
larger problem are rendering them in their 
trade relations. Someofthem look capable 
of being such a leader as. Philip Meyer, but 
their efforts would be no less effective if the 
features of the teetotum were reproduced in 
their dreary rooms. 

It is a singular fact that the idea of the tee- 
totum traced back to its origin was a sugges- 
tion from the very enemy it was organized to 
light—the saloon. Mr. Buchanan, who or- 
ganized the first teetotum in England, was 
unable to supply the capital necessary to 
start such an institution ashe had in view. 
He noticed, however, that liquor saloons 
could be easily established and the splendor 
of their fittingseven in the most poverty- 
stricken districts impressed him. There 
seemed no lack of capital to start such affairs. 
He inquiredshow it was done and learned that 
wealthy bréwers or distillers advanced the 
money, stipulating that no beer or spirite but 
those they produced should be sold there, 
Why should not a similar arrangement be 
made with atea merchant? An application to 
a large tea house was favorably entertained, 
and at the first teetotum the firm’s teas could 
be purchased erther by the pound in 
paper or in decoction in the cup. It was a 
very modest establishment furnished by the 
‘tea merchants, but it soon grew to larger pro- 
portions and became self-supporting. Four of 
them are now flourishing which were fur- 
nished throughout at an average cost of $1,000 
each. The members pay about four cents a 
week for their privileges, which include the 
use of the restaurant, reading room liberally 
supplied with newspapers, a room for playing 
chess, checkers, billiards, and ad:nission to 
some bright entertainment every Saturday 
evening. The men manage the club them- 
selves, Mr. Buchanan and his friends advising 
and assisting as need arises. Already the 
work is branching out to include technical 
education and classes for the study of 
languages and literature. 

The conditions of life here differ from those 
in England in many ways, but the one condi- 
tion which makes the teetotum a bright feat- 
ure in the life of the English workingman— 
that of poverty and dreary and squalid homes— 
exists in both countries. There is therefore no 
reason why the institution should not flourish 
on American soil as it has done on the other 
side of the Atlantic. The success which has 
attended the Essex street teetotum in the few 
months of its existence encourages the hope of 
its future development. 

**Do you think I drink because I am thirsty 
or because I want to get drunk?’ a working- 
man asked a tetnperance advocate who was 
expostulating with him after he had been -1n- 
dulging in a long spree. ** Don’t I know,” he 
continued, “that it’s a bad thing? Yes, I do 
know, and I know my family have to suffer 
for it, just as well as you do, What do I 
drink for then? Why, because 1 am miusera- 
ble and I want to forget it. If you had sucha 
piace to live in as I’ve got and nowhere to 
£0, and nothing to do, when your work's 
done, you'd go where there was light and com- 
pany and where you could get something to 
cheer you up a bit. That’s why I vo and 
drink, and when I begin I dun’t know.when to 
stop.”” Thousands of men would tell the 
saine story, and baa gets worse with them 
from day today. How to help them to some- 
thing better is a problem that bas puzzled 
many of their friends. It tooks very much as 
if through the teetotum they were -going to 
help themselves. -

Thetitle of the book is 
“The Family Life of Heinrich Heine,”’ and 
it contains 122 family letters, heretofore un- 
published, written by the poet from his college 
days to his death. The book is edited by his 
w, Baron Ludwig Von Embden and 
translated from the German by Charles de 
Kay. As Mr. de Kay isnotonly an unusu- 
ally accomplished German scholar and a 
as well, it ie notsurprising that this is 
gn unusually good translation. In a most 
interesting and appreciative introduction to 
the book Mr. de Kay says: 


‘The letters are not literary at all; always a foe 
to fine writing, Heine in his letters home was 
often loose in construction and sometimes un-

rammatical, but at the sametime racy in his 
erman. They reflect the hopes and needs of the 
man, his sttitude of mind toward money, his 
wife, household, publishers, friends, enemies, and 
telatives. They are Heine in his well moments 
ted beneath his vine, making sly funof Ma- 
thilde and Cocotte the parrot, or Heine on his 
javalid’s chair spluttering fiercely against a 
brother who has blundered while negotiating 
with old Campe, the publisher. Broad wit is not 
absent—a sort of wit that recalls Rabelais rather 
than Sterne—but. the editor of these letters has 
suppressed more than he has allowed to stand. 
We are not, héwever, interested in them as 
literature, but as the unguarded utterances of 
g brilliant and eccentric man. 
If it were not so sad it were almost comical to 
trace: here the methods Heine used in order to 
‘bring pressure to bear on his rich uncle, Solomon 
‘Heine, and on that uncle’s heir, through the poet's 
mother and sister living in Hamburg. his way of 
forcing the publisher to better terms, and his ill- 
concealed threats to publish what his cousins 
wished suppressed. There is something ghoulish 
in Heine hoarding an assortment of family skele- 
tons to rattle them now and then, and so keep his 
well-to-do relatives alive to the fact that he was 
‘pot dead yet. : 
’ In presenting these letters to the public 
Baron Ludwig von Embden says: 
‘The family life of Heinrich Heine has been 
falsely depicted in various ways, and his relations

tohis nearest kindred have been often wofully 
twisted. Yielding to the wishes of his many ad- 
mirers.and in order that the character of the poet 


might be estimated with more exactness, my 
mother, now well on in years, who is the only sis- 
ter of Heinrich Heine, has laid on me this task, 
She asks that his letters to the family shall be 
pestischer! during her lifetime, letters which she 

as guarded hitherto as a precious legacy en- 
hanced by all the memories of her beloved 
other, 
Throughout his entire life, apart from his 

ily, Heinrich Heine kept up a regular cor- 
respondénce with his mother and sister, but 
with his brothers after the emigration to Paris 
he had only the most superficial epistolary 
connection. 

After a visit to his newly married sister at 
Hamburg, Heine returned to his home at Liin- 
heburg, and from there he writes to her of 

eculiarities of her character noticed dur- 
ing his sojourn with her. Her violent temper 
he attributes to her way of living to “ the 
Spiced and fat dishes.’’ 

I could not tell them enough as to your appeat- 
ance. With delight I was able to tell, dear 

mbden, that you love my sister with all your 

Cart, always taking pains for her, supporting 
her foibles, bearing in manly fashion her little 

ices, willingly dispensing with your own 
hims, and always showing yourself a trusty hus- 
and. Verily, my friends, I reckon as nothing 
our little skirmishes; that is omnipresent; the 
oftiest moment of wedlock is a battle and even a 
bloody one. It really mears nothing if the wife 
shows her teeth, so long as the teeth are nice and 
white; if she sheds tears, so long as they become 
er; and if she stamps angrily with her feet, so 
ng as they are sweetly small. And what ismore 
ful than forgiveness? And Moritz is so kind- 
carted ! 


Charlotte, the sister, does not seem to have 
&ppreciated her brother’s frankness, anda she 

ails to answer his letters. But this does not 
Prevent his writing to her. He tells herevery- 

hing--that they * havea new cook, the which 

§ most sassy,” and that he is going to Got- 
ingen if his “shirts are dry.’’ They evi- 
dently did get dry in time, for he arrived at 
Gottingen in due course. 

The next morning as I leaned out of the win- 

wofthe tavern [saw my old bootblack pass 
aud calleo him up. In comes the whimsical fel- 
low without uttering a word, and brushes my 
clothes and boots without speaking a word. and 
does not show the slightest surprise at my being 
@way from GO6ttingen for three years.

Heine took his degree as doctor of law and 
made an effort to support himself by his pro- 
fession., At this period he is described by his 
Sister as follows: 

His appearance was more youtbful. than his 
age would lead one to expect; he was withont 
beard until his incurable illness began; the 
delicate, almost maiden-like features of his pale, 
Oval face were set in a background of light brown 

air. His mouth would twist itself in a satirical 
smile wiien he repeated a joke or tticism, and 
the grayish blue eyes, at other times somewhat 
dull. began to sparkie. Of medium stature and 
always elegantly clad, his whole being expressed 
8h aristocratic something. He was always very 
active and industrious and went regularly to 
lectures. Ihe habits of students never had his 
Sympathy; he did not smoke, drank no beer, very 
dittle wine, and although member of a Bar- 
Schenschaft, avoided all nocturnal banquets. 

Heine began and ended the practice of his 
Profession as lawyer at Hamburg, and the

He returned to Germany, but not for long. 
Weary of the outrages which he had to sup- 
port in bis own land, especially the proscri 
tion of his writings in Germany, he seriously 
considered the question of living in Paris, 
which had crossed his mind less seriously some 

me before. He took the first opportunity, 
eft Germany for France. He wrote how Paris 
entranced him by the gayety which appeared 
in all social phenomena, and how the courte- 
ous, kindly, polite manners of the Parisian 
people pleased him. 

Sweet perfame of politeness, how you did re- 
fresh and restore my wretched soul, which in 
Germany had been forced to swallow so much to- 
bacco fumes, sauerkraut smell, and brutality! 
But beside politeness the speech of the French 
folk has for me a certain tinge of good breeding;

and any Parisian dame de la halle speaks more 
attractively thana German abbess with sixty- 
four ancestors. 

Heine’s duel with Salomon Strauss was the 
reason for his marrying Mathilde the “ beauti- 
ful and lively girl with whoin he had been 
sharing his lodgings.’”’ Not knowing how 
things might turn out he wanted to make sure 
that in the event of his death her future would 
be secured. On the subject of his marriage 
he wrote to his sister: 

Only today am I able to officially announce to 
you my marriage. Aug. 31 I wedded Mathilde 
Creszentia Mirat. with whom I have been quar- 
reling every day for more than six years. How- 
ever, she has the noblest and purest heart, is as 
good as an angel, and her conduct during the maby 
years of our life in common so unblemished that 
ali friends and acquaintances have boasted of her 
as a model of propriety. 

Heine wrote to his friend Lewald on the an- 
nouncement of the marriage: 

This maritai duel, which shall never end until 
one of us is killed, is certainly more perilous than 
the brief visit.to the field of honor with Salomon 
Strauss from the Judengasse of Frankfort. 

And again to his mother: 

Thank God my wife conducts herself extremely 
well. She is a thoroughly square, honest, kind 
creature, without falseness or malice. Unfort- 
unately her temperament is very bvisterous, her 
whims never the same, and often she is more ir- 
ritating to me than soothing. Iam still bound to 
her with my whole soul. She is ever my most in- 
ward necessity of life—but even that will end 
some time, and | look forward to this period 
with horror. Then I shall feel only the burden 
of her whims without the sympatby that makes 
them easier to bear. At other times anxiety -for 
the helplessness and lack of judgment of my wife 
worries me incase I die, for she is as inexperienced 
and without judgment as a3-year-old child! You 
see, dear mother, how my troubles are at bottom 
merely the whimsigs of a hypochondriac for the 
most part! 

A fire in 1842, which nearly destroyed the 
City of Hamburg, burned his mother’s hous2 
to the ground, and with ita chest full of his 
MSS. and letters. His sister tried to rescue 
them and came near being burned to death in 
her efforts. The loss was irreparabie to the 
poet, but he wrote to his mother: 

Mypoor, kind mother! Do not agitate your- 
self too much from sorrow at material losses. 

God is ag man. This time, however, be has 
trusted too much to the good fire establishments 
of Hamburg. 

The book goes on: 

After an absence of twelve years Heine was 
driven to Hamburg by the yearning to see his na- 

tive land once more and to embrace his mother 
and sister. He passed his six weeks of stay al- 
most exclusively within the narrowest family cir- 
cle of his dear ones and was hardly accessible at 
dil for the greater number of his ac- 
quaintances there. Besides, he made use of 
his presence in Hamburg to conclude a contract 
with his publisher, Julius Campe, for the issue 
of his complete works, and he exacted a royalty 
ona yearly ascending scale up to thesum of 
1,800 marks (about $700). which was to pass to his 
wife for her life after his death. Anxiety for 
Mathilde’s future caused him to close the bar- 
gain with a certain precipitation, and afterward 
he often rued the day when he was so docile 
with his publisher. 

His nephew describes the arrival of the 
poet and his French wife in the former’s na- 
tive land: 

Ona splendid sunshiny afternoon the Havre 
steamer came into this port a little late, and we 
were all hanging about the bridge for a long 
while in the utmost excitement over the expecta- 
tion of learning to know Mathilde, Heine's wife. 
At last the ship approached and my uncle came 
ashore. He had grown a little stouter, had 
nothing external about him that looked sickly, 
and had on bis arm a stately lady in asimple 
gray traveli dress. Mathilde was a really 
very beautiful woman of tall figure, somewhat 
luxtiriant lines, and lovely oval face framed with 
chestnut hair, red, full lips which showed pretty, 
white teeth, and large, expressive eyes which shot 
fire when under excitement. 

We were destined to see these fine eyes flash 
very soon, whea, after a joyous greeting, my 
father led her to the carriage and handed her a 
box after she had entered—but with a start of 
pain let it fall as he felt his tinger sharply bitten. 
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A shrill scream escaped from Mathilde, for in the 
box was Cocotte the parrot, her darling, which 
she had brought from Paris. 

Mathilde was a hysterical, exacting creature, 
as a letter from Paris by Heine to his mother 
shows. 

Just now my wife had me called ;:she has passed 
a good night and I hope she will. soon feel her 
wings 4gain. Yesterday she had an attack of the 
nerves, and she bit throngh with her teeth in a 
cramp-like way tbe glass of water which was held 
to her lips for refreshment; tLey had to tear the 
bits of glass out of her mouth! Imagine my 
terror! /I trust that no splinter has been left, 
Nothing but scares and unpleasantnesses! What 
I bear with! Often human life hangs on a single 
thread ! 

Poor Heine! It was not onlyhis wife’s 
‘‘ nerves ’’ that prevented his sleeping: 

In a few days [ must move out again; my in- 
famous tandlord has quartered his horses under 
my sleeping chamber contrary to right and com- 
pact, and these stamp the whole night through 
and rob me of my sleep. I pass the whole day 
outside the house on account of the banging. | 
write in a hurry before going out, and it is still 
dark atvo clock. My poor wife was very sick 
yesterday. What I must bear with! 

Not only was the poor wife sick, but so was 
the poor poet: 

Il am often martyred by the most horrible 
cramps and at the same time have to sit like a 
man in chains. For two months I have entirely 
lost the use of my feet and legs and have to be 
rolled to and fro on a chair. | have become a 
miserable paralytic who would be a great burden 
to you if I were with you. 

Sometimes he was better, sometimes 
worse, and finally he settled down to hopeless 
invalidism : 

In the morning after a lukewarm bath he was 


carefully removed from his bed toan invalid’s 
chair stuffed with soft blankets, for the slightest 


pressure and every quick movergpnt caused the 
most viclent pains to his suatfer body. He ate 
breakfast consisting of some light 


After a little rest he began to work, dic- 
or had some one read 


the poet received the visits of friends, strangers, 


and also of elegant women of the upper classes, 


whose presence always brightened him up if they 
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were young and . Hecalled women “the 
great nation, ruler of the world.” rae 

When in better health Heine was a great 
gourmand; 

Mathilde also loved to eat at the restaurant, 
and in order to make it possible she often took 
refuge in the following stratagem. The taste of 
mutton was very displeasing to her hus , 80 
when he asked what there was to eat, as he came 
home with a good appetite and in a good humor, 
ehe would say mutton! At once he would take 
up his hat and say: ‘Come, Mathilde, let us go 
and dime at Véfour’s."”” If acquaintances were 
met with on the road they were asked to come 
along, and as Mathilde regarded champagne as 4 
spice which could not omitted from a good 

inner, this joke, being often repeated, caused 
very considerable expenditures. oe 

The following letter, written after Heine’s 
death, by his nurse, Catherine Bourlois, gives 
a graphic picture of his last hours: 

Parts, March 11, 1858.-Madame: I have just 
sent to your honored brother very long details 
which he asked for concerning the death of Mr. 
Heine. Mme, Mathilde, your sister-in-law, left 
the hoyse of the dead one hour and a half before 
the interment; she has not yet returned to the 
house on the Avenue Montaigne, but Miss Pauline 
comes every day to get her letters from the jani- 
I do not know Mme, Heine’s address. 

The day preceding his death my poor master 
: “Il am glad my family bas come, for I shall 
never see them more.” e regretted very much 
not tohave written Weduesday, because later he 
was no longer able to, During the last night he 
kept repeating, as he had repeated Friday: “I 
am done for!” During that fatal night I had a 
watcher with me and [{ went to wake 5 
Pauline when I saw the end approaching. 

could have easily called madame, but the least 
noise might have made his last moments more 
painful, and I feared the effect that the death of 
a husband ought to produce on his 4 ife; never- 
theless Miss Pauline ran to madame’s room just 
before the final moment, and I had time to 
tell her on the threshold of the “All is 
over!” 

A quarter of an hour before dying, Mr. Heine 
had complete consciousness. I encouraged him 
and consoled him as well as I could every mo- 
ment, but he saw as we did that the medicines 
produced no relief whatever. The attachment be 
had for you and the demand you made on meé 
when leaving made it my duty to write to you; I 
have done so without notifying Mme. Heine; w 
you therefore please, madame, avoid‘ speaking to 

1er of my letters? 

Il am, madame, your very humble servant, 

CATHERINE Bou RLOIs, 

I shouid add that on Saturday at4or 5 in the 
afternoon Master called me three times in suc- 
cession; he told me to write . . . but not un- 
derstanding the meaning of his words and not 
wishing to force him to repeat them, I answered 
* Yes.”” I said to him a little later: “ When your 
vomiting ceases you must write yourself,’’ he an- 
swered. “ | am going to die.” 

In all these letters of Heine we see not the 
peevish invalid, but the loving son, the devoted 
brother, and the self-sacrificing husband. It is 
a new picture, but a —_— one.

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POPULAR PHRASE. 

How “to Eat Crow” Became a Current Po- 
litical Expression. * 

New York Tribune: The origin of the ex- 
pression “to eat crow’’ caused some dispute 
in) an uptown club-house one evenmg 
‘recently, and one white-headed old politician 
accounted for it in this way: 

“ Years ago,”’ he said, “‘a soldier stationed 
on Governor’s Island wandered up into the 
city and out upon the pasture lands just 
north of Chambers street to have some fun. 
There he spied a crow hopping about among 
the cows, and instantly aimed his gun 
at it and shot it dead. As he did 
so a ragged little boy, who had been watching 
him, dashed off with a wild yell in the direc- 
tion of a distant house, The soldier laughed 
at what he thought to be the boy’s terror at 
the report of the gun, and laying it down care- 
fully at the root of the tree, he went to pick 
up the crow. 

** After that, somethihg else attracted his at- 
tention, and he did not think of his gun again 
till he heard an angry voice behind him, and 
turning around, found himself gazing straight 
down the barrel. A furious Dutchman was at 
the otherend of the gun. The soldier had 
shot the Dutchman’s pet crow, the boy had 
borne testimony to the deed, and now for the 
penalty. 

**Sparing you a recital of the heated con- 
versation that followed, the result was that 
the Dutchman spared the soldier's life only on 
condition that he would straightway eat the 
crow that he had shot. The sgidier argued 
vehemently, but to no purpose. He finally 
secured permission to pluck the crow and 
cook ita little over a fire made with a few 
chips. Then he began to eat, but before he 
had eaten more than half of the carrion-bird 
he became so sick that he swore he would 
rather be shot than finish it. 

**The Dutchman’s wrath seemed to be ap- 
peased by this time, however, and he restored 
the soldier his gun and bade him begone. 
The soldier took the gun, but instead of be- 
goning he instantly took aim at.the Dutch- 
man’s head and vowed to blow his brains out 
if he did not at once cat the other half of the 
crow. The Dutchman was compelled by fear 
of death to swallow the rest of the loathsome 
flesh and then the soldier departed, leaving the 
injured Dutchman ready to burst with rage 
and chagrin, 

“The latter swore vengeance and next day 
appeared on Governor's Island and made 
complaint to the Commandant that one of the 
soldiers gee wantonly shot his tame crow. 
The Com¥handant told the Dutchman to pick 
out the offender and he should be punished. 
The Dutchman pointed to a soldier not far 
away and identified him. 

‘*Calling the soldier to him, the Command- 
ant said sternly: *‘ Did you ever see this man 
before?’ pointing to the Dutchman.

Miss Minnie Seligman-Cutting will abandon 
““My Official Wife’’ for the remainder of her 
Chicago engagement and will substitute for it 
during the last week of her stay in Chicago 
Clyde Fitch’s society play, “A Modern 
Match,” which proved to be une of her princi- 
pal vehicles of success as produced last year 
by the August Pitou stock company at 
Hooley’s. Miss Seligman-Cuiting is an 
actress capable of much worthier efforts than 
she has offered thus far during her engage- 
ment, although the fault is more with the 
author of her new play than with herself.

HELEN BARRY IN “ THE DUCHESS.” 


New Play by Paul M, Potter to Be Seen at 
the Chieago Opera- House, 

Miss Helen Barry, the English actress, will 
appear at the Chicago Opera-House tonight in 
“The Duchess,” a new play in four acts by 
Paul M. Potter, a former Chicago newspaper 
man. Its first production was made in Wash- 
ington only three weeks ago, where it was 
started on its career under favorable auspices. 
The theme of the play is said to be match- 
making. The principal matchmaker is the 
Duchess of Huntingtower, impersonated by 
Miss Barry. Her victims are Sir Harry Brapn- 
don and the Earl of Carstairs, two 
Englishmen of distinction whoin she  be- 
troths respectively to Anne Warrington and 
Cornelia Thrum, two American girls. Anne 
Warrington learns too late that her husband 
is not the soul of honor she believed him to 
be. She determines to free herself from him 
and in her attempt involves the character in 
numerous complications. 

The scenery is saidto be elaborate, repre- 
senting views of the Venetian Lagoons, the 
grassy slopes of the Maritime Alps, and the 
moonlit Riviera. A number cf musical num- 
bers find cause to creep into the action, which 
is generally comic, although there is said to 
be enough pathos to lift it above the farcical 
level.

Miss Helen Barry belonged to‘ an old En- 
glish family, and amused herself by appear- 
ing in amateur theatricals at a cduntry house 
where Dion Boucicault was visiting. He was 
so impressed with her talent thatthe made her 
an offer for the regular stage, and promised to 
write a comedy for the display-of her abili- 
ties. Thus Miss Barry made her début in 
London under unusual circum$tances, and 
was the first of the Englishwonten to have 
stepped from the drawing-room t@ the boards, 
Mr. Tom Taylor, then nearing tlie end of his 
long career as a playwright, was impressed as 
favorably as Mr. Boucicault. He went to 
Miss Barry and offered to convert to her pur- 
poses the authentic story of the wife of Rich- 
ard Arkwright, inventor of tHe spinning- 
jenny. Mr. William Schenck Ghuibert of 
‘**Pinafore’’ fame, wrote one of his most 
fantastic comedies, *‘The Happy Land,” 
for the introduction of Miss Barry as its cen- 
tral figure. The success of the plays by these 
three authors established her reputation. Mr. 
Boucicault wrote for her the comedy of ‘** Led 
Astray,’’ which won so great a vogue in Amer- 
ica. The younger Dumas intrusted to her the 
creation of his celebrated ** Dame aux Ca- 
mélias’”’ (‘*Camille’’), He was so much 
pleased with her success in the part that he 
ceded to her the English rights of ** L’Etran- 
gére.”’ Her American career began with 
a new version of Scribe’s “Bataille de Dames.”’ 
She produced it as ‘*A Woman’s Stratagem,”’ 
and followed it with **Victor Durand,”’ by Mr. 
Henry Guy Carleton. ‘* Victor Dirand”’ was 
the first of that series of American plays with 
which the name of Miss Barry will always be 
associated. It paved the way for “*A Night’s 
Frolic”’ by Augustus Thomas, the noted au- 
thor of “‘Alabama.”’ This was the play of 
Miss Barry’s last season and it was phenom. 
enally successful. It proved that her idea of 
producing nothing but native work was the 
true road to success on the American stage. 


MODJESKA PLAYS FOR CHARITY, 


Performance Jan. 22 to Aid the Sisters of 
Nazareth, 

Mme, Modjeska will return to Chicago Sun- 
day, Jan. 22, for the express purpose of giving 
a charity performance that evening at the Chi- 
cago Opera-House for the benefit of the Sisters 
of Nazareth, a Polish Catholic society of this 
city, which has for its object the education of 
young girls who have not the means necessary 
to secure advantages through the usual 
channels. The society is eomposed of 
women of high intellectual attain- 
ments, character, and refinement, 
who are devoting their lives to this benevolent 
work. They are just now suffering financial 
embarrassinent, and Mme. Modjeska, their 
kinswoman, has determined to offer them her 
assistance.

WHY FARCE COMEDY FLOURISHES, 


The Views of One Who Is Connected with 
. the Business. 

There isn’t much respect for farce comedy 
in high places, especially literary places. 
This fact does got seem to hurt the popular 
success of the offending article. On the con- 
trary, it seems to flourish better and better. 
There are some level-headed people identified 
with it, both before and back of the footlights, 
which may have something to do with this 
coveted result. One of these is in the city this 
week, projecting the’ advent of Hallen and 
Hart. He was in atalkative frame the other 
night, and. when bantered upon his associa- 
tion gave utterance to more words of weight 
about his specialty of entertainment than the 
writer has heard for a long time from his side 
of the argument. In substance it amounted 
to about this: Farcetcomedy 1s not so bad as 
it 1s painted by the ** literary guild,” which is 
in @ constant state of worry lest this airy form 
of entertainment become too firmly estab- 
lished as a popular preference. Why the play- 
house should be made ascene of saddened 
thoughts and feelings is beyond his con:pre- 
hension. He said heroic plays were all 
right for those who had the knowledge 
and experience to appreciate _ them, 
80 wre sober-minded books, so were orthodox 
and Old-fashioned sermons, so were old ways 
of ground breaking and locomevtion. So were 
alot of things; but that doesn’t necessarily 
argue that people are foolish who read a comic 
paper, laugh at a silly joke, and witness a 
rollicking and nonsensical farce. Of course 
you will say a farce is all right if the text has 
literary value, the situations are natural, and 
the characters are not too far away from the 
eternities of flesh and blood. What you ob- 
ject to is the grotesque feature, which seems 
to predominate the characters and incidents 
of the current musical farce. Whiy grieve 
your sensitive soul into tears over this, so 
long as there is no uncleanness in the broad 
effects of humor produced by the scenes and 
persons? Sometime when you have your 
thinking cap off, which 1s a chilling piece of 
gear to wear all the time, you will find your- 
self breaking up happily over some ridiculous 
thing which will do you more good than a 
barrel of medicine, and which could never 
happen if you were in an analytical mood. 
This big world of ours is packed full* of 
people who have so hard a time to get 
along ina bread and butter way. ‘They have 
notime orheart to look pleasures over too 
closely, but grab them whenever offered, 
heir enjoyments are too few and far between 
to permitof doubtor study. Why, in nature’s 
name, should you who are better provided 
quarrel with these simnple pleasures, which are 
within the reach of so many and serve to 
brush away the shadows which overhang their 
lives? There is no reason why this amuse- 
ment should be judged so harshly, simply be- 
cause a few appetites are too delicate to enjoy 
it. Why don’t you bring that rule to bear on 
newspapers, and books, and pictures, and 
food, and other. things about which people 
differ, jumping most heartily vpon that or
